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Welcome to another issue of the zine of crosscurrents and 
cross-pollination. Available by mail or in person from Mike 
Gunderloy, 6 Arizona Ave., Rensselaer, NY 12144-4502; phone 
(518)-479-3707 (24-hour answering machine, so call anytime); 
300/1200/2400 baud phone (518)-479-3879 (call anytime you have a 
computer handy). This is Pretzel Press publication #824 and is 
intended for direct Bulk Mailing to subscribers and good people 
across the country, around the world, and right into your face. Press 
run: 6900 copies. 33rd issue, December 1989. 

This is where I explain the mailing code, on the far right of the 
first line of the address label. 

A number indicates the last issue that you'll be getting. So if 
the number is "33", you need to Do Something if you want to keep 
getting FF. If the number is "33" and you don't even know why 
you got this, you probably have a Secret Admirer or something. 
Wanna subscribe? 

There are a couple of things that can flank this number. If it's 
flanked with asterisks (*33*), you've paid for, and should be getting, 
first class postage. If it's flanked with carets ( A 33 A ), then this is a 
trade copy for which you paid first-class postage, after which you 
will revert to bulk-mail trade copies. If it's flanked with plus signs 
(+33+) you're getting a library subscription, including first-class 
postage, mailing envelopes, and the index. 

"+" indicates that you've got nothing to worry about, because 
you're on the staph, you won a contest, or you just got lucky. 

"A" means that you're getting this because of your artwork; 
either you sent me some or I want you to send me some, or both. 

"B" means I'm trading for a book you sent. 

"D" means that you're a distributor and so you get one copy 
for yourself as a freebie. I'm looking for new distributors, people 
who think they can sell at least ten copies and want to split the 
proceeds. Distributors get a 40% wholesale discount on all copies, 
and may sell on consignment. The number after the colon is how 
many copies I think I'm sending you. For more information on 
terms, send an SASE. 

"L" means you're a lifetime subscriber, and will receive every 
issue of the magazine as long as either it or you is alive. Lifetime 
subscribers get their copies sent out bulk mail, without extra goodies. 
If you want extra goodies, you should be a supporting subscriber 
(see below) instead. Lifetime subscribers may upgrade to supporting 
status at any time by paying the current difference in rates. 

"M" means you sent me music to review. I usually allow 2 issues 
for a single, 3 for a tape, or 4 for an LP, but I screw up a bit, so 
let me know if you're owed more. (Or less). 

"P" means you're a prisoner. FACTSHEET FIVE is always free 
to prisoners, but you need to keep in touch to keep getting it, 
otherwise I'll assume the copies aren't getting through to you. 
Wardens, you gotta pay like anyone else. Prisoners in mental 
institutions are extended the same privileges as those in allegedly- 
saner criminal institutions. 

"R" means that this is a review/checking copy. It is for you to 
have to check the review I've done of your zine, or to be able to 
do a review of mine. I would like to see further copies of yours 
for future review—though of course you're not obligated to publish 
a review. I will continue to send you R copies as long as I stay 
on your mailing list, whether you write reviews or not. If you 
publish infrequently, I expect at least a note every six months to 
keep you on the mailing list. 

"S" means that you are a Supporting Subscriber, and therefore 
exempt from nonsense. Supporting subscribers get their issues sent 
First Class, with the index included. They also get free copies of 
FACTSHEET FIVE publications as they're issued—most recently the 
WHY PUBLISH? booklet. Right now we're up to about 77 Supporting 
subscribers, but there's always room for one more. 

"V" means you sent me a videotape to review. If you require 
the tape to be returned, one video is good for one issue in trade; 
if you leave it with me for the archives, one video is worth four 
issues. 


Any of the above followed by a number (like "M/33") indicate 
the issue you'll have to renegotiate to keep getting FF. You must 
get in touch with me at least once every two issues, regardless of the 
mailing code, to continue getting FF! This applies to prisoners, artists, 
traders, everyone! 

Send me your zine, drop me a line, do SOMETHING so I know 
you're still out there. Actually, this doesn't apply to subscribers, 
only to people getting the zine for free. Clear? 

Please take a moment to check your mailing label. If there are 
any mistakes, you have to let me know. They won't fix themselves. 
And you won't get any further warning if your subscription has 
run out. 

And remember, FF is sent hulk mail. Not only does this make it 
slow (though, I hope, not too slow), but it means undeliverable 
copies go to that Big Post Office In The Sky. So PLEASE get your 
COAs to me promptly to avoid missing issues. I am not responsible 
for copies lost due to unannounced moves.

Unless you specify otherwise, all subscriptions start with the 
current issue. 

Publishers and others who get their issues without paying may 
have them delivered first class for $1 per issue. This rate is only 
valid if you would have received that issue anyhow.

The Right Side of the Story", a reference to the conservative 
orientation of this student paper. But the front is what will stir up 
trouble: Two stylized male silhouettes engaged in anal intercourse, 
covered by the international red circle and slash "NO" symbol, and 
captioned "STOP AIDS". They've defended this as a simple statement 
of fact, that AIDS can't be stopped without stopping homosexual 
activity. (Why didn' they show some IV drug users and 
hemophiliacs?) In any case I hardly think it's an appropriate way 
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to make an anti-AIDS statement. But if you must have one, you 
can get the 50-50 cotton/poly white shirts for $10, in XL only. 

•Little Green Man is the T-shirt project of Gary Turchin (3776 
Manila Ave., Oakland, CA 94609). He's got a batch of designes, 
some hopeful, some just funny (like the pig pondering "I pink 
therefore I ham"). I haven't seen the shirts themselves, but the 
catalog itself is pretty funny, and should be available for 50* or so 
in postage. 

•The good folks at MOTORBOOTY magazine sent me their 
"Love Dogs" shirt, with two bizarrely caricatured animals driving a 
flaming kiddie car and the caption "NOW! NOW! NOW!" at the 
bottom. Red and white on an all-cotton black shirt, and sure to 
confuse most people who see it. $10 from PO Box 460472, San 
Francisco, CA 94146. 

•Public Humiliation is a band. They have a shirt out with their 
logo on the front and a questionnaire/ad on the back, urging people 
to contact them if they feel "loose and confused". The all-cotton 
shirt is available from PO Box 5892, Orange, CA 92613-5892.

It features 
the band logo on the front and a triptych of seriously injured arms 
on the back. White on black, 50-50 mix, and available for $10 from 
Sandy Kane, PO Box 85, Landenberg, PA 19350. 

•The Swinging Erudites shirt comes from One-Dimensional 
Records (PO Box 1926, Harvard Square Stn., Cambridge, MA 02238). 
It's bright yellow with a blue picture of their hanging logo, a wild 
grinning silhouette with a hand for a head and armpit tufts. Definitely 
a conversation stopper. Shirts are $8 and are 50-50 cotton/polyester 
mix. 

•Roy Tompkins (PO Box 16022, Austin, TX 787861) sent me one 
of his insect shirts. This particular one features large two-color 
dragonflies front and back, but he also has weevils, spiders, ladybugs, 
and more.

ROLE-PLAYING GAMES: 

•THE RETURN OF THE MASTERS ($9.95 from Palladium Books, 
5926 Lonyo, Detroit, MI 48210): Written by Jonathan Fra ter, this is 
the sixth book about the Robotech role-playing game, and as such 
it is not self-contained. It is a place for experienced Robotech gamers 
to run up against new challenges and new adventures, and is 
intended for use by the referee, not by the players. As with other 
adventure sourcebooks, if the players have copies, the referee would 
be well advised to change things to prevent rules lawyers from 
screwing up the flow of the game. With some help from Kevin 
Siembieda and Erick Wujcik, Frater presents four different adventure 
scenarios, from a Southeast Asia jungle firefight to an attempt to 
reason with a twenty-mile long intelligent alien space factory. Along 
the way, you'll get a martial art for Mecha, details on moonbases, 
and more Robotech history. (88 pp. tpb) 

ARTIFACTS 

•BIG DICK WORSHIP (PO Box 247, Lasalle St., West Hartford, 
CT 06107) sent me a selection of their buttons, some iwth a Nixonian 
theme, others simply women captioned "I Always Read Big Dick 
Worship". They've got a couple of dozen designs in all, and would 
probably send you a catalog for two stamps. 

•Mark Blackwell (Monster Truck Cartoons, 374 Pimlico Rd., 
Greenville, SC 29607) sent along a pair of buttons featuring his 
characters Sutty and the Puppy from his music-review comic strip 


in SPIN. You can get the pair of enigmatic black and white buttons 
for $3. Or you can get Mark's catalog just by asking. 

•Castle Rising (PO Box 3127, Morgantown, WV 26505) offers a 
wonderfully expansive selection of incenses, and sent some samples 
for review. Overall, the incense was of good quality, lit quickly (I 
tend to get aggressive if required to toast my tips to set a mood) 
and burned for about 30 minutes. Although samples were sent in 
stick form, nearly all scents are available as powders, resins, or 
liquids, and many can even be purchased as perfume oils. The sticks 
sent came in a variety of smells, but they're only the tip of a 
good-sized iceberg according to the catalog. To try and be most 
useful. I've ranked the strength of the smell from 1-5, with 5 being 
the strongest and least friendly to cats. 

Floral tones in some of the more ambiguously named flavors 
such as Lunar (2-3) and Quest (3-4) seemed to be the trend. In fact, 
the difference between these two seemed to be the strength. Another 
similar smell was Blue Gypsy (3-4) except that it was just a bit more 
sweet. Put Meditation (3-4) in this grouping too. Herbal (3) lived 
up to its name, a$d was a nice, clean smell—one of my favorites. 
Spicy Lemon (3-4) lived up to its name as well—more spicy than 
lemony, but with definite citrus undertones. Walnut (1-2) was another 
personal favorite, and I think possibly the lightest incense I have 
ever smelled. My cat, Buddha, also rated it favorably—high praise 
indeed! Although no terribly nutty it was a really enjoyable woody 
and woodsy scent. Nefertite (4) had an oriental/spicy flavoring. It 
was a nice smell, but a bit too heavy for my tastes. I had this 
problem with Emeralds (5) too. Very perfumey, dusky sort of 
smell—not bad, just too heavy. 

To summarize, there were no scents in the bunch that I'd call 
nasty. In fact, nearly all of them were quite tasteful. Those into 
incense know that this is not always the case. Even the lightest 
incenses lingered around the house for a couple of days, so you'll 
be able to stretch your olfactory dollar. Prices are reasonable ($2.50 
for 15 sticks) or the fun and helpful catalog is available for $3. The 
company has thoughtfully color coded all their flavors by scent type, 
and there are also incenses specially designed with your astrological 
sign in mind. This seemed to be a neat company, worth checking 
out. (Guest review by Laura Steele) 

•Castle Rising (PO Box 3127, Morgantown, WV 26505) advertises 
itself as "the largest incense selection anywhere." Although I don't 
honestly know whether this is true or not, I have yet to see so 
many different scents advertised in so many different categories. 
These range from Florals (a truly fruity Cherry Blossom) to New 
Age-like Ancient Worlds (a peppy-smelling Arikh), Witchy Ways 
(warm, homey Covenstead and sweet, light floral White Solstice), 
Astrological (basil-flavored Scorpio), Elements (spicy Fire, herbal, 
loamy Earth) and Mystical Journeys (an aptly-names Tranquility). 
But beyond these are some very unusual categories, indeed: Luxury 
Line (a plush, sweet, and almost fruity Amber), the Masculine Realm, 
and even a selection of teen-age scents called Flash and Trash (some 
great names here, but I didn't get any samples to try). 

An especially intriguing and helpful feature is the Aromatic 
Response Code similar to the candle code I saw in a book on Wicca: 
red for sexual passion, orange for energy, gold for richness, on 
through to purple for authority, a solemn black, and a neutral gray. 

I cannot vouch for most of these, since my packet of samples 
covered only five of the thirteen color codes listed, but the ones I 
have seem to bear them out: their "red" Hot Cinnamon is 
authentically hot and perhaps a bit lustful, the "Orange" Fire is high 
voltage and energetic. Even so, I wonder what a blue fragrance 
would be like, a green, a lavender, or even a gray. 

Prices are reasonable: $2.50 for 15 sticks, $4.50 for perfumed oils 
in l/4ounce vials, and two other forms: an incense oil to put on 
charcoal, in your fireplace (or on to a light bulb, a radiator, or your 
stove) and a "sparkling powder", which is self-lighting like barbecue 
charcoal (these are l/4ounce at $4.50 and 2 ounces at $2.50 
respectively). There are also Exotic Resins, which are like potpourris 
to burn over charcoal ($3.50 to $4.50), Stewing Herbs ($3.50/package) 
which you can put into water and simmer on your stove, and some 
regular potpourris as well, at the same price. 

I only have three sour notes to report: one minor and two major. 
The minor one is that their French Vanilla is very nice but not 
vanilla. A more major one is that, as with many fragrance companies, 
the scents' names are more evocative than the actual product. That 
is, the various categories bespeak clever marketing rather than true 
sensitivity (for example, the Blues fragrance, in their music section. 
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is characterized as being "loving, friendly, and joyous", which is 
not what I associate with Robert Johnson). Their most questionable 
feature is the scarcity of genuine ethnic and magickal incenses: 
although there are pages of fragrances with exotic and fanciful names 
like Yin & Yang, Geopatra, Vision, and Pentacle, I searched in vain 
for such old favorites as lignum aloes, cassia, juniper, nurikon, and 
chip sandalwood (although they do have it in oils or stick form). 
They have a large selection of voodoo fragrances (which are cheap 
and easy to come by elsewhere) but they do not have the lignum 
ales/styrax/olibanum mixture beloved of Aleister Crowley, or the 
dittany of Crete (recommended by another Magickal writer) that I 
use myself in ritual and devotions. This seems rather shallow. 

These quibbles aside, I found that the quality was uniformly good 
throughout: the sticks are durable, do not crumble, are heavily 
impregnated with oil, and bum very well. I, myself, plan many 
purchases from them in the future, and warmly recommend this 
concern to anyone who makes incense or fragrances a part of their 
life. (Guest review by Alissa Gough)

•Brian K. Smith (542 Church St., Decatur, GA 30030) has a 
whole mess of promotional paraphernalia available for sale. For $2 
you can get 20 assorted stickers (the ones he sent me include radio 
station promos, Dragnet, Disney movies, baseball players, and more).

Finally, for $5 he'll send you 20 
different posters (these were heavily music company promos, plus 
more movies, travel, and some assorted advertising).

•BIBLIO-FILE is a database designed specifically for collectors 
of paperback books. I haven't had the chance to evaluate a copy, 
but you can get more information by writing to the folks who sell 
it: Goode Associates, PO Box 210733, Nashville, TN 37221. The 
software itself is $95, including manual. 

•CURSES ($10 from RK West Consulting, PO Box 8059, Mission 
Hills, CA 91346) is a database which generates any number of insults 
by recombining words in its vocabulary. (It also does compliments, 
but those seem intrinsically less interesting). A few choice items that 
turned up when I was running it: "superannuated waste of flesh", 
"irredeemably skinny fiend", and "lice infested nag". You can add 
or subtract to the vocabulary easily to create your own unique 
curses. The program seems bombproof and fast, and is easy to use. 
(IBM) 

•DIVORCE - ANIMATED STRATEGY FOR MEN ($6 plus $4 
s&h per order from PC-SIG, 1030 D E. Duane Ave., Sunnyvale, CA 
94086; order #88£): This is an animated presentation (using CGA 
graphics) of how men can get a divorce under California's no-fault 
law. While this is mildly entertaining, the sexism of the presentation 
isn't. It was obviously written by a guy who's had a bad experience 
and is turned off by marriage and the thought of women in general. 
But if you want a divorce, it may get you started. On the other 
hand, I sure wouldn't rely on a computer disk for legal advice. 
(IBM) 

•Marco Fraticelli, DEJA VU ($7.50 from Guernica Editions, PO 
Box 633, Stn. NDG, Montreal, QUE, H4A 3R1, CANADA): Fraticelli 
has some fine haiku in this collection, but there doesn't seem to be 
any reason to have translated these poems into the kinetics of the 
computer screen. The haiku are first presented to the reader visually, 
line by line or word by word. And illustration is added to each 
poem as well, but Fraticelli ends each poem by reproducing it in 
orthodox three-line form, thus negating the visual language the poem 
was first given to us with. Also comes with a French version 
translated by Nunzia Iavarone. (Apple II—reviewed by Geof Huth) 

•MAYAN CALENDAR ($5 from R.K. West Consulting, PO Box 
8059, Mission Hills, CA 91346; registered version $29): This program 
has one simple task: to convert dates into the Mayan calendar. It 
does so quickly, and the program seems well bombproofed against 
accidental keypresses, though it didn't always recover from errors 
without dumping me out to DOS. There's a big chunk of 
documentation as well, explaining the Mayan calendar and some of 
the technicalities involved in converting dates. Users can even modify 
the program if they don't agree with the author on historical 
interpretation of when the count begins. Finally, it will print a short 
horoscope on the screen for any given day; astronomers may find 
this silly, but New Agers (the other major audience) will probably 
appreciate it. (IBM) 

•bp Nichol, FIRST SCREENING ($10 from Underground Editions, 
PO Box 262, Adelaide St. Stn., Toronto, ONT, M5C 2J4, CANADA): 
The only "computer poems" of bpNichol ever published. bpNichol 
was a wide-ranging avant-garde poet, writing everything from 
pwoermds to novels to children's poetry to teleplays for Fraggle 
Rock. The programming for all of these poems is rather simple, but 
there are a number of striking kinetic concrete poems. There were 
some of the first poems ever written for computer screen, so any 
accomplishment is remarkable, but I wish that he'd used sound a 
little more (he uses it only briefly in a single poem) and that he 
attempted some more complicated (or wordier) pieces. Still, the spare 
composition of these pieces is often precisely what is warranted. 
This "book" comes with some hardcopy notes by Nichol on the 
process of composition, and each copy is signed by the author. This 
should run on any Apple II (though there's a special version for 
the II+), but if you're using a IIGS make sure your computer is set 
on normal speed; otherwise, every poem will be annoyingly 
pixillated. (Apple II—reviewed by Geof Huth) 

•Richard O'Donnell, RICE WINE ($7.50 from Guernica Editions, 
PO Box 633, Stn. NDG, Montreal, QUE, H4A 3R1, CANADA): 
Richard O'Donnell seems to be one of the few people writing prose 
for the computer screen. Unfortunately, he's not much of a writer, 
though he's the most talented of the programmers whose work I 
know. There is some attempt at reader/program interaction in these 
pieces, but usually that is restricted to what speed the pieces will 
be run at. Too often, this program reminds me of how time-based 
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screen-reading really is, but there are occasional surprises in the 
prose that might make this worth buying for some. (Apple 
II—reviewed by Geof Huth) 

•PC-FILE+ ($18 plus $4 s&h per order from PC-SIG, 1030 D E. 
Duane Ave., Sunnyvale, CA 94086; order #5,730, and 1015): I recently 
upgraded to this shareware database, and can wholeheartedly 
recommend it to anyone. After months of hard use, I haven't run 
across any bugs, and am still finding new features. It does everything 
you'd want a single-file database program to do, and includes some 
pretty advanced features, like on-screen report design, graphics 
summaries, and a separate dedicated program for printing labels— 
which in fact made the label on your copy of FF if you got it in 
the mail. The on-disc documentation is extensive and the installation 
is easy. You'd be well off to have a hard disk to run this, although 
you can do it from a dual floppy system, and 384K is the minimum 
memory. Frankly, I don't see any reason to pay more for a database; 
if you must have dBase compatibility, there's another version 
(PC-File:dB) which provides it. The program is from Buttonware, 
one of the best of the shareware producers; full registration is $69.95. 
(IBM) 

•RACHEL stands for Remote Access Chemical Hazards Electronic 
Library, which is a database of information about hazardous wastes. 
It's got several thousand documents in it, fully indexed, and with 
a search engine that's reasonably evident once you start playing 
with it. I found it easy to get the documents I wanted to see up 
on the screen, and to view them in full or in summary. For 
information on getting a user ID on the system, call the 
Environmental Research Foundation at 609-683-0707. 

•Red October is a BBS for players of Champions, Fantasy Hero, 
and other HERO System Role-playing games. 300/1200/2400 baud,

•VERSE ($6 plus $4 s&h per order from PC-SIG, 1030 D E. 
Duane Ave., Sunnyvale, CA 94086; order #1511): This program, 
designed to be run from your AUTOEXEC file, puts a different Bible 
verse on the screen each morning. Options allow the user to clear 
the screen first, hold the message there until the user presses a 
key, and print the verse for a specific day. Data files are supplied 
that give one per day, and they're standard ASCII, so you can edit 
them with your word processor. Since the display engine is separate 
from the data, and the data format is explained in the on-disk 
documentation, you could use this for any other date-based display: 
birthdays, historical events, whatever. There is no registration fee 
for this program; the author asks that instead you spread it around 
so more people will read the Bible each day. (IBM) 

•WILDCAT! ($6 plus $4 s&h from PC-SIG, 1030 D E. Duane 
Ave., Sunnyvale, CA 94086; order #745 & 746; shareware version 
also available on the FF BBS at 518-479-3879): This is the Bulletin 
Board System which is now being used by the FF BBS. It features 
optional color menus, fast indexed databases so that messages and 
users and files can be found without delay, and a (to me, anyhow) 
sensible organization. We've not had any problems with it since 
upgrading to the registered version ($129 from Mustang Software, 
PO Box 2264, Bakersfield, CA 93303), although the interaction 
between our modem and the shareware version was a bit wonky 
at times. The program features menus that can be customized to 
the sysop's heart's content, timed events, links to other programs 
(in the registered version only) so that the user can run games (for 
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example) while on line, and a security system that can be as relaxed 
or laid-back as you please. Even with the simple password protection 
we're using here, the security is good; attempts to hack the system 
have been both foiled and noted in the log file. This is definitely 
the best BBS software I have used; a bit tough to set up (though 
the manual gets you through the lengthy process, it is lengthy) but 
a joy to run after that. (IBM)

•Research Projects Corp. (Pomperaug Ave., Woodbury, CT 06798) 
offers a huge number of mailing lists at $40 per thousand names, 
with a $150 minimum. These range from 3400 Abbatoirs & 
Slaughterhouses to 300,000 Wealthy Women, and in size up to 80 
million home addresses, sorted in many ways. I expect I'm in their 
files somewhere, and so are you. 

•Rosetta (PO Box 4611, Berkeley, CA 94704-1611) is a source of 
information on ethnobotany, with a variety of archival resources 
available. They also sell a selection of specially-blended teas. SASE 
for more information. 

•T.S. (PO Box 889, Spokane, WA 99210-0889) will send a list of 
sources for erotica and nudist material worldwide for $5 and an age 
statement. That seems a bit steep for 4 pages, but on the other 
hand, this is information that it's tough to compile from anywhere 
else. 

•Sigorshal Kod-A Ministries is engaged in some sort of shadowy 
secret project to stamp out secular humanism and bring a resurgence 
in longings for the perfect society. For more information, contact 
Mr. Breakfast, 103 Wheeler, Toronto, ONT, M4L 3V3, CANADA.

assure personalization. 

Anyhow, remember, send a SELF-ADDRESSED STAMPED EN¬ 
VELOPE to minimize the work I have to do. I mean it. The next 
person who sends a blank envelope and a check, instead of buying 
the stamps himself and pasting them on, is going to get something 
nasty in the mail. If he gets anything at all. OK, OK, I'll make an 
exception for those of you in foreign countries: just send me a check 
or cash and a self-addressed envelope and I'll do the rest. Those 
out of the country can supply up to $4.50 worth of postage, since 
the rates are higher. Those in the country should stop using such 
obviously glued stamps or I'm going to start pitching your envelopes 
in the trash. This has already happened to some people stupid enough to 
ignore what I've said! Use mint stamps only!! (Look, it's OK to glue 
down un-used stamps; what I'm upset about it people putting the 
glue over the top of them so they can be re-used. If this doesn't 
make sense to you, call me). And please be patient; the overflow 
zines have been displaced to the attic by the archives, and so I only 
stuff envelopes once every week or two. I take longer when it's 
cold up there. And right now. I'm way, way behind (about two 
months) on stuffing envelopes. Please understand that this is a low 
priority for me, since I'm doing it for free; publishing the magazine 
and occasionally sleeping come first. 

A few clarifications about the Zine Exchange: No, I am not going 
to send you any back issues of FACTSHEET FIVE. No, you may 
not request a specific zine you saw reviewed here; that copy is in 
the archives, and that's where it's staying. You can request a specific 
type of zine, but often I cannot fill requests; it depends on what's 
been sent to me recently for distribution. 

•I put together an index to each issue, usually about a 24-page 
pamphlet. If you want to see a copy, send me $1.50. To get it 
every issue, you should sign up for a library rate subscription. 

•HOW TO PUBLISH A FANZINE is my first book. In it I reveal 
darned near everything I've learned in ten years of small publishing, 
from production through printing and binding to the mails to 
promotion and financing. It's 91 pages perfect-bound, published by 
Loompanics, but I'll send you a copy of your very own—autographed 
even—for $6 postpaid if you buy it from me. 

GETTING ZINES 

Just a few hints to consider when you're writing away for fanzines: 

•If I list a name in the address for a zine, you ought to make 
checks or money orders out to that name rather than the zine name. 
If a zine has odd payment requirements, I try to note this in the 
address section of the listing. In general, cash is preferable to money 
orders which are preferable to checks. 

•On a related topic, when I put a question mark after the price 
it means that I'm guessing because the zine editors didn't list a 
price. 

•I list single copy rates whenever I can find them, otherwise I 
try to indicate how many issues your subscription covers. If I put 
something like "$10/yr" it means I can't tell how many issues come 
out in a year. 

•If I separate issue numbers with a dash, they're single issues; 
a slash indicates two-in-one issues. So, for example, "#7-11/12" 
indicates that I received #7, a double issue containing #11 and #12, 
and everything in between. Prices given are for one issue, not for 
a set of all the issues reviewed, unless otherwise indicated. 

•On zines with a price under $1, it really helps to include a few 
stamps for postage. "SASE" means self-addressed stamped envelope: 
#10 with 25tf postage unless otherwise specified. 

•Don't send loose coins in an envelope. If you want to send 
coins, tape them to an index card and wrap a piece of paper around 
that. And remember that there's a postal surcharge on envelopes 
more than 1/4 inch thick. 

•Canadians generally don't mind receiving U.S. funds, but for 
other countries you should think about alternative payment. Foreign 
currency is available at larger banks, and IRCs (International Reply 
Coupons, which can be exchanged for stamps almost anywhere in 
the world) at your post office. Foreign MOs are also available from 
the post office, but can take forever to get. Sending checks to other 
countries is not a good idea; bank exchange charges can be 
outrageous. 

•"Age Statement" means that you should send along a signed 
note saying that you're over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to help the 
publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distributing sexually- 
explicit material. 
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•"The Usual" refers to the traditional method of obtaining SF 
fanzines without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes 
trading other zines, writing Iocs, contributing articles or art, or being 
recipient of a whim. These days $1 is often accepted as the equivalent 
to these more active approaches. 

•I'd appreciate it if you'd mention FACTSHEET FIVE when 
ordering zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all in the long 
run, as the more credibility I build up the more fine zines I'll be 
able to bring to your attention. 

•If you have any problems with a zine please let me know. I'll 
be happy to contact publishers in cases of non-receipt. 99% of the 
time it's just a case of things being lost in the mail. 

•If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing comments 
on the zine he has sent you. This is especially true if you didn't 
like it; we all like to improve. Even a simple note of thanks can 
make a publisher's day, though. 

•Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not be 
able to get the exact issue that I reviewed. If you must have that 
particular issue, say so, and be prepared to pay extra. Otherwise 
it's best just to request the most recent or the next issue and save 
trouble for everyone. And be patient; if the current issue is all gone, 
it may take a while. 

•And since it may take a while, the envelope your order came 
in may get lost. Make sure your address is on the letter itself! 
Otherwise you may not get your copy despite the best intentions 
of the publisher. 

•Most zine publishers are willing to exchange their zines for 
others, so I generally don't mention this in listings unless I know 
they don't swap. But use some discretion—a 150-page typeset music 
publication is unlikely to swap with a 4-page xeroxed newsletter on 
Central American farming. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can't afford to 
give away the copy, don't send it.

MODELER, ASTRONOMY, MODEL RAILROADER, and TRAINS 
ILLUSTRATED. For more info on any of these, send them an SASE. 

•MEZLA ($4 from N'Chi, PO Box 19566, Cincinnati, OH 45219) 
is a "Heretical Thelemic Journal", set to make its re-debut on Samhain 
just past. They promise things from all working magickal systems. 

•THE QUAYLE QUARTERLY ($3 from PO Box 8593, Brewster 
Station, Bridgeport, CT 06605) is scheduled to debut in January as 
"the only periodical in the world solely dedicated to our Vice 
President." 

•ROLLER SPORTS REPORT ($10/6 issues from Fred Argoff, 1256 
E. 13th St. #C2, Brooklyn, NY 11230-4851)is for folks interested in 
roller derbv and the new figure-8 sport that followed from it. 

•TRAVEL SMART ($29.95/7 issues from Communications House, 
Inc., Dobbes Ferry, NY 10522) is a newsletter of inside information 
for the seasoned traveler. 

•THE TRIUMPH OF FASCISM ($5 from Tim Donovan, 7 
Ashland, Manchester, CT 06040) is a new zine which will investigate 
the coming authoritarianism and the historical forces leading to the 
coming failure of democracy. Until the first issue comes out, the $5 
will bring you sample literature. 


•WRITERS' JOURNAL ($3 from PO Box 9418, N. St. Paul, MN 
55109) is a bimonthly magazine for writers, with business tips as 
well as ideas of making your writing better. 

THOSE FUNNY NUMBERS 

What the little stuff in parentheses after each zine review do is 
tell you how big the zine is. First comes a letter for the size of the 
paper, or at least close to it: 

A3 A3 size, about 11 1/2 by 16 1/4 

A4A4 size, about 8 1/4 by 11 1/2 

A5A5 size, about 5 3/4 by 8 1/4 

DDigest, 5 1/2 by 8 1/2 

HLHalf Legal, 7 by 8 1/2 or 4 1/4 by 14 

HSHalf Standard, 4 1/4 by 11 

LLegal, 8 1/2 by 14 

MMini, 4 1/4 by 5 1/2 

MMMicro, smaller than mini 

OOversized, larger than tabloid or odd-sized 

QQuarto, 8 by 10 

SStandard, 8 1/2 by 11 

TTabloid, usually 11 by 17 on newsprint 

Next comes a number, which is the number of pages. Last there 
may be a suffix: "t" for typeset or laser-printed, or "r" for 
photo-reduced type.

First off, Td like to thank all the wonderful people who have 
encouraged me to raise the price of this zine enough to survive, 
and not to feel guilty about it, especially the friendly people at the 
North Brooklyn Small Press Convention. Special thanks, too, to the 
people who sent extra money as a way of encouraging me to stay 
in business. I deeply appreciate this. As you'll have perhaps noticed 
already, the price rise is happening; FF is now $3 per issue. I hope 
you'll still find this an affordable value. If you really haven't got it, 
don't hassle the store; write to me and we'll work something out! 

From time to time people ask who wrote a particular review in 
FF. The answer is really very simple: if it's not otherwise signed, I 
wrote it. Yes, I do write a lot. I could probably use some more 
help. If you live in the Albany area (i.e., close enough to come 
over here to pick stuff up) and think you can write reviews, get in 
touch. 

There are less categorized zines in this issue than there have 
been recently. That's because I asked editors and publishers to tell 
me what (if any) category I should put their stuff under. Most didn't 
bother, and so got thrown back into the alphabetical listing. I'm 
going to give this experiment another few issues before deciding 
whether it's a complete flop.

You may note that several things have been 
dropped from the list of FF projects, so that I can concentrate on 
the core work of producing the zine. If you're interested in taking 
over distribution of Martti Koski's pamphlet, or the Gemstone File, 
drop me a line.

This issue, for example, includes a chat with Tom Baker about 
life after Doctor Who and an interview with Peter Davison, now playing 
Campion. There's a reminiscence about the early days of the Rolling Stones, 
notes on new album releases by Kate Bush and others, and the fall lineup 
for BBC productions on PBS.

"Apa" stands for "Amateur Press Association". Think of them as 
cocktail parties in print. Every apa has a central person who does the 
assembling and mailing of each issue. Members write whatever they 
want, make an agreed-upon number of copies, and send them to this 
person, who then collates the individual submissions into sets which are 
stapled together as the final apa. Costs are covered by each member 
paying for their own printing and postage. Many apas will sell you a 
sample copy so you can get a feel for their flavor and interests, but the 
bottom line is that this is participatory publishing, so if you aren't 
interested in contributing, don't bother to get in touch. Although there 
are hundreds of apas, most won't trade with other zines, which is why 
I only list a dozen or two.

In 
this issue editor Arthur Miller sums up the situation with the world's forests 
(dismal). They also appear to be the last publication still putting out news 
on Leonard Peltier. (T-32)

BEATLEFAN Vol. 11 #5 ($12/6 issues from PO Box 33515, Decatur, GA 
30033): There are still plenty of folks out there who are die-hard Beatles fans, 
and this is for them. In addition to historical articles ("A Hard Day's Night" 
gets saluted in this issue), they track the current careers of the remaining 
Beatles, with Paul and Ringo's concert tours headlining this issues. They also 
review bootlegs, including the latest round of bootleg CDs. (S-34t)

BEHIND THE MASK #1 ($1 from Lonepath Ltd., 1076 Curran St., Atlanta, 
GA 30318): A digest-sized ghost-story comic that makes good use of its format, 
including a hand-colored centerfold. It's not slick and pro-looking, but well 
laid out and interesting nonetheless. (D-8)

BEN IS DEAD #6 ($1.50 from PO Box 3166, Hollywood, CA 90028): A 
guide to the Los Angeles music scene that's an alternative to the batch of 
metal-oriented tabloids in the area. In addition to being leaders in the campaign 
against pay-to-play shows, the folks here review a batch of records, discuss 
occasional social issues (the anarchist gathering gets a page in #6) and have 
a good time on the letters page. Short interviews with Dead Silence and the 
Herb Tarlicks are almost squeezed out by the bulk of live show reviews.

BENT #1-2 ($1 & Age Statement from Cellar Productions, 11 Wemer Rd., 
Greenville, PA 16125): A collection of collages, with news clips, small bondage 
pictures, celebrity moustaches, violence, horror, and threat as the main 
components. Available for trade for anythign "weird, bizarre, strange or 
different." (D-12)

BERKELEY SUCKS #1 (25* postage from PO Box 40004, Berkeley, CA 
94704): A ranting little zine from the music community that puts out its 
cigarette on your face and dares you to make something out of it. They say 
nasty things about the local scene, republish a famous paean to dynamite, 
and slam a few albums. There's a review of a Johnny Thunders show and 
some anti-Nazi propaganda as well. (D-16r)

BETWEEN THE LINES Vol. 1 #5-6 ($10/yr from Sacramento Peace Center, 
1917A 16th St., Sacramento, CA 95814): This is a "cooperative grassroots 
newspaper", with many groups in the Sacramento area (vegetarians, the DSA, 
the Greens, New Jewish Agenda, and more) contributing their own pages to 
the whole. There are also feature articles, from a Green/populist/anarchist 
perspective for the most part. Looks like a winning formula for building 
alternative community. #6 has some interesting history on persecution of the 
Wobblies, together with some modem union busting. (T-20t)

BEYOND WITHIN #3-4 ($1 from Scott Williams, 1326 Curtis Ave., Pt. 
Pleasant, NJ 08742): The final two issues of this comic of psychosis, destruction, 
and other cheery things. Two of the three main characters survive, with all 
sorts of brain-exploding adventures on the way. Insanity is one of the big 
heroes here. (D-16)

BIG DICK WORSHIP #2-3 ($1.25 from PO Box 247, Lasalle St., West 
Hartford, CT 06107): A college-based publication with strong feminist 
overtones. It's not 100% clear who's responsible for what here, but the folks 
involved spend a lot of time blasting media and educational institutions that 
encourage stereotyping. They also have plenty of fun, with collage layouts, 
a bulimic's guide to restaurants, academic matching games, and more in #2. 
#3 has Bob Black, some reviews and other words from the editors. Rebellion 
ain't dead yet. (S-18)

BLAB! #3 ($7.95 from Kitchen Sink Press, No. 2 Swamp Rd., Princeton, 
WI 54968): A perfect-bound digest of comics and comics history. They're in 
the mainstream of the underground, with a section of other artists commenting 
on the influence of R. Crumb being the most prominent thing here. There's 
also a fascinating history of Bazooka Joe, as well as original (and sometimes 
disgusting) work from Joe Coleman, Richard Sala, Drew Friedman, and others. 
(D-128t)

BLACK EYE #7 ($1.50 CASH from 339 Lafayette #2, New York, NY 
10012): A collection of essays and rants from a generally anarchistic crowd 
that's more interested in real life than abstract theory. The two best essays 
here are the one by B.P. Ummfatik on ripping off your employer and the 
one by Mary Shelley on "Squatting as Self-Determination". Other topics include 
the ideology of the Jacobins, events in China, and black nationalism. (D-36r)

THE BLACK FLAME Vol. 1 #2 ($3 from PO Box 499, Radio City Stn., 
New York, NY 10101): A relatively new Satanist quarterly following firmly in 
the path of Anton Szandor LaVey. This doesn't blind them to the diversity 


of the movement, though, as they profile several idiosyncratic groups in this 
issue. There are also book and movie reviews as well as a number of theoretical 
articles. The level of discussion is quite high, and the end result is fascinating. 
(S-24t)

BLACK PAGE Vol. 0 #0-Vol. 1 #1 ($2 CASH/ stamps from PO Box 666, 
Daytona Beach, FL 32115): A new zine of the occult and related topics, put 
out by members of the OTO and the Temple of Set. They seem most fascinated 
by Crowley and Grant, though there are sprinklings of other things here as 
well. Lots of Goetia in #0. Both issues have ads for a bunch of other magickal 
newsletters that I've never seen. (S-18)

BLONDIE FANZINE Vol. 1 #12-Vol. 2 #4 ($1 from Robert S. Robbins, 
1997 Misner Rd., Williamsport, PA 17701): A single-sheeter of writing and 
computer graphics dedicated to the band Blondie. It seems more excited than 
exciting, a way for Robbins to get his fannishness (or obsession?) down on 
paper. #12 features a fictional account of an early Blondie concert at CBGB 
and some quotes from the Warhol diaries; #1 reports on an actual concert. 
With #4 they've gone to a larger format, with 8 pages of computer scanned 
pictures (but the dot matrix printing doesn't really do justice to them). (S-12)

CHEMICAL IMBALANCE Vol. 2 #1 ($4 from PO Box 1656, Cooper Station, 
New York, NY 10276): Sure, this looks like a music zine, and it's even got 
some reviews and features on folks like NRBQ as well as a four-track hard-vinyl 
EP, featuring Sun Ra, Band of Susans, Ut and Head of David. But there's 
lots more here, chiefly amazing twisted artwork (front cover by Charles Bums, 


back by Joe Coleman, both in full color) and words from the edge (including 
an unpublished Lester Bangs article). Best selection of underground book 
reviews in the business and verbal spurts from John Bennett are added 
bonuses.

The major subject in #15 is the firing of Paul E. Dangerously 
from the NWA, with Lance's thoughts on what it means for the company. 
There's also a batch of reader letters and a few other odds and ends. (S-8)

CHRISTIAN COUNTER-REVOLUTION BULLETIN #65 ($1 from PO Box 
369, Lake Worth, FL 33460): This one comes from a group who feel that 
Vatican II marked such a break with the teachings of the Catholic Church 
that the succeeding Popes are all one-world promoting heretics. I certainly 
can't follow their theological arguments myself, but it seems to me unlikely 
that this is the first time ever the church has changed the way it does 
business.

CHRISTIAN'NEW AGE QUARTERLY Vol. 1 #4 ($2.50 from Bethsheva's 
Concern, PO Box 276, Clifton, NJ 07011-0276): These folks are looking for 
similarities, or at least points of contact, between the more liberal Christian 
faiths and the more liberal pagan and New Age ones. There's a lot to be 
found, apparently, since there are folks holding good humanistic values in 
each camp.

Selections include Bob X with a Legendary Pink Dots tune, Wayne Honath 
doing Half Japanese, John MacLeod with the Pixies "Cactus", and Dennis 
Worden covering the Angry Samoans tune "Lights Out". A scary world of 
words and images.

CLEVELAND ANSIBLE #4 (Sample on request from PO Box 14841, 
Cleveland, OH 44114): This is a SF fan publication from people who describe 
themselves as "new fans". What this means is that writing and zines are 
not their entire lives—they also go to conventions and pay attention to movies 
and TV. They're not quite what are called "media fans" in that their interests 
are broader. Anyhow, this has reports on various conventions plus notes on 
media offerings including Beauty and the Beast and Doctor Who.

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Downey the recording artist / and lots more fill the pages. Life may be strange 
around the country, but rarely dull.

There's also reviews of the series in every medium from comics 
to television, plus a rundown on various fan clubs and even some articles 
on general vampirology.

Way, Orlando, FL 32810): "The Thinking Man's 'Zine", this one is devoted 
to Christian Contemporary Music. The bulk of it is reviews, all long and 
thoughtful, which look at the music as well as the ideology and aren't afraid 
to comment on either. In #8 there's some serialized fiction, a report from 
Cornerstone '89, and a few notes on evangelism. (S-12t)

THE CUTTINGSVILLE TIMES #6 (25* from 1612 Broadway, Ann Arbor, 
MI 48105): A collection of news clippings, commentary and opinion which 
serves to emphasize what a wacky place the world is. Segregated Iranian ski 
slopes and the Vice President about to blow his own body to kingdom come 
with a flamethrower are among the attractions here. Mike Perrini also 
contributes some observations from an extensive investigation of contemporary 
job applications. (S-16)

C-VILLE REVIEW Vol. 1 #4 ($25/26 issues from PO Box 565, Charlottesville, 
VA 22902): A community paper for the Charlottesville area. They cover the 
local happenings pretty well, with the Virginia Festival of American Film 
being the main attraction in this issue. There's also opinion pieces and clever 
features. Much nicer look than most such papers. (T-24t)

THE CYNICAL BUTZ Dec. 1989 (50*(?) from 519 1/2 Ohio St., Akron, 
OH 44304): A new handwritten zine that, even with post-printing marginal 
additions, is still pretty confusing.

"what", but doesn't quite succeed. (S-4)

based on true experiences, plus an advice column and notes on the attractions 
of Daddies. A pretty impressive premier, and one which apparently fills a 
void on the market.

The lead article, for example, is about A1 Cowpone's 
recently-announced "War on Bugs". In addition to the usual mania, cow 
pinups, and news items, this issue contains a page o the Society for the 
Preservation and Appreciation of Rooftop Creatures.

Their continuing series "Chaos: San Diego" 
attempts to map out some hope for change, while their anti-military message 
comes through loud and clear. #16 compares modem Libertarianism with 
anarchism, to the former's detriment.

This includes unfinished song lyrics, Ace Backwords 
cartoons, poetry, bits of anti-Bush editorial matter, and so on. Nice collaged 
punk layouts.

DANTE'S GAZETTE Vol. 1 #3 (Donation from Calvin Murry #67387, Rt. 

1 Box 330, Tiptonville, TN 38079): A journal published from behind bars by 
a batch of jailhouse lawyers who are trying to spread their knowledge. I 
think that might be a prison address, in fact, 5»~ you should send a few 
stamps rather than money, or even write before Sc.ding anything. They print 
a mix of reprints and original articles, with the main feature in this issue 
being a look at the drug problem. (S-ll)

DARK CHAOS #11 ($2 from Ed Stasny, 9018 Westridge Dr., Omaha, NE 
68124): A mix of comic art, interviews (mostly with artists, including Barry 
Brandon in this issue) and reviews. Those reviewed, musical or zinewise, can 
also get free advertising here. Rather dark and moody around the edges, but 
with a lot of fine work in this issue. (HL-40r)

DARRIS Oct. 1989 ($1.50 from Brenda Richardson, 339 Evelina, New 
Orleans, LA 70114): This is the "sex" issue of this sort of marginal literary 
magazine, and they do stick pretty closely to it. There's a story of animals 
and propositions, and an interview with the Beat Meats, a band as juvenile 
as their name. Also a few graphics and ideas for buttons. (D-20)

DASEIN #1 ($2 (?) from Steve Finn, U. Of Toronto, Philosophy Dept., 
215 Huron St., Torongot, ONT, M5S 1A1, CANADA): A student journal of 
"philosophy and the arts"—broadly speaking, they explore the human 
condition and the world with whatever tools are at hand. These range from 
short stories to comparisons of ancient and modem theories of ontology to 
criteria for knowing a proposition. Much of this is past my formal training, 
but looks interesting. (D-60t)

DA VOID #8-9 (50*(?) from PO Box 348, Hawthorne, NJ 07507): Bizarre 
comic drawings, with a bit of psychotic humor and a certain absence of plot 
or normal artistic conventions. These have the look of subconscious nightmares, 
intensely meaningful to the artist but puzzling to the outsider.

DECALCOMANIA #67-69 ($1.25 from Mark Strickert, 3852 N. Oconto, 
Chicago, IL 60634): For that price you get a special introductory sample of 
this zine, explaining the concept and organization behind it. Basically, 
DECALCOMANIA is for commercial radio collectors, folks who want to 
exchange and appreciate taped segments from various stations as well as the 
assorted ephemera produced by them. (S-16r)

DECAPITATED CATFISH ("Gifts, stamps or embalming fluids" from 
Katrina Kelly, PO Box 557, 18 Taylor Ave., Earlville, NY 13332): Katrina asks 
that you not use the zine name on the envelope; it changes every time 
anyhow.

DE NAR #37-38 (15 fr. from Frank Geeraert, Bunderdreef 2, 1710 Dilbeek, 
BELGIUM): I dunno what the price to the states should be, so this might 
be a good candidate for an IRC inquiry. Provided you can read the language 
you will find all sorts of reviews and contacts in here, with a generally radical 
to liberal stance. Zines, events, music, concerts, you name it, they've got it 
here. Not too bulky but pretty frequent. (A5-32r)

EAR OF CORN #9 ($1 from PO Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224): A small 
music zine that comes out regularly, prints lots of poetry and a few reviews, 
and gets an interview or three into each issue. This time they have Mudhead 
and Icon of Simplicity talking. There's some overall muidwest flavor, but it's 
not exclusive, and a definite concentration on bands that haven't made it big 
yet. (D-20r)

EARTH MOTHER WALKS ($4 from Erik Johnson, 118 Forest St., Madison, 
WI 53705): A beautiful four-color process comic printed by the artist, who 
has a striking style and makes excellent use of the colors.

Most of it is prison news, from notes on new construction to 
programs which offer some hope for the ex-convict. This issue also has a 
special section of winners of their most recent writing contest, which are very 
good.

cranky words about charity. Aboriginal Rights is the big issue in #61, in 
honor of a year of struggle by the Lubicon people. (HL-4t)

ECOSPIRIT Vol. 5 #3 ($1 (?) from Institute for Ecosophical Studies, c/o 
Donald St. John, PhD, Moravian College, Bethlehem, PA 18018): A place for 
religious, spiritual, and ecological thought to cross paths and nurture one 
another. This time almost the entire issue is devoted to Brian Brown's article 
"Buddhism and the Ecological Perspective", seeking to place this (and all 
other) religions in an ecological perspective. (S-10) 


THE EDGE #1 ($$3.50 [check] or $5 [cash] from Graham Evans, 56 Writtle 
Road, Chelmsford, Essex, CM1 3BU, UK): A new magazine of speculative 
and horror fiction and essays. The first issue starts off with a fairly strong 
music-based SF story by Michael Clark, and then moves into some small 
horror bits. The essays are on everyone from James Sheridan Le Fanu (a 
nearly forgotten horror writer) to William Gibson and Whitley Streiber. John 
Light's "The Element Makers" stands out in the fiction section,. Also of note 
are the zine reviews and the "Vignettes" heading for very short stories. 
Production in #1 is marginal, but Graham has big plans for a more attractive 
looking product.

EFFIGY: THE BURNING TIMES #1 (Donation from 1803 Mission St. #172, 
Santa Cruz, CA 95060): A new anti-authoritarian newsletter with ties to 
Ecomedia, the animal rights movement, the Rainbow community, and other 
alternatives. This first issue tells of confronting a couple cases of racism within 
the alternative community, and asks for ^advice on better doing so in the 
future. From someone who sees all liberation struggles as interconnected.

The cover of this consists mostly of an English translation of the "Manifesto 
of Reseau 666", the motives of an international artist's group founded in 
1986 by the editor, and which is "like God's decaying stumps, a rebelious 
and flamboyant mix, a busted up and joyous revolt, morbid and serene." 
In the Francophone pages that follow, the dark and disturbing visuals are 
more important to the feel of this than is the language, but there are some 
interesting mixtures of word and images in some of the xerages. (A4-26t) 


FRENCH PUBLICATIONS 

Geof Huth offered to review a pile of things that I couldn't read without 
time and a dictionary, and I took him up on it. Here, intermixed, are the 
zines and pamphlets he took a look at:

L'ANOMIE 0, MANUEL DE SAVOIR-VIVRE SANS USAGE (From 
Janluk, 3 chemin de moulin, 92230 Issu les moulineaux, FRANCE): An 
enjoyable little praecisio that comes complete with all the trappings of a 
printed booklet—besides the actual text. Title, colophon, table of contents, 
epigraphs and a whole sheet of blurbs, but in the middle is nothing but 
blank -pages that are apparently musings on the subjects "What I know", 
"My Program", "Social and Philosophical Solutions", etc. All in French, but 
enough pages inside for a brief diary of your own—or write the essays 
youself and defeat the meaning of its textlessness. (A5-40t)

EPISODE #2 (Fr.40 from Association d'invidividus, BP 352, 75625 Paris 
13, FRANCE): A practically professional magazine with an abundance of 
modes of political expression: essays, photographs, cartoons, a poem, and 
even a political reglossary of words like "Christian", "indigent", and 
"torture". Even the famous Asterix comic book is reworked as "Osterix" 
after combining three of the stories, cutting out the words, and adding 
new politicized language. EPISODE comes with an entire other magazine 
as a supplement, the French version of THE PUNCHLINE #1: full of 
striking, xeragic, posterized thoughts. Both are vehemently anti-colonialist 
and eco-logical, with only a smattering of English words. (S-l 12t)

LTiTANG MODERNE #89 (From Hilare Modeme, troupe folklorique, 
do Eric Heilmann, 4 rue du 8 mai 45, 02260 La Capelle, FRANCE): A 
collagist layout holds this magazine together: little squares of text tied 
together with glue and with dozens of circles and lines that force connections 
among the boldfaced words of the texts. Most of the squares are reviews

FOCUS ON INFINITY #1 ($2 from PO Box 18698, South Lake Tahoe, 
CA 95706): This is a short newsletter from Abiolysig, a MENSA Special Interest 
Group concerned with life extension and cryonics. This first issue has a handy 
list of organizations in the field, plus some zine reviews and notes on future 
SIG plans. (HL-8)

FOREFRONT #9 ($1.50 from 307 Crestview Rd., Columbus, OH 43202): 
A nice pile of musical reviewing. This issue is dedicated to Hank Williams, 
Jr., since some of the staff ended up at one of his concerts by mistake. 
There's a killer review of that concert, or at least of its crowd, in here. Also 
included are interviews with the Walkabouts, Live Skull, Soundgarden and 
Mr. T Experience, more live 9hows (Laughing Hyenas for one) and a batch 
of chatty record reviews. Seems friendlier than most music critiques. (S-44)

FOSFAX #143-144 ($2 from PO Box 37281, Louisville, KY 40233-7281): A 
SF zine which is largely run as a place for people to exchange their views 
in an open forum of letters. I note a number of FF recipients among those 
writing, along with many well-known fans and even a few pros. They also 
run book reviews, fan ftews, and opinion articles. #144 includes some Worldcon 
reportage and a comparison of L. Ron Hubbard and Lyndon LaRouche. (S-44)

FOUR ALARM CHARM #6-7 ($1 (?) from Ernest Drudge, PO Box 10578, 
Minneapolis, MN 55458): A relatively unpretentious music zine, concentrating 
on reviews of the current underground crop. #6 has Tad and a bunhc of 
Homestead releases. #7 has Panther Bums, Boris Grebenshikov, and The 
Bridge, among others. Ernest also sneaks in a bit of literary criticism. (S-10)

FOUR SIGMA BULLETIN #1-2 ($10/4 issues from Polymath Systems, PO 
Box 795, Berkeley, CA 94701): A journal for members of the Four-Sigma, 
Prometheus, Noetic and Mega Societies—all for folks from the 99.997th 
percentile of intelligence on up. Articles in these two issues discuss topics 
as diverse as programming a "fiction machine" and the appeal of different 
sorts of games. #2 includes a roster of known members of the four societies 
and a few puzzles. (D-32t)

FRACTAL REPORT #3 ($23/6 issues from J. de Rivaz do Reeves 
Telecommunications Laboratories Ltd., West Towan House, Porthtowan, Truro, 
Cornwall, TR4 8AX, UK): This is for folks interested in Mandelbrot sets, Julia 
Sets, and other strange denizens of the complex plane. Various authors discuss 
new fractal and chaotic images and provide computer programs for their 
generation (mostly written for Sinclair and other machines not available here, 
but obvious enough to easily convert). There's also some mathematical theory 
in places, and of course printouts of results. (A4-20)

FREAK CITY BLUES SNOOZERS #9 (10* & a stamp from Wall-ter, PO 
Box 501, Lebanon, KY 40033): A minicomic which seems to wallow in its 
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own confusion. Though the art is primitive, you can read it as a parody of 
superhero comics, with a new hero or villain being introduced in almost every 
panel, and a lot of mindless mayhem. (M-8)

THE FREEDOM WRITER Vol. VI #4 (Contribution from Simon, Porteous 
& Associates, PO Box 589, Great Barrington, MA 01230): This newsletter is 
one of the better sources for information on the religious right's antics. #4 
looks at the growth of the Christian evangelical movement and the cavalier 
attitude of Operation Rescue towards the law. They also have an active letter 
column in which other matters touching on the separation of church and 
state are discussed. (S-4t)

FREE INQUIRY Vol. 9 #4 ($5 from PO Box 5, Buffalo, NY 14215-0005): 
These people are secular humanists and proud of it. Their journal is heavy 
reading, full of highly thoughtful articles examining the humanist view of the 
world and its implications. The major chunk of #4 is filled with a special 
section, "Libertarianism or Socialism: Where Do Secular Humanists Stand?", 
with contributions from Anthony Flew, Tibor Machan, Murray Rothbard, and 
other notables. There are also several pieces on the Rushdie affair and an 
article on cosmology and what it has to say about creation vs. origin, not at 
all the same thing. High quality throughout. (S-68t)

THE FREEMAN Oct.-Nov. 1989 (On Request from Foundation for Economic 
Education, 30 S. Broadway, Irvington-on-Hudson, NY 10533): Essays in the 
defense of the free market form a variety of libertarian thinkers. They show 
over and over again how the state screws things up and the market could 
set it straight given half a chance. A useful source of information if you need 
ammunition for arguing with a statist. (S-32t)

FREE PRESS NETWORK Vol. 8 #4 ($20/yr from FPA, PO Box 15548, 
Columbus, OH 43215): The newsletter of the Free Press Association, a group 
of journalists who hand out the annual Mencken Awards for the best 
freedom-oriented journalism every year. They also find time for a well-attended 
conference and print the news on various attempts to limit free speech. Flag 
burning is still high in their minds this issue, along with the Mencken finalists.

They cover everything from politics to culture, in detail and 
with professional aplomb. #12 is their September book review issue, with a 
selection of lesbian musteries and more. #14 has news of ACT UP 
demonstrations on the West Coast, which don't make the mainstream media 
here. #17 has a few lighter pages with its coverage of gay comic characters, 
including interviews with Matt Groening and Alison Bechdel. One story in 
#18 reports on the victory in the fight to allow same-sex dancing at Disneyland.

the problems small press writers and editors have, plus features on writing 
past and present—from a how-to photojournalism piece to one on Emily 
Dickinson's poetry. Subscribers also get GUIDELINES NEWSLETTER, a more 
frequent update to the magazine. (HL-40t)

38104): A combination movie and music zine. Editor Peter Mantis generally 
sticks to classics in the movies, with a bit on the original Superman flick and 
a review of Kiss Me Deadly in this issue. Musically, it runs from the Byrds 
to the latest release from the Tomboys. (D-28r)

THE LOG CABIN #101-102 ($1 from Jerry Edwards, PO Box 881, Medical 
Lake, WA 99022-0881): A MENSA-based newsletter for folks living in the 
country or anxious to do so, from the "Back to the land" movement. It's a 
chatty place, with folks offering each other advice on gardening and seeds, 
living lightly, real estate prices, and places to look for land. Quite friendly 
and open to non-MENSAns as well.

Bruno reviews a bunch of zines, lists a 
few projects needing submissions, and prints a fair amount of art considering 
the small format. Nice edge piece by Mike Miskowski in this issue. (M-16r)

Dan also prints ads for other zines he likes, lots of artwork, and a short 
bunch of record and tape reviews. Lots of positive energy here, so I'm sure 
it will grow. (D-24r)

organization with a transcript of a talk show where she doesn't sound very 
much in favor of free speech. (M-6)

THE MADISON INSURGENT Vol. 3 #7-9 ($15/yr from PO Box 704, 
Madison, WI 53701): A collectively-published leftist newspaper which is a 
decent source for keeping up with all the varied causes these days. #7 leads 
off with the story of the fight against BGH and the Lesbian/Gay pride march 
in Dubuque, for example. #8 runs down the sordid history of the CIA in 
preparation to protests of recruiting on campus. (T-8t)

A MADMAN'S DREAM Vol. 2 #1 (60* from Aartvark, 6934 Calvin Ave., 
Reseda, CA 91335): This one started as an alternative school paper, and it 
still has some connections that way, but now the editor is trying to turn it 
into a general forum for your opinions. Printing quality is pretty poor, but 
folks here are talking about religion, drugs, the environment and political 
issues.

Two pages of thoughts and ramblings from the mysterious Max(ine). This 
time around it's a sort of mythical story of law and justice, together with a 
few zine reviews.

Much of the writing is rather experimental and some pieces flop, but there's 
enough good stuff here (notably Malcolm Scott's story "America the Beautiful") 
to make it worth a look.

MOLE #1 ($1.50 from PO Box 5490, Winter Park, FL 32793-5490): Music 
coverage—including an interview with Roger Miller that hops from page to 
page—and more. The more includes a page on subliminals (with examples 
drawn from current comic strips), a history of and experiment with the literary 
cut-up technique, and a few pages of notes on modem pranks. Editor J. 
Bagato isn't content to just report on underground culture; instead, he tries 
to encompass it in a broader theoretical framework.

Stories discuss rails to trails conversion, midwifery, and 
garbage dumps. There's also a "Arts & Kulchur" insert section, with short 
stories and poetry. Recycling, resources for the community, and healing are 
also touched on.

The purpose of the magazine is "presenting ideas 
to the thinking public"; in practice, this ranges from considerations of space 
station design to a new form of fairy chess to a new "Natural Psychological 
Language". Aimed at the high end of the IQ scale, but mostly not requiring 
specialized knowledge.

'I.V. Club Adds Hard Liquor*, reads one 
headline, while an ad offers dish soap in 'Assorted flavors*. The decline and 
fall of the major media. (0-1)

3XX, UK): I don't see any mention of an overseas price in this somewhat 
eclectic zine of magic and paganism.

The main thrust of the newsletter is networking, 
with a list of contacts in every issue. #2 is heavy on book and zine reviews 
as well.

Ave., Collingswood, NJ 08108): A journal of opinions and artwork. Von 
comments on the topics of the day, from censorship (Ayatollahs and 
flag-burning both come up in this issue) to drug use. There's also a nice 
selection of collages and mail art submissions here. (S-16)

THE PATRIOT REVIEW Vol. IV #4 ($1.75 from PO Box 905, Sandy, OR 
97055): A hardcore conservative publication mostly dedicated to fighting the 
IRS through any legal means necessary. They say they've even won some 
cases, and will sell you various literature on doing the same. There's also 
articles on other government abuses and the fallacies of evolutionary theory, 
as well as stuff like "Zionism and Nazism: Startling Parallels" which some 
will find offensive.

Well,, these folks are another voice of opposition, but they take a 
different tack: articles on what Yuppies eat, quotes from stupid fascist 
columnists, and pictures with suitably deranged captions abound. Less serious 
but a lot more amusing, and it does an adequate job of making the forces 
of lawnorder look stupid.

advantages it offers, and anxious to welcome new people into it. I must 
admit that what they write is inspiring and refreshing. If you're wondering 
what it's all about, get in touch with them.

PERIPHERAL VISIONS #1 (The Usual from PO Box 15031, Gainesville, 
FL 32604-5031): A first-time ever SF zine from Rob Sommers, part of the 
growing number of fans from Gainesville to be publishing.

Rob also 
looks over some of the summer's big movies and prints a short story from 
Eddie Roberts.

They 
spearheaded the campaign to get Avon to stop animal testing, and are still 
going after the fur industry with every propaganda weapon they have. Plenty 
of action ideas in every issue, as well as reports on victories and defeats.

PFUII #5-6 ($2 for #5 or $1.50 for #6 from Paul Turney, 21 Cotton St., 
Leominster, MA 01453): This one has ties to the science fiction community— 
reportage from the recent Worldcon fills many of the pages of #5—but also 
wider horizons. In its purest form it is a place for personal writing and 
wondering about life by the editor and others. There are also some short 
stories and what I would call a Zen comic strip in #5. #6 ranges from folk 
concerts to worthwhile books.

PROFESSOR GRADY'S AMAZING SIGHTS OF THE EARTH ($2 from 
Monster Truck Cartoons, 374 Pimlico Rd., Greenville, SC 29607): Professor 
Grady shows off, in single panel cartoons, such sights as the Leaning Tower 
of Pizza and the Eiffer Towel. Sort of a Far Side-ish tour of famous sites. 
Comes with a hand-colored cover. (HL-6)

THE PROGRESSIVE PRAGMATIST Vol. IV #3 ($12/8 issues from Nicholas 
J. Nigro, Jr., 3214 Tibbett Ave., Bronx, NY 10463): Political criticism from a 
common sense stance, in the form of short essays. In this issue. President 
Bush's "War" on drugs gets a failing grade, the New York mayoral campaign 
comes in for a few pages, and Teddy Kennedy's latest round of stupidities 
is examined. Little fillers of history and etymology grace the bottom of the 
pages.

They then look 
at media responses to a some vocabulary suggestions they made in a previous 
issue.

This issue reports on their latest campout, featuring a 
homemade blimp big enough to lift people and quantities of explosives. They 
also talk about real research their members are doing, and find tech humor 
to print.

QT'S ENTERTAINER #12 ($5/4 issues from Watson's QT, 670 Providence 
St., Woonsocket, RI 02895): This is a very mainstream sort of zine. The main 
features center around the entertainment world, with this issue featuring 
profiles of the stars of "Golden Girls". There are also listings of various fan 
clubs, recipes, and some Elvis memorabilia. To top it off there's "Ask Anna", 
a household advice column. I suspect a whole separate world of publications 
lurks out there, with this only the tip of the iceberg.

QUARTERNOTES #2-4 ($4 from Pete Wilson, 107 Acklen Park Dr. #303, 
Nashville, TN 37203): That four bucks won't necessarily get you a copy, but 
it will get you on the waiting list to join this apa about music, with its 
25-member limit. Most of the people here are into rock, either mainstream 
or altemative/college, so much of the discussion concerns currently popular 
music. A couple of thrash hardcore fans or jazz aficionados would really help 
liven things up. But within their area of interest, the current members are 
knowledgeable and mostly pretty perceptive. (S-183)

QUEER #5-7 (SASE (?) from C. Nash, PO Box 603, East Lansing, MI

They also 
reprint media coverage from all over and give suggestions on what individual 
witches can do.

A zine of music and the punk scene and comics and whatever else Juliet 
wants to put in.

THE RADICAL CAPITAUST Vol. VI #3-4 ($2 from The Promethean

attacking what they see as others' intellectual mistakes. #3 surveys "The 
Meaning of Glasnost" (and finds it lacking), while the main article in #4 
discusses democracy as a phantasm and something not to be defended.

An excellent collection of new art and stories (John Gardner's "The Drunken 
Woodshop Professor" was great, a junior high fantasy come true).

They take an aggressive attitude towards cops and politicians, 
and have plenty to say about squatting, curfews. Yuppies, and other local 
events. An invaluable source of information that the mainstream media would 
rather ignore.

This includes an 
article on smoking prohibition around the turn of the century, some antique 
book on morning ablutions, the Society for Creative Anachronism, and eating 
foods to smell funny. No common thread is apparent. (D-32r)

SPACE TAB #2 ($2 (?) from Flash Tabloid, PO Box 645, Silver Springs, 
FL 32688): No price on the cover, but they'd probably rather swap for 


interesting info instead. This is a collage of material from the 60s to the 90s, 
mostly pretty radical. Anti-drug war propaganda, conspiracy theory, food 
irradiation, what the government doesn't tell you...these and more are collected 
from a variety of sources, mainstream and underground. A fine spirit buoys 
it up.

Editor Jeanne Hardy 
describes herself as "a 47 year old short, round person with light brown hair 
and an odd sense of humor." Most of this is evident from the newsletter 
(with the photos in black & white, I can't swear to the hair), which touches 
on gardening, inflatable pterodactyls, phone calls at 2 in the morning, and 
of course, spotted chickens. Fun stuff. (S-20)

The 
poems are short, personal accounts and reflections on Alaska ^and 
surrounding northwest territories. Tangible, wet descriptions: "We 
make an oily craft/with rust and creosote drippings...We take all the 
varnish/the salt of the ocean/can lay in our veins./We are the liquor 
of the sea."

Outrospection—this chapbook contains mostly poetic observations 
written in the 1st person. Sometimes funny, frequently engaging, 
these poems suffer only from the minuscule type. No masterpieces, 
but many quick, concrete glances at lives with potato chips, sticky 
buns, lost material objects, and people that matter. (D-44r)(pj)

Larry O. Dean, QWERTYUIOP, ($2 from Zenith Beast Books, 
473-14th St. #A, San Francisco, CA 94103): Larry has an urban voice, 
and his poems are full of people and manmade things rather than 
nature or Deep Concepts. (Which is not to say there's no depth 
here—but it's left for the reader to find, not shouted out). He writes 
of plumber's helpers and jogging with his dog, of old loves and 
new acquaintances. I enjoyed "When the Puppets Broke Their 
Sj™gs ' some might find this allegory of freedom too pat.

DEATH, DESTRUCTION, AND ALL THAT NEAT STUFF #1 
($1 from Josh Carter, PO Box 116805, Carrollton, TX 75011): A small 
booklet of cynical poetry in a nice graphic format. The writer praises 
McDonalds for being a good place to shoot people and suggests 
that the end of the human race will be a good thing, for example. 
(HL-8)(MG)

William Dockery, GREEN RINGLETS (50* from 2108 15th Ave., 
Phenix City, AL 36867): Dockery's poetry is a hard nut to crack. 


but for some reason these poems—nearly a decade old—seem easier 
than most of his stuff. Love and life are the subjects, with people 
trying desperately to connect amidst an atmosphere of futility. Mosaic 
pictures of people trying to retain hope. (M-8r)(MG)

C. Evans, VACANCY ($1 (?) from Lainie, 723 N. Highland Ave, 
Arlington Hts, IL 60004): A short chapbook of poems which are 
predominantly rhymed. It's "love, dove, from above" banality, 
describing the author's struggle with the large and small of existence. 
Despite the generally poor quality, there's this quasi-visual poem, 
"Heart Heart Heart," that was interesting; scribbled in the right 
margin, it plays with "art," "heart," "earth," and "hearth." (D-32)(pj)

Benjamin Green, THE LOST COAST ($3.50 from Great Elm 
Press, RD2 Box 37, Rexville, NY 14877): Gentle contemplative poetry. 
This stuff is heavily oriented towards an appreciation of nature, as 
the poet is wandering about a remote stretch of coastline and just 
thinking about the world. There's a sense of things being worked 
out, of decisions made, and finally nature is left for the human 
world once again. (D-21t)(MG)

THE GREEN GOAT #2 (SASE from 2048 Wayneport Rd, 7B, 
Macedon, NY 14502): A broad sheet of numerous poems generally 
10 lines in length or less. Most are of, or directed toward, people 
with whom the author has some personal relationship. It's the kind 
of selection which you'll probably find mundane for the most part, 
but then you'll find one short piece that you really like. "Grampa" 
was my favorite. (S-4)(pj)

THE GROOVY PIE #13 ($1 from Third Eye Publications, 1703 
Princeton Ave, Lakewood, NJ 08701): Short selection of photo-copied 
poems straight from teenager hell. Simple rhyme and meter is the 
course of the day, replete with crayon drawings and a top 10 list 
(missing the 10th item). The screen of the tube reads "Coming home 
Late at night,/I Switch on my T.V.,/fust Want To Stare My Life 
Away,/In brain-dead Ecstasy..." (HS-4)(pj)

John W. Hart, III, THE CHRISTMAS TREE POEMS ($1 (?) from 
Shelf Life Press, 22704 Ventura Boulevard, #245, Woodland Hills, 
CA 91364): While a high-school student, the author sold Christmas 
trees. This chapbook is a poetic chronicle of Hart's initiation into 
capitalism. The language is clear and to the point; the anecdotes are 
as simple as the memory of a practical joke played one cold night 
when the gang went on a pizza run. (D-21)(pj)

HEARTS & BONES ($1 from Peter Mantix, 123 Stonewall #4, 
Memphis, TN 38104): A special issue of Bonesauce, with poems 
focused on relationships from the perspective of a candid cynic. 
There's a hazy pair of heterosexual characters that play leads, a 
distant male lover plays a supporting role as the "King of Excess." 
Imagine Jack Nicholson cast in a soap opera. (HS-16)(pj)

life passes, a visit to an elderly aunt, as in "Anchoring," can cement 
a person to the "cold earth of Texas."

Inside this little tract (with its blasphemous 
front cover picture of Jesus crucified on a telephone pole) there are 
bits of literature from some far right Christian groups. I presume 
the makers of this pamphlet think they're loony-tunes. They may 
be right.

Peter Cannon, THE SKY GARDEN ($1 from Roger Reus, 941 
Huron Ave., Richmond, VA 23229): Cannon has written a rather 
charming if minor tale in somewhat the same vein as early Lovecraft:

But unfortunately the publisher has ruined the story by setting it in 
a compressed type which is almost impossible to read. Perhaps 
worth puzzling at if you're a fanatic about the genre; otherwise, no.

CRACKER (On Request from 8607 Tuscany #101, Playa Del Rey, 
CA 90293): A small collection of photocopy, found and collage art.

Denise Dee, HIDDEN THINGS ($1 or so from 29a Guy PL, 
San Francisco, CA 94105): Forget all the videotapes and newspaper 
reports; this is the most affecting thing I've seen come out of San 
Francisco since the earthquake. Denise was talking to the project 
director of the AIDS project where she works when the floor started 
rolling and she seems to have had sort of a negative epiphany: "the 
world is shaking for them everyday and we need to stop it" is the 
concluding line here. Stark sharp vignettes and open feelings combine 
to get the gravity of the terror across. (D-12)

Ross Dreyer and Robert Ovetz, STRUGGLE NOT STUDY: AN 
ANLYSIS OF STUDENT STRUGGLES AND THE ONGOING 
"CRISIS OF EDUCATION" (50tf (?) from Department of Sociology, 
Graduate student mailbox. University of Texas, Austin, TX 78712- 
1088): As far as I can tell, this Marxist-flavored pamphlet is a demand 
that society support students (via financial aid) so the students will 
have the money to overthrow society (via a crisis of capitalism tied 
to the crisis of education), it does not make a whole lot of sense 
to me. Given that schools are training grounds for future workers, 
why not just get the heck out of the schools? (D-8t)

Marc Eric Ely-Chaitlin, A CRITIQUE OF THE PHILOSOPHY 
OF ANARCHISM ($1 from Central News Service, PO Box 7075, 
Laguna Niguel, CA 92677): I have read cogent critiques of anarchism 
(Nozick, for example, springs to mind). This isn't one of them. From 
the start (where he confuses anarchism with individualism) to the 
end (where he demonstrates no awareness that "libertarian" was a 
synonym for "anarchist" before it was hijacked by the laissez-faire 
capitalists), Ely-Chaitlin demonstrates no understanding and less 
sympathy for his subject. A hatchet job which, I suspect, was 
provoked by his personal disagreements with a number of anarchist 
writers.

The put-ons are more bizarre than ever, 
the doctrines more twisted, and the illustrations even cheesier. Polkas 
and Billy Carter play key parts in their theories of the universe.

EUPHEMISMS (Norman Shapiro, PO Box 101, Brightwaters, NY 
11718): Actually, that's Norman's imprint rather than a particular 
title; he sent me half a dozen chapbooks of xerographic experimen¬ 
tation and eroticism. But they're all in the same general area and 
you can get a catalog for an SASE, so I'll put them together. The 
bulk of the contents here are drawn, in a very fluid, moving style, 
although some are written as well. Norman explores the bounds of

There seems to be a deliberate purpose to this, 
an effort to find out what art is and how it can be done. His latest

FOCS Sessions I & II ($1 from Lifepact Project, PO Box 18698, 
South Lake Tahoe, CA 95706): FOCS stands for Federation of 
Cryonics Societies, an idea which appears to be coming to fruition. 
This pamphlet records the discussions among various cryonicists 
towards such a goal at a recent conference, and reports on future 
plans. Probably of interest only to those who are thinking of cryonics 
themselves. (HL-12)

GOD AND LINCOLN ON NEGRO-WHITE MARRIAGES ($1/20 
copies from T.K.M., PO Box 158, Lawrenceville, GA 30246): A rant 
against interracial marriage by someone who is quite convinced that 
the "white race" is made up of descendants of the tribes of Israel 
and that God forbid us to marry outside of that race. The anonymous 
author has a much stronger grasp on hate than on anthropology or 
history. (S-2t)

GRATEFUL GRATEFUL ($1 (?) from The Common Sense Store, 
PO Box 443 - Cross St., Island Pond, VT 05846): This appears to 
be a pamphlet from some born-again Deadheads to the rest of the 
touring community. Though his name is only mentioned once, it 
appears to urge them to discover Jesus as the way to true community. 
A handful of contact addresses are at the end; I just list the first, 
since they urge people to call or visit any time. Strange. (S-20t)

Hilary Hayes, THE DAWN OPERATION ($2 surface or $3 
airmail CASH from BCM Omentide, London, WC1N 3XX, UK): A 
curious little booklet which tells a story although it does not take 
any of the usual forms of doing so. Rather, this is a rambling 
narrative of a magickal operation, told by one who was involved 
after the fact. The magickian, known only as Clem, conjures his 
own anima into solid form, and then runs afoul of its independence. 
This is all told in a series of digressions and asides, leaving the 
reader to puzzle out the significance of the facts related. Quite 
enjoyable. (A5-25r)

Sean Wolf Hill, AVALANCHE DIODE ($3 (?) from Sean Wolf 
Hill, 2730 Monroe-Concord Rd., Troy, OH 45373): The cover calls 
this a "novel", but what it really seems to be is a collection of 
scraps and scrawls from Sean's notebooks. Done on a number of 
typewriters and by hand and by collage over a twelve-year period, 
these stories and poems and fragments are pasted up at all angles 
to form sort of a recombinant literary virus that goes from the 
unemployment line to deep space SF. (S-32r)

Lina Hoshino & Nathan Falling Long, THE LEMON TRIP: A 
COLORING BOOK ($2 from Shattered Wig, 523 E. 38th St., 
Baltimore, MD 21218 or trade from 5526 Fair Oaks, Pigsburgh, PA 
15217): The Lemon is a twenty-pound ceramic sculpture, vaguely 
lemon shaped. In this book (which the authors maintain is intended 
as a coloring book for kids), it goes on a trip across the country, 
watching Old Faithful erupt, eating in diners, meditating by the 
lake, and so on. These antics are documented in black and white 
photos with a minimum of text. A change of pace from the usual 
reading matter here, that's for sure. (HL-40)

I, CLAUDIA ($3 from A Distribution, 396 7th St. #2, Jersey 
City, NJ 07302): This is a polemic in the "Emperor has no clothes" 
vein from an independent woman who has found the feminist 
movement (at least in Britain in the late 80's) wanting. The 
anonymous author condemns "political dykes", anti-sexist men who 
are hypocritical violent types in private, the "Solid, respectable 
bourgeois face" of mainstream feminism, and the farce of graduate 
study. Coming from an independent working class point of view, 
her conclusion is that "Feminism, like every political movement, is 
a monumental construction of hypocrisy". There's a lot of interesting 
stuff, and a lot of truth, here—although, as with most polemics, I 
find it paints the picture rather too one-sidedly. (D-32t)

THE I.N.S.E.C.T. CONSTITUTION (45* SASE from Ol' Sam, 36 
Erskine Dr., Morristown, NJ 07960): More formally, the title here is 
"The Official Consitution of The Intentionally Nonsensical Stevens 
Erisian Conspiracy and Temple", a student group at the Stevens 
Institute of Technology. This is basic Discordian silliness in a slightly 
organized fashion, with amusing points amidst the parliamentary 
rules. (S-6t)

Amnon Katz, LIBERTY AND JUSTICE: WHY, HOW, AND 
FOR WHOM ($1 from Inverted-A, 401 Forrest Hill, Grand Prairie, 
TX 75051): In this pamphlet Katz examines the notion of liberty and 
argues that there is a price to be paid—namely, that of "a spacious 
open world". He concludes that utilitarian libertarianism and 
socialism are opposite ends of a spectrum, each suited for particular 
population conditions. I don't agree with everything in here, but it 
is thought-provoking and well-written. (D-16t)

Joseph Kerrick, AROUND AGAIN TO ARMAGEDDON (SASE 
from PO Box 29145, Philadelphia, PA 19127): An essay which takes 
off from an examination of the current end of the millenium 
apocalyptic mindset and ends up in far stranger climes. Along the 
way Kerrick argues for the presence of a network of supergeniuses 
on earth (shades of the Invisible College) and discusses his theory 
that human history is a reenactment of the birth experience. (S-6)

Crad Kilodney, BLOOD-SUCKING MONKEYS FROM NORTH 
TONAWANDA ($4 from PO Box 281, Stn. S, Toronto, ONT, M5M 
4L7, CANADA): Kilodney supports himself by selling his books in 
the street, and this cheerful anthology is evidence that he can do 
it. The title story here is a horror-pastiche, with rude interruptions 
from the author and even bits of hypnosis and someone else's novel 
thrown in. Later on there's "Happy-Go-Lucky Time", a modernized 
biker Bible story. Four stories in all, very flashy stuff, and screamingly 
funny in spots. (D-56)

Ben Klassen, HOW TO OVERCOME THE REAL HATERS (50* 
from Church of the Creator, PO Box 400, Otto, NC 28763): Klassen 
doesn't like Jews. Or Christians. Or "mud races". Or, apparently, 
anyone who believes in a kinder world or disagrees with his program 
to wipe out Jewish power, which apparently controls all of society. 
Hate literature that's proud of hating. The Church of the Creator 
also sent me several other pamphlets targeting the Federal Reserve, 
Christians, and anyone who believes in religion. (D-12t) 

★ ★★★★ 

Kevin Langdon, ANALYTICAL TRACKING, PART ONE ($2 (?) 
from Polymath Systems, PO Box 795, Berkeley, CA 94701): This is 
the first part of Kevin's attempt to explain the system he uses for 
studying the workings of mind. "Analytical tracking is a study of 
the subject matter usually termed phenomenology (i.e., one's own 
psyche, examined from the inside)..." I don't think I can do the 
concepts justice explaining them second hand, but he seems to be 
strongly influenced by machine intelligence studies. This is presented 
as part experimental results, part how-to manual, though the latter 
is left sketchy in order that it may be fine-tuned by the reader. 
(D-30r)

THE LAST OF THE HIPPIES—AN HYSTERICAL ROMANCE 
(£1 (?) from AK Distribution, 3 Balmoral Place, Stirling, FK8 2RD, 
SCOTLAND): A reprint of a booklet from a boxed set of Crass LFs, 
written in 1982. It deals with the life and death of Wally Hope, 
hippie prophet murdered by the state in a mental institution. It's a 
cautionary tale of love and hope amidst the gray men who would 
prefer we all fit into their little boxes. Quite affecting. (A5-24t)

Vince Leo, TIMETABLE PROJECT: FIRST BANKS ($18.50 from 
Visual Arts Division, First Bank System, 120 S. Sixth St., Minneapolis, 
MN 55480, Attn: N. Bvaulick): An impressive looking bit of artistic 
documentation. First Banks had an art show including some Andy 
Warhol prints of Chairman Mao. This spiral-bound book holds copies 
of the angry letters this provoked, plus documentation of the show 
and China itself. Carefully designed graphics present the history of 
China and of Andy Warhol, and are set off by large photos. A 
coffee-table oneshot. (O-40t)

Brian Lovely, ASH BRIDE ($4 from 119-B W. Hubbard Ave., 
Columbus, OH 43215): Brian says he's writing "folktales generated 
by the subconscious". Well, his subconscious appears to be one sick 
puppy. This one combines images of sex and death in a church 
setting, and is sure to upset anyone with religious inclinations, since 
it gets pretty gross about things. Most people have little hypnogogic 
flashes of this sort of thing, but to have a whole booklet full is 
almost a bit much. (HS-16t)

Brian Lovely, ASH KING ($5 from 119-B W. Hubbard Ave., 
Columbus, OH 43215): As with lovely's other booklets, this one is 
illustrated by Exquisite Corpse team-drawings, but it also leads off 
with a color cover photo. Inside, the narrator is the Ash King, death 
and destruction personified—^t least until he's rolling around in the 
gutter, being harassed by talking heads of Jarry and Lovecraft. 
Nightmares with an urban ambience. (D-16t)

Brian Lovely, SOMEWHERE IN THE NIGHT ($4 from 119-B W. 
Hubbard Ave., Columbus, OH 43215): A rather opaque yet 
nightmarish bit of adventure here. Much of it revolves around 
Lovely's search for and then experience with a lovely yet enigmatic 
woman, who ends up going the way of all flesh. Indeed, nothing 
in this story is permanent. Lovely's writing is compelling, although 
I'm not always sure what he's on about. (HS-16t)

David McCord, EXERCISING DEMONS ($2.50 from PO Box 
9439, Berkeley, CA 94709): A collection of 21 short-short stories, or 
as the author calls them, "precocious vignettes". These span a lot 
of genres, from a bit of slice of life during a football riot to strange 
alien invaders and other science fictional situations. I especially liked 
the one about the CIA's plot to induce paranoia by putting a chemical 
on the back of postage stamps. At about two pages each, these are 
quick reads, and while some are open-ended, most make a satisfying 
slice.

David McCord, EXPLETIVE ($1.50 from PO Box 9439, Berkeley, 
CA 94709): I guess this must be conceptual art. Some people say 
pornography is repetitive, but it has nothing on this booklet. A 
one-line expletive is repeated, over and over and over again, with 
computer-like regularity, throughout the book. Why? (D-40)

Henry Miller, AN OPEN LETTER TO STROKER! ($10 from 
Writers Unlimited, RD #2, Box 280, Harveys Lake, PA 18618): This 
one was published in 1978 but I suspect there are still copies available 
since they just sent me one. The open letter is about Tommy 
Trantino, prison author and artist who Miller was quite taken by. 
In addition to Miller's praise, there are some original drawings from 
his pen, plus an excerpt from Trantino's own book. A definite 
collector's item. (D-24t)

Mike Miskowski, APPLIANOIDAL GRPHCUS BIRTHDAY 
ELAPS ($4 from Abscond, 2251 Helton Dr. #N7, Florence, AL 35630): 

A collection of Miskowski's computer graphics work, which has been 
gradually receding from reality as he explores the pixillated vision 
of the world. The "Applianoids" in this chapbook, for example, have 
very little in common with pictures of appliances. The underlying 
fascination with visible technology is still here, but now it's overlaid 
with a heavy dose of invisible technology in the form of electronic 
reshapings. (D-28 & M-8)

Perry Natal & Frank Key, DEREK THE DUST-PARTICLE (£2 
from Indelible Inc., BCM Box 1698, London WC1N 3XX, UK): A 
children's book which Key (the illustrator) says is "suitable for 
children of all ages, from 90 to 91". Despite the colorful cover and 
the alternate pages of story and drawings, I suspect many kids 
would find this too challenging, with its cast of an animated (though 
not very photogenic) dust particle, aliens, and the residents of a 
rooming house somewhere in England. But I certainly enjoyed its 
wacky humor. (M-36t)

NO PAY-TO-PLAY BOOKLET ($1 from Ben is Dead, PO Box 
3166, Hollywood, CA 90028): "Pay-to-Play" is a widespread 


phenomenon in Los Angeles area nightclubs, where bands are paid 
in tickets and have to sell them to have any hope of breaking even 
on gigs; if not, they owe the promoter or club owner a ton of 
money. Needless to say, many struggling music folks are upset with 
this policy, and there has been a good deal of organizing over the 
issue lately. This handy resource lists which clubs and promoters in 
the area are free of the problem, as an aid to anyone who cares 
to boycott P2P shows.

Meanwhile, they offer their own guidelines for 
activities to avoid in the presence of Old Glory, including teenage 
drinking, rock music, and spitting. (M-8)

Julee-Peezlee, HUNTING (75* from PO Box 17863, Denver, CO 
80217): A collage zine devoted to its title subject, from the point of 
view of one who % against the whole activity. The cover leads offf 
with "It's Not About Sport It's About Death", and inside proceeds 
through several of the traditional anti-hunting arguments in a visual 
way, including one page with a color photo. (S-8)

THE PETA GUIDE TO COMPASSIONATE LIVING ($2 (?) from 
PO Box 42516, Washington, DC 20015-0516): This is a basic primer 
on the lives of food animals (plus other issues, like cosmetics testing) 
from People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals, one of the most 
hardcore animal-rights groups. In Words and pictures, they suggest 
that we can avoid mistreating animals, that not eating meat can be 
better for us, and that we have a responsibility to do so. Not too 
graphic, but blunt enough to make the point. (S-32t)

Robin Plan, GOOD-BYE RADIO, HELLO HAPPINESS ($3 from 
2407-K S. Fifth St., Austin, TX 78704): A chronicle of Robin's first 
month in Austin, trying to adjust to a new city and lack of a job.

Alon K. Raab, ASHES TO ASHES, DUST TO DUST: 
DESTRUCTION AND RESISTANCE IN N.W. PORTLAND ($2 (?) 
from Albanian Poodle Press, PO Box 40112, Portland, OR 97240): A 
sort of anarchist pamphlet inspired by the struggle to save some 
old houses which stood in the path of development. Alon relates 
the struggle, the civil disobedience, the lessons in politics. But he 
also talks of the neighborhood, the fauna in the area, and the hope 
for the children. Although the greedheads won this round, the 
pamphlet manages to retain some hope for the future. (D-36)

Paul Rutherford, RAIN (£1 (?) from AK Distribution, 3 Balmoral 
Place, Stirling, FK8 2RD, SCOTLAND): A series of ruminations on 
rain and our interactions with it. The main theme seems to be that 
of being out in the rain and having it drag oneself down; though 
the gentle warm rains rate on mention, nasty large drops, mud and 
slush come in for rather more attention. (A5-12r)

Miriam Sagan, THE PATHS FROM THE NUDIST BEACH ($1.50 
from Samisdat, PO Box 129, Richford, VT 05476): This is the first 
short story I've seen from Miriam and I like it quite as much as 
her poetry. The story of a young woman and her sisters and a 
nude beach and, oh, a lot of things, it doesn't have a point so 
much as a feel to it. Life is strange, it seems to say, but that's OK, 
because a lot of it works out in the end. Sagan has a fine eye for 
the unreality of everyday life, and her characters stand out sharply 
in memory. (D-28t)

Miriam Sagan, QUICKIES ($1 from 626 Kathryn Ave., Santa Fe, 
NM 87501): Half a dozen character-centered vignettes, from a reading 
Miriam did, the longest barely on to its fourth page. I really enjoyed 
the pair of pieces about being pregnant and slightly crazy. Intriguing 
style and a set of original people make this a light bit of fun. (S-llt)

SCHIZOGRAPHIC BECUMMINGS ($1 from PO Box 3502, 
Madison, WI 53704): Subtitled "A verbal/visual encounter with Karen 
Eliot", this one is sort of a tract for basic Neoist principles (or those 
of some outgrowth of Neoism, anyhow). In pictures which rapidly 
become pornographic, it argues for the realization of pleasure as a 
means to smash both the intellect and the state. (M-12)

SEVERAL EASY MOVEMENTS FOR AN EARLY LIFE ($2 from 
Maga, PO Box 6704, Stn. A, Toronto, ONT M5W 1X5, CANADA): 



This is a marvel of packaging, loose digest-sized sheets inside a 
sewn bag of heavy fabric. The sheets alternate between enigmatic, 
commanding words written on music paper and drawings of 
somewhat blobby creatures, twisted about and looking for a release 
from the cares of life. "By rights, the discovery of selfishness leads 
to hope", proclaims one page. (D-40)

Ellis Sharp, GIACINTA'S CLAMS (£2.50 from Malice 
Aforethought Press, 328 Brettenham Road, London E17 5AU, UK): 
Sharp is a maddening writer. His words are well-chosen, his 
sentences make perfect sense, his paragraphs get woozy with 
digressions and non sequitirs, and his chapters abandon all sense 
entirely. The thread of the story, such as I can make it out, is about 
the search for a character from Jane Eyre, conducted by an unlikely 
band of bilingual detectives and ranging across Europe both in 
history and geography. Seductively interesting prose that leaves a 
thicket of confusion in its wake. (D-30t)

SILENT REVOLT! ($1 from PO Box 1445, Hillsboro, OR 97123): 
A bit of political propaganda subtitled "Re-Elect Nobody! A 
Prospectus For Retaking Control Of Our Government". Their basic 
premise is simple: that the Congress is a bunch of arrogant fools, 
and the simplest way to remedy this is to never, ever vote for an 
incumbent. They offer bumperstickers and other aids to spreading 
the message. (D-12t)

7792, Rego park, NY 11374): A collection of clippings, collages and 
cartoons circulating around the situation of the mentally ill in today's 
society. There seems to be an attempt to capture the fear and 
confusion here, as well as a sort of funhouse-mirror view of the 
world from the inside of a "home" out. (D-24t)

Gerald L. Sprouse, SILENT REVOLT, DEADLY REVOLT (THE 
SOLUTION WHOSE TIME HAS COME) (50c & SASE from PO Box 
830, Ooltewah, TN 37363): Another introduction to the Silent Revolt 
idea, cast in the form of an article for newsletters (Publishers can 
get it, and reprint rights, for free). Sprouse argues that this is an 
idea whose time has come, and suggests that we all get moving 
on it. (S-3)

THE TABLOID POSTER BOOK and CULT EXPLOITATION 
MOVIE POSTERS ($6 each from Shake Books, 449 12th St. #2-R, 
Brooklyn, NY 11215): Two new tabloids of classic reproductions. 
THE TABLOID POSTER BOOK features classic covers from the 
1960s of publications like THE KEYHOLE and NATIONAL EN¬ 
QUIRER: "Nursing School Made Me a Lesbian...And I'm Glad it 
Did!" "Women Were Made for Sex, says Sophia Loren". The other 
collection features PR for some of the silliest movies ever made. My 
favorite: "Surfside Sex...Their LSD Parties Always Led to High-Flying 
KICKS!!" Some of the posters here sufffer from moire patterns caused 
by re-screening, but generally the quality is quite high.

He argues that there is more to life than just atoms, that 
their pattern is equally important but somehow not part of the 
materialist conception. He admits that he doesn't disprove 
materialism, and I rather suspect he argues against a straw man, 
but it's fun reading anyhow.

($3.50 CASH from Kevin Varner, RR 2, Ogilvie, MN 56358): Varner 
argues that there's no reason for solar energy to be decentralized 
and one good reason—variable numbers of clear days—for it to be 
centralized. He proposes covering 50,000 or so square miles of desert 
with collectors mounted on his own lightweight heliostat system. 
There's some good ideas here, and some that alternative energy 
folks will find merely outrageous. But it does represent an attempt 
to think afresh about problems of energy supply. (S-12)

finals, and so on—quite funny if you've been through it all recently. 
And I did enjoy the one about anarchists. Carolyn's columns are 
also in the vein of humor, though sometimes they get more 
contemplative, as with the listing of "Dogs I Have Killed".

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CURMUDGEON 

CORNER

"If there is any principle of the Constitution that more imperatively 
calls for attachment than any other, it is the principle of free 
thought—not free only for those who agree with us, but freedom 
for the thought we hate."—Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

"Although I may disagree with what you say, I will fight to the 
death, for your right to say it."—Voltaire. 

George Orwell, in his book 1984 called attention to the use of 
words in propaganda and how their meanings have changed. By 
clever manipulation of words we have done the same thing—the 
War Department is now the Defense Department and will undoub¬ 
tedly soon be called the Peace Department as war becomes peace. 

So it has become with our Constitutional guarantee of freedom 
of speech having been turned around so that denial of freedom of 
speech is called freedom of speech. The same principle has been 
applied to the press. 

Almost all of the lawsuits I have brought since the 1984 elections 
have dealt with obstructions to my right of free speech, with my 
right to access to the public as a political candidate. 

One of these cases is now in the 8th Circuit Court of Appeals 
and concerns the refusal of Iowa Public Broadcasting to permit me 
to participate in the political debates with two other senatorial 
candidates, Roger Jepsen and Tom Harkin. 

Although Iowa Public Broadcasting is supported in part by public 
funding and is represented in court by the Iowa Attorney General, 
the federal district court has ruled that it is the right of Iowa Public 
Broadcasting to deny access to the public, that this constitutes the 
First Amendment guarantee. Surely, this is nonsense. 

Back in 1984 it was also the Iowa Civil Liberties Union which 
refused to provide me space in its newspaper so I could present 
my views to its readership. So much for the Iowa Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Here in Iowa we have a left wing newspaper called the U.S. 
FARM NEWS which is published by the U.S. Farmers Association. 
In 1984 I asked permission to speak before that organization at its 
annual meeting. I was denied that opportunity. 

In both 1984 and 1988 when I ran for Congress I asked for 
support from the Iowa "liberals" and this was denied, including 
support from the Iowa Atheist organization which refused to even 
announce my candidacy. That candidacy was also kept from the 
national "Humanists" and Atheists and their strong support went 
to Roman Catholic activist Tom Harkin, the man who received 
$10,000 from LIFE magazine for submitting to them a photograph 
of the "tiger cages" in which Vietnamese kept their prisoners. 

Presently I have a jury trial coming up early next year against 
the Director of the Spencer Senior Citizen Center for pulling the 
microphone plug when I was speaking to the Center, disrupting my 
talk and inflaming the audience against me. This incitement 
constitutes use of the power of the state to intrude into and interfere 
with the political process, the most serious and heinous offense of 
which a public servant is capable. 

I had won this lawsuit by the default of the Defendant who 
failed to respond to the demands of the Court in timely fashion 
and yet the Court permitted the attorney for the Defense to make 
demands upon me in the form of interrogatories and a deposition, 
and complied with his demand for jury trial. In Iowa it is virtually 
impossible to obtain a jury without bias against Atheists. 

Throughout all of these cases I have demanded legal repre¬ 
sentation on the basis of the equal protection clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the United States Constitution and this has been 
consistently denied until earlier this year when I was assigned a 
prestigious law firm in Sioux City to represent me. I think this 
establishes a new precedent. At least, to my knowledge, it is not 
a common practice although it should be, and here is why: 

The United States Constitution provides that a Defendant in a 
criminal case must be provided with legal representation. Now this 
sounds fair and seldom will anyone challenge this concept. However, 
I have challenged it and I do so today. Think about it for a moment. 
If you are walking down the street and someone hits you with a 


baseball bat and breaks your back you are the victim and the person 
who hit you with the ball bat is the assailant. 

If you have a lot of money you can hire a good lawyer. The 
more money you have, the better the lawyer, the bigger the law 
firm to fight on your behalf. If you have no money you can't even 
pay the filing fee and cannot gain access to the courts, to justice. 

The person who hit you with the ball bat is the Defendant and 
no matter how wealthy he may be, the Court will provide him with 
a lawyer and full legal representation. This means that the Courts 
are on the side of the villain, the defendant. If you are a low income 
person you are at a decided disadvantage in this legal situation and 
your right to equal protection under the Fourteenth Amendment has 
been violated. That is my argument in demanding legal representation 
as the Plaintiff, as the victiml 

This battle coming up in federal court in Sioux City is a landmark 
battle and I finally have a good lawyer with the resources to wage 
the battle, the outcome of which will affect every person under the 
jurisdiction of the United States of America. 

I ask for as many supporters as possible to take the time to 
attend this hearing. The Iowa media, especially the Des Moines 
Register and the Sioux City Journal will do their best to suppress 
the news of this event and the broadcast media will also pretend 
it does not exist. This is why you have not heard anything about 
all of my other cases in the national media. 

I am asking every publisher receiving this issue of FACTSHEET 
FIVE to reprint this explanatory appeal and to use all the networking 
resources you have available to insure a strong turnout at this trial. 

I am especially asking for support from those who were activists 
in the Free Speech movement of the sixties because it is you who 
understand the magnitude of those -forces of apathy and repression 
against whom this battle is being waged. 

George Orwell was correct when he wrote his novel 1984. Now 
is the time to write another novel, the novel of 1990, when the true 
American Publishers and Editors, the real Americans will have taken 
the helm of this ship of state and call to the attention of the world 
which is watching us so closely that this nation of Thomas Paine, 
of Abraham Lincoln, of Thomas Jefferson, of all those stalwart 
pioneers who sacrificed their lives, their fortunes and their sacred 
honor, have not died in vain. 

Let us show the world that the puppets of the corporate state 
may have won the PAC support to put them into Congress, but 
that it is We, The People, who through our demonstrations still 
reign supreme. 

Thomas Paine wrote of the times that try men's souls, of the 
summer soldier and the dastardliness of the traitorous Tories which 
must be thrown out. That fight continues to this day and it is the 
Tory mentality and the Tory influence which we are confronting. 

"Is Life So Sweet"—Patrick Henry! Remember? 

If I, having had six bypasses, and at the age of sixty-six can 
take the brunt of this battle, surely those of you who are younger, 
much younger by far, can at least provide me with that moral 
support I so much need in federal court. Write me for details in 
case there are changes at the last minute in the court schedule. 

Here in Sioux City we have thrown down the gauntlet and it is 
here that We, the True Americans, will recapture the flag which 
rightly belongs to us! 

That flag was won for us by my wife's great, great, great 
grandfather who fought in the Revolution against the Tories. It was 
won by her great grandfather at Gettysburg as part of the Cherry 
Valley, New York battalion under General Abner Doubleday and 
that flag was won for us by her father who fought in World War 
I, and that flag was won by me when I earned my sue battle stars 
during World War II. 

I know our American heritage and I am proud of that heritage. 
It is decidedly not the heritage of the Tammany Hall crowd, of the 
cruel Spaniards of Prescott's account of the conquests of Mexico and 
Peru. It is not the heritage of the Teapot Dome scandal, the 
murdering of Joe Hill and Sacco and Vanzetti in Utah and Colorado. 
It is not the heritage of the whipping post in Delaware and the 
Dutch slave tTade. 

Our heritage is the heritage of the people struggling to be heard, 
to have control over their own destiny, to be free from the tyranny 
of church and state, to be able to be free men and free women. 

This is what this trial is all about!

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Confession, I have heard it said—generally by the sort of people 
whose idea of a deep, dark secret has something to do with eating 
peanut butter with their fingers when no one is looking—is good 
for the soul. Sharing one's faults, errors and foibles with another 
human being can serve to lessen the burden on one's conscience, 
I am told, free one's mind from the debilitating cycle of 
self-recrimination and guilt to which we are all sometimes subject, 
and offer one renewed hope of forgiveness and the courage to strive 
for self-improvement. (That it also has a tendency to leave one open 
to a good sock on the jaw is another subject entirely, one which I 
fortunately feel absolutely no compulsion to discuss here). Confes¬ 
sion, to hear these people tell it, is the neatest thing to happen to 
the human condition since the invention of bathrooms with doors 
that locked, and ought to be indulged in at every possible 
opportunity. 

While I, myself, would hardly go as far as all that (there are at 
least seven different possible opportunities of which I can think 
without even breaking a sweat in which confession ought not to be 
indulged, most of them concerning that lovely new fellow with the 
doctorate and the classic Prosche 911T and one's bygone entertaining 
evenings with various sports teams), there are, nevertheless, 
moments when even I can see the usefulness and efficacy of 
confession, and times when even I feel the need to unburden myself. 
The plain, unvarnished truth of the matter is that, even as we speak, 
there is a dank, festering secret pressing upon my soul, a weight 
so oppressive that, for my own sanity, I am now compelled to share 
it with you, my nearest and dearest friends, secure in the knowledge 
that it will, of course, remain Just Between Us, and you will never 
betray me to an uncaring, unforgiving world. The truth is painful 
and dire, but it must be told. 

I have not seen Batman. 

Oh, I know. I know. I can scarcely credit that such a thing could 
be, myself, and yet, I cannot go on living this vicious lie. I am, 
possibly, the last remaining sentient human being in the United 
States^-and certainly the only Visual Arts Critic, which admittedly 
is an entirely different thing—who has not seen Batman. It's 
shameful, it's humiliating, it's painful, but it's true nevertheless; I 
can't deny it. 

And, you know, it all started out so innocently, too. I'd meant 
to see Batman right from the start, from the moment, in fact, back 
in—strange to think of it now—April, when I was treated to my 
first sight of what was possibly the first Batman trailer—in a long 
and honourable line of Batman trailers—released, amd marveled at 
what I considered to be an inspired bit of casting—Jack Nicholson 
as the Joker—and pondered what I considered to be an intriguing 
bit of casting—Michel Keaton as Batman. I made up my mind then 
and there to see the film.. 

Well, I'm certain you've heard what is rumoured about that road 
to hell. When I made my original vow—and this is scarcely an 
excuse, but only an attempt at explanation—I had no way of knowing 
what Batman was to become. Confronted, as I was, with a four 
hour wait at each of the three local theatres showing the film, I 
simply thought, at first, "Well, okay. I don't have to see it 
immediately. It will be around for a while. I'll catch it in a month 
or two, when the furor dies down." (All right, all right. That wasn't 
exactly my first thought. My first thought ran something along the 
lines of "I wouldn't stand on line for four hours to see George Bush 
being pelted with shoo-fly pies by Molly Yard", but it was my second 
thought. I promise.) And I really and truly meant it, too. But then, 
oh, I don't have to tell you how it goes. Little kids in those tee-shirts 


with that logo that I still maintain resembles what's left of my mouth 
after my dentist has his annual carnival in it. Large functional 
illiterates with that logo carved into the back of their heads. Two 
hundred and fifty thousand otherwise normal friends and relations 
ringing up to casually mention that the Joker dies. (Oh, dear Lord. 
You didn't know? Oh, I am sorry.) Magazine covers. Thought-provok¬ 
ing essays by Grown-Up Critics. Behind the scene with Batman. At 
home with Batman. Win a dream date with Batman. Frankly—and 
I wouldn't confess this to anybody but you—by the time Batman 
had worked its way down to the second-run theatres (where it was 
frequently shown in these parts, for inexplicable reasons, on a 
double-bill with a revival of The Computer Wore Tennis Shoes), I 
was beginning to harbour just the teensiest wish that the producers 
of The Film of the Decade had joined together with the producers 
of Who Framed Roger Rabbit, the producers of E.T., and the fella 
who thought it would be just a dandy idea if Roger Daltry attempted 
to sing "Tommy" in public one more time, and opened a bait and 
tackle shop somewhere. The middle of the Kalahari, maybe. 

So you see how it goes. And it's not like I'm not paying for it 
now, as well I should. It hasn't exactly been a picnic, you understand, 
skulking down side streets with the collar of my trenchcoat pulled 
high about my neck, ostracized from polite company, living in fear 
that, some moment, when I have let down my guard, when I have 
somehow forgotten my shame for one instant, some child will point 
a finger at me and announce, in its piping little voice "Look, Mommy. 
There goes the girl who hasn't seen Batman!" No, it hasn't been a 
picnic at all. 

And, oh. I've tried to atone for it. I haven't exactly been sitting 
around, frivoling away my time in useless pursuits like reading or 
paying the gas bill while all this was going on—not at all. On the 
contrary, I have done my best to fill all those hours I've spent not 
seeing Batman with the sort of activities most prudent for a Visual 
Arts Critic: healthy, creative pastimes like thinking up new ways to 
make fun of Deborah Norville, and wondering how to get them to 
refill that valium prescription for one more month. Why, I've even 
done so far as to actually sit down and watch a little Visual Arts, 
which, when you consider what that sort of thing often entails, 
really ought to let me off the hook for anything short of assault 
and battery. Just consider, for instance, that while I haven't been 
seeing Batman, I have been seeing: 

Honey, I Shrunk The Kids: The fact that I saw this affords 
positive proof, just in case anybody was still in doubt, that virtue 
is its own punishment. I had, you see, promised the neighbour kid 
that I would take him to see Batman (there it is again) for his 
birthday, but reneged when I saw the line that awaited us. In order 
to make up for this breach of politeness, I told him that we could 
see any other movie he chose, and this is the one he picked. We 
both might have been better off if I'd challenged him to a rousing 
game of touch football out in the middle of route 422. The type of 
movies that makes some people cringe when they say "Disney", 
this is jam-packed with zany sight gags, dumb adults, clever children, 
an adorable baby ant (don't even ask), a few second-rate spatial 
effects, a nauseatingly sweet ending, and the entirely wasted talents 
of Rick Moranis and Matt Frewer, both of whom spent most of the 
film looking as though they're dying for (a) a drink; (b) a couple 
of Extra-Strength Excedrin; and (c) new agents. Sometime after the 
baby ant joined the Joker in the Great Beyond (Nuts. Gave it away 
again), I joined Morpheus in Slumberland, and the kid wandered 
out into the lobby to play video games. As the kid is 9 and I was, 
at the time, 35, I can't, despite what the blurb says, recommend 
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this movie for anyone anywhere near either of those ages. And, 
while we're on the subject, we also saw 

Tummy Trouble: The aptly-named first "real" cartoon (as opposed 
to feature-length film) starring Roger Rabbit, which was shown in 
conjunction with Shrunk The Kids at most theatres. Of course, we 
know that I can't tolerate Roger Rabbit in the first place, and I'm 
not overjoyed by most cartoons in the second place (I understand 
that this is sacrilege for most Baby-Boomers, but Bugs Bunny and 
that crowd made me nervous when I was five, and I don't find 
they've much improved with age, mine or theirs), so, to be fair, I 
didn't go into this thing expecting to enjoy it, but what struck me 
was the utter cynicism of the whole Roger Rabbit business. Whatever 
else you can say about the old Warner Brothers and Looney Tunes 
cartoons, they were, at least, original. Beyond that, it was obvious 
that a certain amount of thought went into them, and it seems clear, 
even to me, that the people involved enjoyed making them, and 
were out to provide some entertainment, as well as make a buck. 
With Roger Rabbit, however, it is so clearly apparent that the 
prevailing thought was "We have a bunch of nostalgic 30-40 year 
olds on our hands. Let's give 'em something that looks like a Looney 
Tune, and they'll not only eat it up, they'll take their kids" that I'm 
surprised people don't boycott the thing in protest (unless, of course, 
The Best Minds of My Generation really are that easily manipulated, 
in which case I can only surmise that taking all that acid wasn't 
such a hot idea after all). To this end. Tummy Trouble is noisy, 
fast-paced, frenetic and violent, but not very much else. The plot 
is a rip-off of four or five other cartoons that I, who am not a fan, 
can think of off the top of my head, and Roger himself is merely 
a collection of moving frames, unlike his nearest relatives Bugs 
Bunny and Daffy Duck who, as annoying as I find them, were 
invested with some kind of thought and emotional processes, and 
rudimentary senses of humour. I would say that the people involved 
with this venture ought to be ashamed of themselves, but I suppose 
that's hard to do when you're relaxing in your hot tub, counting 
your money. 
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Turner and Hooch: This really was the summer for kids' movies 
jazzed up to look like adult films, wasn't it? Actually, this one didn't 
start out too badly—Tom Hanks as an obsessively neat detective 
gets saddled with a huge sloppy dog after its owner is murdered, 
a sort of cross-species Odd Couple set-up—and, really, if they'd left 
it at that, I might have got through it all right (I like movies about 
doggies, and I like Tom Hanks, even if I didn't think Big was as 
adorable as did everyone else), but no. In an attempt—I guess—to 
insure that the Grown-Ups in the audience didn't end up 
concentrating on picking popcorn kernels out of their teeth rather 
than watching the movie, they dragged in the Mafia—I think—a 
completely superfluous love interest, a couple of chase scenes, some 
shooting and, oh yeah, the doggie buys the farm, just like Old 
Yeller. The body count this summer was simply staggering. By the 
end of this film, I was part of it. 

Steel Magnolias: I saw this one as a preview, and I;m taking 
the trouble to warn you about it before it gets to your neighbourhood 
theatre, so I hope you're all properly grateful. Receiving exactly the 
same publicity as did Terms of Endearment, Steel Magnolias virtually 
is Terms all over again right down to the fiery mother-daughter 
relationship so beloved in films and that just about never occurs in 
real life, the death (will somebody please, please, please make a 
movie in which nothing passes away Pretty please? Pretty please in 
a velvet lined casket?), infidelity, heartwarming stabs at humour, 
everything. The only difference is that this one spreads the doom 
out over six or seven women (ifs hard to tell—they move around 
a lot) and also tosses in every cliche you've ever heard about the 
South, women, and women in the South. As if that wasn't 
enough—and apparently it weren't—the film also spends much of 
its time groveling before the Cult of Motherhood At All Costs, and 
do I have to tell you a man wrote this? Do I have to tell you a 
man wrote this in honour of his dear, departed sister who died just 
precisely like the girl in the movie dies? And do I have to tell you 
that everyone with whom I saw it walked out in tears, and thought 
I was a hard-hearted, grumpy old witch because I wasn't Utterly 
Moved? I don't know, maybe it is just me. Maybe nobody else 
cares that, in an age when we're on the verge of losing our right 
to safe abortions if we need them, the film that's destined to be 
the Hit of the Season depicts the glories of having an ill-advised 
baby at the risk of one's life. Maybe no one else gets nervous 
around the fact that it's obviously a rule in Hollywood that, is you 
make a movie that has more than two women, one of them has 
to die. Maybe no one else wonders why men get to make movies 
about women all the time, and say whatever they like, and hardly 
any women get the funding to do the same thing. Maybe I should 
spend the rest of my life holed up in my room, watching reruns 
of Cagney and Lacey and Roseanne. But, on the other hand, maybe 
not. 

Does that make up for it? Haven't I suffered enough for my 
transgressions? Having now confessed, I can do naught more than 
beg your forgiveness and swear that sometime, someday, in some 
way, I will eventually see Batman. It might be in some dark little 
theatre, may years in the future, when the mania is but a dim 
memory and the film itself is being shown as a curiosity of a bygone 
era. It might be on a VCR or pay-cable channel, or even on a 
broadcast network, slashed to ribbons and spliced with commercials, 
but someday, I will see Batman. And then I'll tell you all about it. 

Won't that be something to look forward to?

Art Strike 

(excerpt from a day of discussion & participation in the 
international Art Strike) 

M. And: The Art Strike is a kind of energy & inertia that you 
have to create within yourself in order to have that response, it's 
a double-negative or an absurdity or a contradiction. The very act 
of creating an Art Strike is a creative act. 

Yb: It has an element of destruction in it. Of annihilation. If you 
have an Art Strike in your mind you can scrutinize every creative 
activity. 

M. And: What is your response to the Art Strike? 

Yb: I've seen it & I can't forget it. What about you? 

M. And: I guess because I'm so involved with the network of 
people who are participating in the Art Strike & the Festival of 
Non-Participation, I felt like I had to have a formal response; which 
is where the ART SCABS FOR THE ART GLUT comes from. The 
phrase "Art Strike" is valuable for the effect it would have on 
mainstream or commercial media because it's an idea which the 
media isn't familiar with. In terms of my own life I need some sort 
of hyper-activity, & along with hyper-activity you have to have the 
affirmative strategies that go along with it. I like the notion of an 
Art Strike because it's a sensation. It creates an immediate response 
from anyone & it might go no further than that. But then again, if 
someone who is an artist replaces painting with cooking food, I 
don't really think that the actual impulses which make both those 
things happen is any different. The Art Strike seems to be a denial 
of the avant-garde... There is such an enigma attached to the people 
behind the strike. Stewart Home, by creating an Art Strike is making 
himself an object of art & that's another one of those contradictions. 

Yb: Within cognizant populations on a world scale or any scale 
there's different wavelengths of testing & change & a v public statement 
is an infrequent longwave event vs. people sitting around a table 
jabbering back & forth which is a shortwave event. Art Strike is 
concurrent with the times. It's another resonator. 

M. And: There are 2 qualities about the Art Strike. The first, 
which interests me very little, is the quality of denial which is 
something we all did when we were very young. It was the only 
kind of reaction we could have, very primitive kind of response, ie 
"I don't wanna do it" . The other quality, which I am intrigued by, 
which is what I will try to study about the Art Strike is the quality 
of invisibility, how you take something & make it disappear. It may 
have the same effects & energies but it doesn't have to exist. You're 
making the impulse of creativity disappear. If I could be in an 
existence that doesn't have a constant influx of media, I would be 
very interested in a kind of invisible culture. I think the Art Strike 
has to admit that there is a basic human response which is creativity 
& nothing short of lobotomy can get rid of that. The Art Strike 
teaches how to have some sort of cognition of what is going on 
without having to channel it thru making paintings all of your life. 

Malok: I don't see the point of it. The Art Strike is the cessation 
of activity but then I'd have to kill myself, what else can I do. You 
know what I mean. 

Experimental Music Stage at Willy St Fair 

Tho this actually takes place after the Festival of the Swamps, 
we have always considered it to be part & parcel of the Festival. 
In fact after the suffocation of the Destroy All Music day 3 weeks 
earlier, it completed what was left unfinished. 

Willy St Fair is a yearly demonstration of the magic eclecticism 
of the neighborhood Miekal & Liz live in. Bikers, kids, street people, 
students, professors, dykes, yuppies, new agers, hippies, you name 
it, the Willy St neighborhood's got it, & all its colors intermingle at 
the fair. In past years out stage was located in a dusty industrial 
parking lot a block off the fair. Because we were next to dumpsters 
full of metal & bangables, it made for some good end of the day 
jams but it also isolated us from the main flow of people. So this 


year we located right in the middle of the streetfair between the 
punk stage, the rock stage, & vendors selling crystals & barbecued 
chicken. Basically, everyone had to walk past out stage at one point 
during the day. 

This year it featured the yearly Children's Jam in which for an 
hour & a half we let kids (under teen) go wild on drums, electric 
guitar & keyboards, etc., w/only enough supervision to ensure their 
own & the instruments' safety. Then cello improvisations with a 
tape by Madison occultists Russell Thorne; spontaneous composition 
on Chapman Stick & a short performance piece called "Blinded By 
Pork" , by nomad Drake Scott; 4 men & a tape deck known as the 
Tape-Beatles, from Iowa City; Miekal & Liz as Floating Concrete 
Octopus dueling noisy computer & twisted drums; Chicago's Illusion 
of Safety with ambient industrial electronics; & other-world patchcord 
electronics from the Milwaukee Electronic Music Ensemble. [Was

Mail Art Show 

Held again at the Folkways Natural Foods Restaurant three doors 
down from the Avant-Garde Museum of Temporary Art (aka Swamp 
Hindquarters), the Second Annual F.S. Mail Art Show was (& still 
is, thru mid-October) a wondrous colorful diverse collection of 
Recycled Cultural Relics. We received over 150 pieces from 75 
different artists from 8 different countries, 22 different states. The 
special treat of sponsoring a mail art show is when pieces come 
from people you've never heard of. The submission that most stands 
out in our heads is one of the first we received: a mailing tube of 

7 large hand-colored original drawings by a Kevin Varner of Ogilvie, 
Minnesota. These drawings are masterful, surreal landscape- 
schematics of everyday objects interacting in imaginary ways. 
Another work that stands out is the set of 3 "swampScript" scrolls 
(which were too long to fit on the restaurant walls) sent with other 
things by Minoy from Torrance, CA. These he prescribed as scores 
for improvised noise performance during the Festival. >Ve got an 
actual dead fish from NY which I promptly rewrapped in plastic to 
save Ben his restaurant business, a painted ceramic madonna stuffed 
with xeroxes from Abby & Dan in Bloomington, IL, a heavy series 
of over 30 collages from his book about the Global Swamp by Jim 
Koehnline of Skokie, IL, 18 postcards mailed separately by Trudy 
Mercer of Seattle...I could go on & on but I won't. Write us instead 
for the documentation. [E. Was] 

SwampRadio Cobweb 

The SwampRadio Cobweb ran from Sunday, August 20 to Sunday, 
August 27. It was conceived as a method of invoking responses 
from artists forced into experimental isolation. Open Airtime for 
audio art, collage, noise, spoken word, commentary & stream-of- 
consciousness. The contributions were to refer to the idea of 
"recycling cultural relics" & be as swampy as possible. The stations 
involved were WORT (Madison), WCSB (Cleveland), WBAI (NYC), 
KKUP (San Jose, CA), WZBC (Boston), KRUI (Iowa City), CKUT 
(Montreal), CKLN (Toronto), WRPI (Troy, NY), WCUW (Worcester, 
MA), WTUL (New Orleans). From Swamp Central we were able to 
send transmissions to all but WTUL (because we were exhausted & 
asleep). Simply by putting the phone receiver up to live sound, tape 
sound, & or voice, one was instantly broadcasting to some location 
on the continent. Because we have 2 studios & a phone extension 
near each we were able to have "stereo [phone" transmissions with 
up to 15 people going at it at once. & several stations had multiple 
phone lines so conceivably different callers could "jam" together 
to form a noise satellite. All the djs seems especially enthusiastic 
about the idea, which suggests to me that call-in radio art is much 
needed in the international front. Each dj also recorded their show 
& excerpts from most shows will appear on the 89 Festival of the 
Swamps audio compilation edited by Luigi Bob Drake, a swamp 
veteran from Cleveland. 

In the Future Swamps 

1. Take the Swamps on the road to other Midwestern cities such 
as Milwaukee, Chicago, Iowa City, Minneapolis/St. Paul. 

2. After being subjected to the arbitrary tastes & complaints of 
locals, I wish for an environment where we can be in control of 
our destiny. There is talk of finding a piece of land to do future 
swampfests on, maybe even a real swamp. 

3. The parade itself was one of the most exhilarating experiences 
I have encountered. But the mile & a half parade route was over 
much too soon. What about a parade thru town that would be a 
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trek of hours, a moving & self-contained performance that would 
eventually lead back to the beginning. 

4. Both the radio cobweb & the mail art show epitomize the 
direction a localized festival can take in order to broaden its base 
of participants. The freedom of broadcasting audio & visual 
information for all to hear & see is a powerful & decentralized 
action. Anyone Anywhere can. [M. And] 

Swamp Video 

Because Liz was persistent enough to get a city art grant which 
included video documentation, there will be a Festival of the Swamps 
video. It will come in 2 forms. A capsulized 30 minute edit of all 
available footage (some 20 hours total) meant for broadcast use, 
particularly for situations with extreme time constraints. Then there 
will be a more inclusive & "leisurely" 2 hour video meant for 
distribution to interested participants & public access cable. With 
any luck both will be released in early 1990. Loan copies will be 
made available for broadcast use. 

Festival of the Swamps East 
(Brooklyn & Manhattan) 

The Festival of the Swamps was once again upon us & once 
again the dates conflicted with other activities planned here in 
Brooklyn & NYC. Circle Arts & the Neoist News Agency, after 
reading the latest information on this year's festival noticed the 
simultaneous events & there we found our solution to not being 
able to visit Madison: hosting the Festival of the Swamps East. 
Participating in the festivities outlined on the announcement listed 
a radio cobweb call-in, which I did with Peter Lamborn Wilson on 
his WBAI show, talking to him as we regularly do with other artists 
& writers. Then there was Dave Mandl on WFMU, who I also see 
from time to time, but called while he was on the aid & asked 
briefly if he heard of the upcoming shows. He said I could call 
Madison & have them call in. On the air from Madison he sat back 
& the whole show changed, from James Brown to noise on the 
telephone from Wisconsin live & uninterrupted. It sounded great & 
the listeners had no ideas what was happening until about 5 minutes 
later with some conversation about the upcoming events. 

Terry & John Francois had handed over their Brooklyn Space 
The Lizard's Tail to us once again to transform for the event. & so 
we began with a truckload of all sized & shapes of tv's, neoist art, 
anti-art & propaganda, mail art projects, Spanish moss hanging from 
all the door frames, & a curtain made from 2-inch recording tape. 
We stapled a runner on the barroom floor made from Ip's, & after 
the perfromance are the barroom & the back yard were littered with 
scrap metal & fabric banners proclaiming "Art is shit" "Make clothes 
entirely out of bread" , etc. 

The early arrivals were entertained by cassettes from Gen Ken, 
Dave Presott, Monty Cantsin, compilations from Generator Record 
Store, Muslim Gauze, Fast Forward cd's, video images & sound 
from Cathode Ray TV, Scream & Scrap Metal, Demo Moe, Electric 
Art, & the 6-O'Clock Report or Wat. The opening performer was 
scheduled for the date long before our takeover & was now just a 
part of the Festival of the Swamps. Singing & strumming on an 
acoustic guitar in fine folk tradition, Brenda Kahn with a twist & a 
turn on the usual melodies & social commentary fit right in with 
her songs about muggings & relationships gone sour. Then a segue 
with "Sixteen Reasons Why I Don't Like Music" , Scream & Scrap 
Metal concert on the video screen primed the audience for Bwana 
Frolic (A1 Margolis, Dan & Detta Andreana) playing circular 
sawblades, conga drum, violin & electronic manipulation int he dim 
red & blue stage lights while slides of industrial security & fire 
systems, employee motivation & found images flashed randomly. 
Video monitors showed pseudo-psychedelic splashes & swirls as the 
hypnotic sounds of Bwana Frolic took us all for a brief journey. 
Visiting dj Don Blanchard from California station KFJC & all 
hangers-on joined in the finale of smashing & completely trashing 
a display of Ip's & the barroom floor was littered with shards of 
vinyl as everyone cheered. 

Continuing the festival, Kathy Jenkins at the Gateway Theater in 
Manhattan helped unload an even bigger truckload of scrap & stuff 
to transform her space. A living room was set up at the entry area 
where artist's interview by "Peter's Endless World Art Video Project" 
(Peter Kusterman) provided us with six hours of nonstop tv. The 
gallery which leads to the theater was once again littered with neoist 
Monty Cantsin propaganda & news reports, Salvador Dali Memorial 
Surreal Mail Postcard Project exhibition, & essays on mail art. The 


theater entrance was draped with the recording tape curtain && 
Spanish moss on video monitors & hanging from trees in the back 
yard. Sounds everywhere hanging in bags on auto reverse tape 
players, on speakers in the performance space, video monitors, tv's 
& a small portable tape player on a small pedestal in the garden. 

The first activity after feeding the hungry with a barbecue & 
recipes from Circle Arts correspondents' cook book "Another 
Half-baked Idea" was 3D slides from Paradise Blvd, Treasure Island, 
St Petersburg, Florida by Chuck Majewski which had everyone in 
the dark sharing special glasses since there weren't enough to go 
around. And you have people like Miguel handing his sunglasses 
instead of the 3D glasses to others, as I mixed four sound sources 
of electronic, environmental & taped radio cobweb announcements 
from WBAI & WFMU, & Chuck treated everyone to the unusual 
dogs, gators & spitting water jumping right off the screen. 

The Gen Ken cassette concert filled the space with sounds on 
cassette, a video with Conrad Schnitzler in Berlin, & live violin as 
Ken Montgomery manipulated slide images with a wand to a crowd 
quiet & attentive sitting on folding chairs facing all different directions 
looking like they should be marching, about to play musical chairs. 
Then after a short video interlude of sounds & sights from Byron 
Black & his travels in the East there on the screen was the king 
Elvis dancing & paddling along with scenes of swamps down south 
as Bwana Frolic & friends sprung into action (with added drummer 
Brian Charles & didjerdou player Kevin Sparks) playing two pieces 
that once again had everyone transported deep within themselves. 
& once again before the throngs departed, another crate of Ip's left 
outside the apartment of Lyle Schlesinger contributed t the grand 
finale of reporters, photographers, dj's (Fabio, Dave Mandl, & P.L. 
Wilson) & a roomful of strangers, all shattering records like the 
White Album, Sounds of Silence, Abba, & other tos & 70s artifacts, 
to become part of this anti-art event. [Matty Jankowski] 

Swampfest South 

The AFM coagulation coincidentally caused a celebration of the 
Collective Individual, a very swampy notion (lotion?) indeed. 
Synchronistically starting sunrise Sunday, metaeuphoric mishiness 
meandered Madisonward, my Miami mappoints melting, as a flood 
of frontallobed festivity from far flung factories of freeform frolic 
slid i> \)wly south. The rest is itstory. (Translation: Socially induced 
isolation turns people into cactus, the planet into desert. Swampfest 
reverses above process, providing separate entities to lubrication 
necessary to mingle.

Four 
simultaneous open phone lines, and I mean openl When I first jelled 
into this Cobweb, some swampster was chanting "Transportation?" 
which keyed into my theme: were they here? Or was I there? In 
the Swamp, there is no difference. My last Cobweb ride was in 
Cleveland where my manic ranting caused Chas Smith to exclaim 
"Calm down, man! Pull yourself together!" But you seem I was 
parcelling myself out into Swampstrands to be swimmingly woven 
around the sphere. The final Festifling Swampwise was on the 
Second Sunday as I did some ritual lysergicise to close the Miami 
ceremonies. The video rolled, the torch was passed, and it rained 
on the stroke of midnight, extinguishing the candles.

In this video, Gen goes to visit Con in Berlin, and they 
prowl about the city giving cassette concerts—four boom¬ 
boxes playing at once, while they pose or prance around. 
Gradually the electronic soundtrack here gets replaced by 
snippets of conversation, and there are some shots of 
processing in Conrad's studio as well. The total effect is sort 
of ambient, a second-order look at the act of music creation.

GREEN THUMB, DEAD BOY (Aaron Trudgeon, 12145 Morang

of his crew. Dialog and pace in these two pieces can and do flow, 
but because of editing in what appears to be in-camera, it can be 
a burden tot he senses to keep up with the visuals.

experiments. These include food co-ops as well as intentional 
communities, and secular as well as religious experiments. There's 
a community which has succeeded in fighting gang violence, and 
another run by members of a Sufi order. Every one is unique, but 
the overall message comes through loud and clear: that by working 
together we can live more fulfilling lives. A very empowering film, 
and one that should be seen by anyone who's fed up with 
single-family life in the suburbs.

brief (one hour—that's brief for a program with a 500-page reference 
manual) guide to the basics of Ventura Publisher. On the plus side, 
it taught me a few tricks that I hadn't remembered from the 
manuals—and it's vastly cheaper than training videos advertised in 
computer manuals. On the down side, it's several years old (so that 
some things have changed since it was made), shot directly from 
the computer screen (leading to some annoying flicker), and rather 
slow moving. The final product of this training session is not very 
well designed from the aesthetic point of view, though it does show 
off a reasonable number of the program's capabilities.

NTSC CYBERBEAT

Before attending a meeting about THE INDEPENDENT 
TELEVISION SERVICE, INC., formerly the independent production 
service, I reviewed a packet of information my local film office sent 
concerning the ITVS and something really caught my attention. It 
was on a sheet listing a brief history of the relationship between 
independent producers and public television: "In 1972, President 
Richard Nixon vetoes public broadcasting's appropriation in reaction 
to 'controversial' programming. As a result, the system is restructured 
so that funds are distributed directly to the stations. National 
programming, especially public affairs, is virtually eliminated. 
Independents are largely excluded from the system." 

Lawrence Sapadin, chairperson of the ITVS and publisher of THE 
INDEPENDENT [FF30 zine reviews] hosted the meeting, I sat at a 
large table with about thirty people, half of them independent 
producers, the other half from production companies or the local 
PBS station; you could distinguish the independents by the way they 
nervously drummed their pencils while Mr. Sapadin presented 
current problems the board is facing in lawyerese. The words I 
remember he spoke are the ones he repeated frequently, like he 
had a built in sampler. CONSTITUENCY and BOARD were 
sequenced for about an hour and a half. There was also much name 
dropping of political people, and the pencils kept drumming. 

The cadence increased when "cooperation with the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting" was mentioned. Finally, the guy sitting next 
to me raised his hand and asked: "This is a hypothetical question. 
I'm filming in New Mexico and there's an earthquake, my cameraman 
breaks his leg. Can you help me out?" Mr. Sapadin's response had 
something to do with committees and the decision making process

Since part of their intensity is in 
their appearance, it's hard to tell for sure, but they certainly give it a run 
for the money. Doom and gloom crooning, passionate outbursts of angst, 
gutwrenching primal urban ambience...The band is a hybrid of pre-industrial 
raw beat-rock and post-industrial rhythm and attitude doused with a splash 
of the artsy/glam. (2LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

HEIDI ALLEN self-titled ($2.50, plus $1 for lyrics or $2 for photo sheet, 
from PO Box 47772, St. Petersburg, FL 33473): Allen is a strong female vocalist 
exhibiting burgeoning skills in pop, rhythm and ballad music. At times she 
comes close in her intent to mine territory previously charted by the likes of 
Aretha Franklin, but she's not served well by the material, which is adequate 
and enjoyable, but far overshadowed by the potential of her voice. The end 
piece, an all instrumental piece featuring bells, was nice but somewhat insipid; 
the strength of this tape is 100% in Allen's vocals. (T/CS)

AMERICAN STANDARD, "Wonderland" (Power House Records, PO Box 
9028, Fountain Valley, CA 92728-9028): THe band's PR says they've evolved 
from punk thrash to melodic power, and while I think "melodic" is a bit too 
strong you can definitely hear an attempt at tunefulness in the music here. 
They do a lot of asking "Why?" in their lyrics, and if the world doesn't 
provide answers, at least it gives them a stage to kick out a few jams from. 
(LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

ANAL SADIST, "Austere" (Frank Booth Cassettes, PO Box 4585, Santa 
Clara, CA 95054-4585): As the group's name and the picture of the abortion 
death on the cover might tell you, this is an aggressive sound. In fact, it's 


ANGEL OF THE ODD, "Hiding From Fears" ($7 from Aztlan Records, 
PO Box 5672, Buena Park, CA 90622-5672): Eerie melodic trance-ridden music 
with traces of psychedelia around the edges. AOTO is anchored by vocalist 
and performance artist Cecelia + and a couple of high-strung seeming musical 
partners; there seems to be a sense of constraint here, as if they're holding 
back just a little to avoid breaking down into complete angst. On the edge 
between dreams and nightmares. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

ANHREFN/LAST ROUGH CAUSE, "Soft Lights & Loud Guitars (Part 
Two)" (Released Emotions Records, 17 Winchester St., Acton, London W3 
8PA, UK): A split LP from a pair of indie bands from the UK. Anhrefn are 
perhaps the more interesting, inasmuch as their lyrics are entirely in Welsh, 
a language which adapts to the rhythms of rock quite well. Last Rough Cause 
have a more anthemic, soaring quality, putting together relatively complex 
harmonies into slick bites that are packed with emotion, all guitars and vocals. 
A good combination. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE ARIELLE PROJECT, "Songs Only Her Uncle Could Love" ($2 from 
K.D. Schmitz, RD 4 Box 217, Pleasant Valley, NY 12569): Obviously homemade 
music featuring a young kid and her uncle on some duets, plus various other 
funky synthetic rock numbers. There are oases of charm here, some tedium 
and a good deal of reasonably mainstream musical noodlings. An oddity, but 
not much more. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

ALAN ARKIN, "The Lemming Condition" ($10.95 from Audio Literature, 
Inc., 325 Corey Way #112, S. San Francisco, CA 94080-6706): A delightful 
story written and read by Alan. It concerns Bubber, a young lemming who 
finds himself a bit confused when his people prepare to rush westward, over 
the cliffs, into the sea. He ends up going through a massive spiritual crisis 
thanks to this questioning, but emerges stronger for it, despite some moments 
of terror. There's a rather obvious parable here, but it's surrounded by good 
storytelling and wisdom, and I enjoyed it a lot. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

JAMES ASHER, "The Great Wheel" (Music West Records, 2200 Larkspur 
Landing Cir. #100, Larkspur, CA 94939): Gentle instrumentals that draw upon 
rock, jazz. New Age and world beat influences. Asher plays most of the 
instruments himself, with the keyboards carrying the bulk of the duties. 
Though without lyrics, his compositions seldom drag, and even the extended 
title tune (nearly half an hour on) fascinates rather than bores, with its 
exploration of life and rhythm. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

AZRAEL, demo tape (318 E. Ackard, San Antonio, TX 78221): Fairly hot 
metal from a group out of Texas. The music is the best part here, with the 
guitar solos being executed well enough to make it worth turning up the 
tape to wall-blasting levels. Joe Hudson's vocals need some polish—there's a 
few disconcerting cracks here—but overall, the sound is pretty good. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

BABYLON EXORCISM, "Free and Accepted" (Arglebargle Society, PO 
Box 30116, St. Louis, MO 63119): Dreamy watery synthetic music with far 
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too much reverb and echo in it. At one point my wife wanted to know what 
they were doing to those poor whales, but I don't think there was actual 
animal abuse involved. People abuse on the listening end is another story. 
(T/MC) 

★★★★★ 

BACKYARD MECHANICS FOR LANGUAGE, "2 Live For Words" ($3 
from Burning Press, PO Box 18817, Cleveland Hts., OH 44118): There seems 
to be more mechanics than language on this recording of a pair of live shows. 
The A side has its moments, as when Kristen Ban Tepper "punishes" a 
metronome by turning its speed down and reading poetry at it, or Luigi-Bob 
Drake (the other half of BMFL) mentions that he's been working his way 
through college for 14 years selling poetry books. THe B side abandons vocals 
all together, going instead for something like Middle Eastern industrial music, 
all wild beats and clatters. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE BAH GAH'S, "Is There a Doctor In The Fish?" (539 4th St. #4L, 
Brooklyn, NY 11215): A four-song demo tape of somewhat skittery but 
deep-down solid rock. This three piece has a rather heavy sound, though 
without much trace of metal influence, and lyrics that make for head 
scratching. "It's Not Our Fault" is the best track here, an anthem for those 
who don't care to be blamed for the state of the world (or much of anything 
else). (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

A BAND CALLED BUD, "Dad" (Doink Records, 1742 Lawrence #8, 
Memphis, TN 38112):Pop music that sounds better than its basement 
three-track origins would lead you to believe. The group puts out some rockers 
("Hey Jack" is almost Springsteenish) and some more mellow pieces, with 
the second side quietly ending in a contemplative mood. If anything, they 
need to nail down their musical identity a bit more, but for now, just enjoy 
the changes. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BAND OF OUTSIDERS, "Armistice Day" (Nocturnal Records, PO Box 
19550, Detroit, MI 48219): A no-frills live album from a reunion concert at 
CBGBs. These guys play straightforward rock, with an intensity and feeling 
that, with a bit of polish, might have been exceptional. But this album is 
sort of flat, with the feel of a band going through the motions, and never 
quite catches fire. More of a requiem than a memorial. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BATTERED GOD, "Stall" (Zadfruc Tapes, PO Box 3592, Oak Park, IL 
60302): Direct and hard hitting, their fuzz sound and rhythm remind me of 
the revolting cocks in their earlier years, but in a much more serious way. 
A high level of tension dominates this tape but at the same time keeps the 
listener at bay. (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

BATZ WITHOUT FLESH, "A Million Bricks" ($8 from NTS Productions, 
742 Paper Mill Rd., Newark, DE 19711): Sort of light industrial music, with 
the heavy emphasis on rhythm and screaming vocals but a bit less ferocity 
than the most unrestrained of the genre. They mix in a good many samples 
and keep the music going in a slow steamroller effect, as unstoppable as it 
is occasionally awesome. Enjoyable and different. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

TEJA BELL, "The New SPirit of Christmas" (Music West Records, 2200 
Larkspur Landing Cir. #100, Larkspur, CA 94939): Gentle Christmas 
instrumentals, with Bell providing both the guitar and synth work. THe music 
is pleasant, a mix of traditional and medieval tunes plus a couple of originals, 
veering into the bombastic now and then but mostly content to stay pretty. 
THe j-card copy is ridiculously New Age, right down to the thanks to Jach 
Pursel and Lazaris, but that can be ignored. Certainly no worse than most 
of the Christmas music sold by television mail order. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

BIG CITY ORCHESTRA, "Headache Remedy" (Ecto Tapes, 5912 NW 
62nd Terr., Oklahoma City, OK 73122): Tape appropriations, effects and 
occasional monologues comprise this tape recorded 
live at the studios of KZSC. Like many "live" 
performances from the underground, this one is 
not exceptionally well thought or organized. At 
over an hour, it suffers from too little material on 
too much tape. (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

BISHOP STEEL, "Die To Live It!" (PO Box 
414839, Kansas City, MO 64141): The sound of the 
seventies rock dinosaurs lives on; the final cut here, 

"Shattered Silence", is an early Van Halen dead- 
ringer. But despite their derivative sound these 
guys do a decent job, moving around the genre 
to deliver some decent lyrics and shredding riffs 
with typical headbanger titles ("Far Side of Hell", 

"Break the Chains"). Not especially exciting, but 
careful work on their 8-track redeems it somewhat.

BOOTBEAST, self-titled ($6 from PO Box 2012, 

Tempe, AZ 85280): From the remnants of Mighty 


Sphincter and Drunks with Guns comes this noisy, gloomy but melodic punk 
outfit. Tony Karaba's guitar work anchors things here, with noxious lyrics 
("The Vein" being a particular downer) woven in. Lots of energy attached 
to a sound for late nights and lousy days. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BOOTSTRAPPERS, self-titled (New Alliance Records, PO Box 1389, 
Lawndale, CA 90260): A pickup project of improv genius Elliott Sharp and 
Minutemen veterans Mike Watt and George Hurley. Sharp leads things here 
with bastardized electronic equipment, synths and samplers, while Huriey 
and Watt provide a rhythm section in the background. The marriage doesn't 
always work, trying to keep manic energy going with some structure, and 
some of the sampling is pretty dreary—but there are tracks here with definite 
potential. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BOOGER SAFETY PILL BARN, "Mishmash of Awful" ($2 from PO Box 
2143, Stow, OH 44224): This tape comes in a handcrafted sleeve fro the artists 
themselves. THat's the good news. THe bad news is that the word "tinny" 
might have been invented to describe this group. THere are moments when 
they approach the world with childlike wonder and the tape almost makes 
it—but they're few and far between. After a while listening becomes a 
maddening exercise in self-torment, as they whine on and on. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE BROKEN TOYS, "Smash Some Pumpkins" b/w "Technicolor Ciri" 
(Trashtone Records, 26 Milk Ave., Methuen, MA 01844): A perky garage-rock 
single. The A side is a sort of anti-holiday song, where not only Halloween 
but Valentine's day and even Christmas come in for good-natured ribbing. 
The B side is a return to the stupid lyrics and endless repetition of days of 
yore. Nice clean sound, and they seem to be having fun. (45/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BRIAN BROMBERG, "Magic Rain" (Intima Records, PO Box 3628, Culver 
City, CA 90231-3628): Basically free jazz in the modem mode, mostly pretty 
relaxed and gentle. There are a few harder tracks, like "Rio D'", which get 
the juices flowing. Brian's claim to fame is apparently his bass technique, 
which gets him carried away into self-indulgent stuff like "Just the Bass", a 
singularly dull technical demonstration. Fairly nice stuff, but I'd rather listen 
to the Dictators. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE BUD COLLINS TRIO, "Shaky TOwn" (50 THompson Rd., North 
Franklin, CT 06254): A rousing, energetic and riveting release that's one part 
lounge music to one part rock and roll. It's all here, present, and to the 
fore—there are no hidden subtleties of any kind. It's a full-scale aural assault 
of music with an offbeat outlook that accounts for the little things that get 
slipped in that help to accentuate each of the different songs. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

BULLET LAVOLTA, "The Gift" (Taang! Records do RCA, 1133 Avenue 
of the Americas, New York, NY 10036): There's only five guys in this band, 
but it sounds like a whole lot more. Bullet La Volta pound out high energy 
rock, not caring too much about polish, and letting the shouted vocals fall 
where they may. The result is an aural explosion, like a pit bull on 
amphetamines, ready to tear your ears off. No metal, no spandex, no puffery, 
no bombast—just raw rock and roll. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BWANA FROLIC A FRIENDS, "Wilding, You Make My Swamp Thing" 
(Carl Howard, aT, 209-25 18 Ave., Bayside, NY 11360): I looked at the 
instrumental lineup on this cassette and the array of instruments tantalized 
me: violin, saxophone, didgeridoo, bass clarinet, rototoms, etc. are all included. 
However, most of the performers are unable to coax interesting sounds out 
of their instruments during this live performance and the piece is for the 
most part uncreatively overpercussive. Most of the time I was left wondering 
where the rest of the lineup was. (T/KJ) /

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CAMOUFLAGE, "Methods of Silence" (Atlantic Records, 9229 Sunset 
Blvd., Los Angeles, CA 90069): Yeah, it's on a major label—but I like it. So 
what? These three Germans play a lovable mostly synthetic (though with real 
instruments like oboe and violins too) techno-pop that, at its best, has an 
affecting wistfulness of the sort more often found in the cinema. "Your 
Skinhead Is the Dream" is a neat, slow-moving love-song, while "On Islands" 
is everything pop should be: bouncy, upbeat, and memorable. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

JEFF CARNEY, "Imperfect Space Journeys" (Carl Howard, aT, 209-25 18 
Ave., Bayside, NY 11360): In his liner notes, Jeff apologizes for an "unpolished" 
recording and dedicates the tape to the "obvious influences". WHile the 
recording is hardly amateurish (Jeff has first class equipment), his tribute to 
his favorite artists Qean Michelle Jarre being one) sound hauntingly like the 
originals. Cloud #9" has so many Jarre trademark hooks you'd swear it was 
an outtake from "Oxygene". It would be nice to see Jeff use some of his 
talent to produce more original compositions. (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

JOE "KING" CARRASCO AND THE EL MOLINO BAND, "Teex-Mex- 
Rock-Roll" (ROIR, 611 Broadway #411, New York, NY 10012): This is a re-issue 
of the album that started it all, originally out on vinyl a bit over a decade 
ago. It stands the test of time, still sounding fresh today and not belching 
loudly to call attention to its homemade origins. There's a lot of slow stuff 
here, more than I remember from his later releases, and one cut I would 
even call Tex-Mex Doo-Wop. Dance to it, drink cheap Mexican beer to it 
enjoy it. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

CARRION DOG, "Demo Z" (PO Box 203, Fairfax; VA 22030): Second 
demo from this far-out mutable rock band. THey do an industrial number, 
some grungey rock, and a few other things, including a remake of "Art Fag" 
from their first demo. "Sex Girl" is pubescent fantasy material; "Grizzley 
Adams Memorial Jam" takes the knife of satire to "Tone deaf white trash 
guitar regurgitation." Still not the best sound quality, and less humorous than 
their first, but better sounding. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE CAUSE, "Courage" ($4 from 8 Bloomfield Dr., Mt. Holly, NJ 08060): 
Hardcore punk that at times sounds like a parody of the genre, as when the 
singer bites off phrases and spits them out with more regard for rhythm than 
meaning. But this may just be rough production; when the music and vocals 
click together, the result is pretty good. "Because" is an example of this, a 
strong song about individuality. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

_ " Make Me Happy" (Mystic Music, Rte. 1 Box 44, Yukon Rd., 

Taft, TN 38488): A light-hearted and airy upbeat cross between jazz, new 
age, classical and instrumental. It's flowingly timeless, conjuring up paradisical 
visions. THe energy is there, but it's not forced out through volume or 
heavy-handedness; rather it comes through int he confident and creative 
application of the music. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

THE CLINTS, "No Place Like Home" (Skyclad, 6 Valley Brook Dr., 
Middlesex, NJ 08846): I listened to this one over and over and over again. 
A class-A exuberantly vivacious guitar-driven rock album ("countrified Cash") 
with a slap-happy attitude that spills over into every song. Diversity galore 
and a high entertainment value. (LP/CS) 

★ ★★★★ 

CODE ZERO "Process of Improvisation" (5404 College Ave. No.2, Oakland, 
CA 94618): Electronic experimental music. The track "Alien Insect Debate" 
sounds just like the title, with all sorts of buzzing and whirring insecty sounds 
in what sounds like a genuine argument amongst various kinds of bugs. Nice 
sounds for laying back and daydreaming. (T/CER) 

★ ★★★★ 
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SHAWN COLVIN, "Steady On" (Columbia Records, 51 W. 52nd St., New 
York, NY 10019): Quiet and pensive folkie music that occasionally shows a 
bit of pure strength beneath the lilting vocals. Shawn's guitar and voice are 
backed up by a variety of other musicians, but their work is never intrusive, 
and her presence carries the record. I particularly liked the title cut and 
"Something to Believe In" anthems of hope in a confusing world. (LP/MG)

CRANIAL WARFARE, "Flagellation" (Stungus Music, PO Box 6963, San 
Mateo, CA 94403): THis great tape is full of goodies like bumbling bs from 
Ronnie Reagan, a cracked evangelist type, a goofy interchange betwixt a 
gun-lover and a radio show host who doesn't like him very much, and 
multitudes of others, layered with all sorts of neat musics and sounds, and 
some trippy synth here and there. If you like that creepy prickly feeling we 
all get sometimes when our brains are assaulted by complete oddness, you 
simply must get yourself a copy of this genius stuff. The liner is fun, too--all 
handwritten and pasted-on pictures of things like Siamese twins and screaming 
fetuses. (T/CER) 6 

★★★★★ 

CRASH WORSHIP, "This" ($6 from M. Wolff c/o Rocco Fresco, PO Box 
404, Encinitas, CA 92024): Tribal rhythms and eerie instrumentation wander 
through a series of improvisational tracks here. The tape comes with a booklet 
of drawing and collage which lends esoteric meanings to some of these sound 
chunks, giving credence to the mind-altering intent. Night music for 
unspecified ceremonies. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

CRAWLING WITH TARTS, "Tudor Tapes" ($5 from 1803 Mission #316, 
Santa Cruz, CA 95060-5296): Rompy rhythms, Celticy melodies and pretty 
poetry all make this tape nice happy listening. There are some slow, ballady 
songs with a sort of reverb sound in the guitar that lends an eerie background 
to lilting, deadpan female vocals. The tape comes in a pleasant green cardstock 
packet. (T/CER) 6 

★★★★★ 

CROCODILE SHOP, "Lullaby" ($8 from Susstones Records, PO Box 6425, 
Minneapolis, MN 55406): A followup to the band's "Head" EP, this one 
continues the weaving of their new wavish psychedelic style together to make 
a strong combination. THis is sort of traditional pop updated with a melange 
of references and a darker sound (no bubblegum here!). It won't appeal to 
just anyone, being in that no-man's-land of too soft for headbangers and too 
hard for laid back types, but for those with open minds, it's an interesting 
experience. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

CRUST, self-titled ($4 from Buttery Licious Productions, 5309 Link, Austin, 
TX 78751): Heavy-duty industrial music with sampling thrown in for good 
measure. Crust creates multiply-layered sonic images, ripe with found noises 
and lots of clanging. Vocals tend to be primal screams more than anything 
else. The tape cover features a deranged drawing which adequately captures 
the spirit of the tape—they're loud and rhythmic and don't care who knows 
it. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

CRYPTIC SOUP, "Hell..." b/w "Jar of Frogs" (Daphlor-Ed, 468 6th Ave., 
Brooklyn, NY 11215): A debut which would be much better if the vocals 
didn't sound like they were coming through an old sock. Other than that, 
though, the band puts together an intriguing mix of wild sounds, with trumpet 
and harmonica acting to kick the keyboards and drums into new realms of 
mania. There's perhaps some Sonic Youth echo here, and although the lyrics 
are no great shakes, they could go somewhere with some effort. (45/MG)

EMILIO CUBEIRO, "Death of an Asshole" (Widowspeak Productions, PO 
Box 1085, Canal St. Stn., New York, NY 10013-1085): Spoken word (with the 
addition of mellow background instrumentals) at the intersection of sex and 
violence, whether this be an exploration of a child's sexuality or rape by a 
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police officer. Emilio goes far, far beyond the bounds of good taste (it's not 
surprising to see a warning label here, or learn that this is already banned 
in 18 countries) to try to break loose the snakes that are lurking in most 
brains. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

DAS DAMEN, "Mousetrap" (TwinXTone Records, 2541 Nicollet Ave. S, 
Minneapolis, MN 55404): Yeah, so it would be easy to dismiss these guys 
as hard rock copycats with a bit of psychedelia mixed in. It would be easy, 
that is, if they didn't sound so darned good on the turntable. The range of 
music on just this one record is great, from soft ballads to crunchy rock, and 
they pull it all off with aplomb. Call it what you want, pop, rock, it's great 
music without undue pretensions. And it sounds fine. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

DEAD GOLDFISH ENSEMBLE, "Eye To Eye" ($6 from G. Gasiorowski, 
Violet Glass Oracle, 6230 Lewis Ave. Lot 105, Temperance, MI 48182): Sonic 
explorations from a mysterious group (or person—even this is not clear) in 
England. The tracks have names like "IC" and "IF". Mostly they are 
synthesizer developments, playing back and forth with simple noises and 
rhythms until a point of near exhaustion sets in—but generally they know 
when to stop. On the B side some bird and animal noises are added, but 
I'm not sure they were an aid to the simple purity of the music. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

DEAD ON, self-titled (SBK Records, 1290 Avenue of the Americas, New 
York, NY 10104): Power metal with a bit of speed that will give your woofers 
a real workout. Along with a full-bodied sound. Dead On provide lyrics that 
wander away from the usual stuff. Oh sure, they're still singing about death 
and such cheerful subjects, but in situations like "The Matador's Nightmare" 
("He could not believe what he heard/the crowd they all cheered as he bled") 
rather than the usual amorphous ranting. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

DEER TRANSFIXED BY HEADLIGHTS, "Prisoners of Context" ($4 from 
Bangaway Productions, 1460 Cornell Rd., Atlanta, GA 30306): A two-person 
project with Ian Mykel on drums and Debbey Richardson providing guitar 
and vocals. Her voice sets the context for this music, somewhere between a 
scream and a yell, leading to a music that is very punk, i.e., not pretty. It's 
tough to listen to at first, but accepted on its own terms, becomes rather 
interesting. Emotion over form, leading to a feel of being assaulted. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE DEL LORDS LIVE, "Howlin' at the Halloween Moon" (Enigma, PO 
Box 3628, Culver City, CA 90231-3628): Roscoe's the one playin' that lowdown 
and dirty slide guitar on "True Love".... And damned if he don't put the 
"T" in "Twang" on "Wastin' Time Talin'" Top ten does the total freakout 
jam in "The Cool 'n' the Crazy"...All of Scott's guitar work is panned left, 
while Eric be jammin' on your right...Manuel rides shotgun up the middle 
"with de bottom most bass". [From the liner notes of the cassette 
release—sometimes they can be informative.] (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

DEPO-PROVERA, self-titled (426 S. Broadway, Green Bay, WI 54303): 
Featuring the Rev. Nerb on vocals, this band tries to think of itself as the 
musical analog of his zine SICK TEEN. Well, they're crazy enough to pull 
it off, with a couple of beer-soaked numbers (including "I'm Not a Date (I'm 
an Alcoholic)" and a Gilligan's Island cover ("You Need Us"). THe music is 
loose and rocking, a tribute to a pop culture that eats its own young and 
regurgitates them in new form rather than a complete rebellion. Cool stuff. 
(EP/MC)

GORDON DERRY, "Parallel Dimensions" (Runestone Productions, 2105 
Honeywell Ave., Ottawa, ONT, K2A 0P7, CANADA): Solo electronic musical 
musings. Gordon's works sweep from the forest to the stars, moving slowly 
(at times majestically) from theme to theme. It's unmistakably synthetic music, 
not attempting to imitate other instruments, but not completely lost in its 
own hardware either. Eerie in spots and easy in others. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BO DIDDLEY, "Breakin' Through the B.S." (Triple X Records, 6715 
Hollywood Blvd. #284, Hollywood, CA 90028): Yes, that's the Bo Diddley, in 
his first legitimate album release in a decade. There's plenty here to please 
old fans who remember the classic rock/blues sound. But Bo has also put 
together some hacks with a new, less traditional sound, like "You Tricked 
Me". "Down With the Pusher" is a forthright anti-drug song, while "Wake 
Up America!" tries to point out some other problems in the world. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

DIMENTIA 13, "Disturb The Air" ($6.98 plus $3.25 s&h from Midnight 
Mail Order, PO Box 390, Old CHelsea Stn., New York, NY 10011): A solo 
project from Bradley Warner which, with the addition of Louanne Varholick 
and drummer Witold Janczak, has grown into a respected psychedelic group. 
They go in for a sort of acid-bathed interwoven textured style, very light on 
the guitar assaults, but definitely still an outgrowtK of the Summer of Love. 
Pleasant and even exciting in spots. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

DIRGE, "Soulstorm" (Anthrax Records, 25 Perry Ave., Norwalk, CT 06850): 
Damned if I know where they got the name, since this thrash punk is about 
as far from dirgelike as you can imagine. THey do throw in the occasional 
change of pace, but it generally goes from fast to faster. The lyrics are mostly 
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pretty challenging to the system, while also jabbing those who would drop 
out through drugs (without being straightedge about it). Good stuff. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

DISCO ASSASSINS, "Pudding" ($3 from Dumb Artists Collective, 172 
CHestnut St. #209, Springfield, MA 01103): Live and studio tracks from this 
jammin' bunch of crazies. They take off from disco and leave it in the dirt, 
blending in rock, humor, and yee-haw yells for a sound of their own. 
SOmetimes abrasive but never dull. COmes with a sheet of instructions called 
the Disco Assassin's Handbook. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

DON DIXON, "EEE" (Enigma Records, PO Box 3628, Culver City, CA 
90231-3628): Pretty lush mainstream rock with decidedly Southern influences 
of several types: "Silent Screen" is sort of archetypical U.S. Southern rock, 
while other tracks have a hint of Third World rhythm and instrumentation, 
Don also goes retro with a Motownish "Gimme Little Sign", and puts new 
life into a college rock cliche with "Bad Reputation". On the other hand the 
title track is your basic moronic dance music and there are a couple of others 
that miss the mark, making this a somewhat uneven outing. But there's 
enough nuggets to make it worthwhile. (T/MG)

DOGBOWL, "TIT! (An Opera)" (Shimmy Disc, JAF Box 1187, New York, 
NY 10116): It's dark, but not too dark, hazy, but not too hazy, offbeat, but 
not too offbeat. Post-punk nuclear meltdown coffee house dance music gone 
awry. (LP/CS) 


Non-visceral nonsense!". This tape takes that to heart, with 21 poems 
addressing meat, bodily functions, and other earthy concerns. Hilarious, 
especially in the philosophical and psychological sections. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE EFFIGIES, "Remains Nonviewable" ($6 from ROadkill Records, PO 
Box 37, Prospect Heights, IL 60070): A classic look back at the roots of the 
"Chicago [punk] Sound", featuring 15 songs re-mastered from their first four 
records. The style is somewhere between hardcore and punk, with just the 
vagues breaths of metal and country thrown in for good measure, and lots 
of energy. Loud, sometimes rude, and pissed off at the world, the Effigies 
set a standard for many other bands to follow. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

EGG, "Smell Me Fist" (45 1 postage from Chris Ballew, 3 Wesley Park #4, 
Somerville, MA 02143): I thought this was a highly enjoyable, friendly little 
release that effectively presented playfully offbeat electronic music. It left me 
wanting to hear more. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

ELEVENTH DREAM DAY, "Beet" (Atlantic Records, 9229 Sunset Blvd., 
Los Angeles, CA 90069): This is Eleventh Dream Day's major label debut, 
and they sound pretty good, with the extended guitar blasts and apparent 
complete lack of concern for plastic polish in their music. The music has a 
vaguely 60's sound, but it's hardened by an edge of 80's punk, with the 
twin guitars of Baird Figi and Rick Rozzo fuelling the fun. Country psychedelic 
noise, maybe, but you'd better not take that image too literally. (T/MG) 


★★★★★ 

DOS, "Numero Dos" (New ALliance Records, PO Box 1389, Lawndale, 
CA 90260): Two bass guitars and occasional vocals—but the result is pretty 
good. That may be because of the people behind the guitars: Mike Watt 
(Minutemen, fIREHOSE) and his wife Kira (Black Flag). Thanks to the bass, 
they put out a sort of dark and murky sound, but the vocals crank it back 
up. Includes covers of SOnic Youth and Billy Holiday songs as well as 
originals. (EP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE DOUGHBOYS, "Home Again" (Restless Records, PO Box 3628, 
CUlver City, CA 90231): A rollicking energetic release that resonates with the 
crash and clang of energetic guitars. Very power-pop oriented, it floats on 
the fringes of punk consciousness. The briskly driving melodies call to mind 
such bands as The Replacements, the Heartbreakers, and Husker Du. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

the drowningbreathing, "Melancholy EMotionless" ($3 from Michael 
Pittard, 632 State Capitol St., Baton Rouge, LA 70802-5260): Sort of gothic 
instrumentals that sound like they should be accompanied by a fog machine. 
The structure here is minimalist, with small vocal sketches thrown in amidst 
the beats and whines on an infrequent basis. Slow progress through a series 
of downbeat moods characterizes the music here. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE EARL RAYS, self-titled (344 Hemlock, Cleveland, OH 44017): THis 
is straightforward stuff, mostly focused around power guitar with a lot of 
funky, rhythmic stuff to back it up. No frills, no fuss here, just good clean 
(?) fun. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

EARTH PIG, self-titled (Power Dog Records, PO Box 348, Hawthorne, NJ 
07507): Hard-edged rock with plenty of clangorous guitar work. The three 
cuts here are enough to show a lot of energy as well as some youthful vocal 
posturing that they'll probably get over in time. Nothing to challenge, say. 
Led Zeppelin yet, but they do set up a nice wall of sound. (EP/MG)

ED THE MEAT POET, "Meat Poetry" ($5 from C.E. Emmer, 25-03 36th 
St. #3F, L.I.C. (Astoria), NY 11103): From the "Meat Poet Manifesto": "To 
meatless poetry, we the Meat Poets, say: SHIT!/The power of poetry must 
not be wasted as it has been by/all the flowery nymphs of literary awards/on

EMPYRE, "No More Running Away" (Coat of Arms, PO Box 2404, 
Setauket, NY 11733): Power trio rock with a slight metallic edge and lyrics 
that sometimes have a Blue Oyster Cultish bombastic edge to them. But the 
gloss on the music is high, the production is good, and the music does get 
the old juices flowing nicely. SO don't write them off just because they sound 
commercial; they also produce some darned good songs. (CD/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE EXIT, "The Word" (Arglebargle Society, PO Box 30116, St. Louis, 
MO 63119): Pleasant guitar rock that proves the homemade tapes can sound 
damn near as good as professional vinyl. These guys are into examining the 
world and reporting back on the silly things people do while trying to maintain 
a belief in ideals. From the rework of the Lord's Prayer to the morbid "I Am 
Dead" to the wistful closing cut "The Cliff", they manage to hold the listener's 
interest while communicating. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

JAD FAIR and DANIEL JOHNSTON, "Daniel Johnston and Jad Fair" (50 
Skidillion Watts Records, 572 SE Laguna Ave., Stuart, FL 34997): Sounds to 
me as if these two have gone and smoked all your Mother Goose books, 
shot up on all your Twilight Zone episodes and ingested a pretty fair amount 
of musical "what if" attitude. The end result is this wildly offbeat and diversely 
entertaining meandering waltz through the melting twelfth dimension of 
reality: simple ditties gone wild with a beat-performance flair. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

FATTBURGER, "Time Will Tell" (Intima Records, PO Box 3628, Culver 
City, CA 90231-3628): These guys call what they're doing, a keyboard-heavy 
sound, "R&J"—for "Rhythm & Jazz". And indeed it moves with a more 
upbeat sound and a more constrained structure than a lot of jazz these days. 
The blues sneak in around the edges, giving the music yet another dimension. 
Hot tracks: "Oh Girl" and "Back to Jersey". Most of the stuff here is strictly 
instrumental, though a few have vocal tracks as well. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

FIRE MERCHANTS, self-titled (Medusa Records, PO Box 3628, Culver 
City, CA 90231-3628): Progressive recordings led by guitar whiz John Goodsall. 
Instrumentals often sound incomplete and boring to me, but this is neither; 
the members of the band have created a sound which vocals would only 
detract from, like tail fins on a new Mustang. THere are some quiet jazzy 
pieces here, but there's also levels of hardness increasing right up to the 
killer rocker "Saladin". (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

TODD FLETCHER, "Songs From 3 Phases" (Poison Plant, 7 Woodsend 
PL, ROckville, MD 20854): Ethereal, new-agey jazz, with the standard 
keyboards and programmed drums. Each song is an evident contemplation 
of things like storms or convergence. Very soothing and meditational, but 
not inspiring. (T/DW) 

★ ★★★★ 

TODD FLETCHER, "A Whispering VOice" ($5 from Poison Plant, 7 
Woodsend PI., Rockville, MD 20854): Gentle mellow synthesizer instrumentals. 
Much of this has a woodlands background feel, receding from consciousness 
in an almost ambient way. A few perkier, almost jazzy tracks re-engage the 
listener, until another bout of quiet material drifts off again. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

THE FLUID, "Roadmouth" (Sub Pop Records, 1932 1st Ave. #1103, 
Seattle, WA 98101): Psychedelic scratched raw hoarse and hoary, rough and 
hairy, trashin', slam & dance gettin' down yeah we're wicked dirty cow-country 
crunch metal. Whew. And if you think that was an eyeful of reading, just 
imagine the earful you'll get listening. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 
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GEORGE FOX/TREIOPS TREYFID, "Knots" (Poison Plant, 7 Woodsend 
PL, ROckville, MD 20854): Per the cassette insert. Knots is a multimedia 
performance based on Thomas Coles historic "Voyage of Life" paintings. It 
was performed live at the Corcoran Gallery of Art in Washington, DC, before 
the controversy over Federal arts funding began. The basic theme seems to 
be immersion/transformation and it is brought to life by elegant yet urgent 
monologues and instrumentals (mainly keyboards). Its recurring themes and 
presentations are highly effective and mesmerizing. I would place this on a 
level with Laurie Anderson's "U.S. Live" or Art Zoyd's "Le Mariage Du Ciel 
Et De L'Enfer". After listening, I long for a video release. Highly recommended. 
(Note: Fox A Treyfid wrote the soundtrack, David Aub produced and directed, 
Aub & others performed.) (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

NYLE FRANK, "Theme From Hickory Hollow" ($8 from Centipede 
Productions, PO Box 121832, Nashville, TN 37212): A tape of unaccompanied 
solo piano by Nyle, moving from the Pachelbel Canon in D Major on up to 
Bob Dylan and John Lennon, as well as a few of his original tunes. I like 
his choice of music, I like his arrangements, I like to settle down in the late 
evening with a tape like this and try to relax for at least a few moments. 
(T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

FRANK FRENCH, "Tango Brasiliero" (Double Eagle Piano Company, PO 
Box 1452, El TOro, CA 92630): I don't hear a lot of tangos these days, and 
what I know about the form you could put in a teaspoon with room to spare. 
That said, I enjoyed this tape. Frank plays a selection of works by Brazilian 
composer Ernesto Nazareth, who died in 1934. THe music—on unaccompanied 
piano—is upbeat, bouncy, fun and well-played. I could stand to hear a lot 
more of this. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

SIEGMAR FRICKE, "Militant Stuff" (Harsh Reality, PO Box 241661, 
Memphis, TN 38124-1661): A mix of dance music electronics and sampled 
vocals from quite a library of sources. The beat is fast, the music is technically 
flawless, and the vocals transform it into something else entirely. Good collage 
works as well in audio as it does visually, and it works here. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE FRONT, self-titled (Columbia Records, 51 W. 52nd St., New York, 
NY 10019): CLassic psychedelic rock from Kansas City. There are plenty of 
echoes of an earlier time here; they sound like COuntiy Joe and the Fish on 
some of their more leisurely numbers, but that may be only because I'm a 
big fan of the latter band. Anyhow, this is forward-looking as well, more 
concerned with energy than picture-perfect imitation of great riffs from the 
past, and undeniably passionate. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

F.U.C.T., "Forever Ungratical Corinaric Technikilation" ($7.25 from Carlyle 
Records, PO Box 150708, Nashville, TN 37215): Crunchy, heavy, well-produced 
metalcore from a Nashville quartet. All the music here is powerful with 
growly, menacing vocals and turbulent guitars. Definitely not for quiet homes 
as the impulse to crank this tape is hard to resist. If you get into Squirrel 
Bait, this one's for you. (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

FULL FATHOM FIVE, "Multinational Pop Conglomerate" (Link Records, 
277 Church St 3rd FI., New York, NY 10013): Somewhat moody college rock 
that's been polished to the point where their sound is both distinctive and 
pleasurable—which may account for their success on the charts. It's tough to 
describe what makes this special—it reminds me a bit of what the Monkees 
could have been if they were a serious band rather than a joke; "Pleasant 
Valley Sunday" is to this stuff as the archaeopteryx is to a trumpeter swan. 
(LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

TOM FURGAS & MARK KISSINGER, "Standing on Our Heads in a 
Vacuum" ($5 from Something in the Water, PO Box 485, Sharon, PA 16146): 
A collection of improvisations consisting of keyboards, guitar, bass and drum 
machine, my favorite being "Two Years After", with a lurching jazzy feel 
that swirls through the piece. I do miss the soul that a real drummer could 
have given some of these pieces. Except on "Two Years After", the machine 
seems to be holding Tom A Mark in check. (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

THE FUZZTONES, "In Heat" (Beggars Banquet do RCA, 1133 Avenue 
of the Americas, New York, NY 10036): Rudi Portrudi and company are still 
turning out classic rock and roll using what would be called period instruments 
if they were in the classical world: Vox Continental organ, Rickenbacker 
Guitars, and so on. They put these together to form all sorts of pop/rock 
instant classics, from the morbid "Charlotte's Remains" to the hopping "Me 
Tarzan You Jane". Echoes of all the sixties groups you know and love are 
here, along with a modem sensibility that keeps them from being just another 
batch of retro-rockers. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

FYDLSTYX, "Tunes From the Great War" ($8.50 from Fiddle Around do 
Rick Ulman, PO Box 15075, St. Louis, MO 63110): Fydlstyx is Bob Butler and 
Rick Ulman. With fiddle, fife, banjo, hammered guitar, concertina and other 
period instruments, they recreate "Civil War Music as Your Great-Great 
Grandpa Heard It". Most of these tunes are instrumentals, and none of them 
were familiar to me—but it was rollicking fun to listen to this tape nonetheless. 


These guys really love their music, and their enthusiasm comes through loud 
and dear. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

FZ13, "Hold Your Breath Forever" (Aptitude Records, PO Box 1274, 
Manhattan Beach, CA 90266): Dark and edgy pop/rock, with a definite sound 
of a band beyond the usual. "Atlanta", a song dedicated to the memory of 
the murdered kids in that dty, is exceptionally strong, forceful enough to 
carry the whole album itself. But, in the company of other gruelling cuts like 
"Long Dark Night in Texas" and "Evil Sleeps With Good", it doesn't have 
to. You can hang lots of "post" labels on this music, but it does just fine 
without them as an example of primal, raw energy. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

GIANT SAND, "Giant Sandwich" (Homestead, PO Box 800, ROckville 
Centre, NY 11571-0800): American roadhouse honky tonk bent through a 
grooving surrealistic musical prism of dusty dirty funkiness. Strange but true 
musical tales from the desert that have been seared by the sun into weirdly 
fantastical shapes: twangin' and lamentin' and whinin' and rockin'. It's Johnny 
Cash jamming with Green on Red, ealy X-inspired Gun Club gone Meat 
Puppets style. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

ELIZA GILKYSON, "Legends of Rainmaker" (Gold Castle, 3575 Cahuenga 
Blvd. W #435, Los Angeles, CA 90068): Cilkyson glows with a burnished 
warmth and mellow richness that becomes her music well. Her voice is dear 
and pure, her delivery strong and true. THe music itself is an earthy blend 
of folk, roots and rock, delivered with a softer ambience than most who do 
this sort of thing; but it's an ambience that doesn't in any way compromise 
the strength of the material or the performer. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

THE GIRLIES, "Felon" b/w "Back To The City" (Hecuba Records, PO Box 
1022, Davis, CA 95617): This Brisbane-based band takes their musical cue 
from some of the great Detroit bands of the past, notably MC5—though their 
sound is not as full, as exdting, as that classic stuff. Still, they do a good 
job of cranking out the amperage, and if the lyrics are nothing more than 
repeated nonsense, well, that's traditional too. Exhilarating in its simplidty. 
(45/MG) 

★★★★★ 

GLASS EYE, "Hello Young Lovers" (Bar/None, PO Box 1704, Hoboken, 
NJ 07030): "Quirky" and "Eccentric" are the standard music critic words to 
describe this sort of album: basically rock but with a wide-ranging set of 
influences. The most notable part of this is that the vocals switch among all 
four members of the group (two of each sex), and the rhythms tend to 
change suddenly, mutating the song in a sort of free jazz spirit. Probably 
their most typical song (if there is such a thing) is "The Penguin", a confusing 
indictment of the medical profession from a paranoid point of view. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

MARK GRAHAM, "Natural Selections" (3931 S. Ferdinand St., Seattle, 
WA 98118): Delightful folk music featuring fiddle, harmonica, and Mark's 
voice. He does some traditional tunes, but he also does some wonderful 
social commentary: "Their Brains Were Too Small And They Died" (about 
dinosaurs and people), "THe Big Band THeory" (a folky history of the universe) 
and "Have a Nice Day" (a song for a kinder, gentler society) all stand out. 
Definitely a find. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

GRAINS OF FAITH, self-titled (PO Box 4995, Austin, TX 78765): I don't 
know how they do it, but the city of Austin is still turning out good new 
rock acts. These folks re in the roots category, distinguished by the tradeoff 
vocals between several band members (and guest Kim Longacre) and the 
violin playing of Susan Velz. Add in the usual rock instruments plus a piano 
and you get a downright full sound, easy to listen to and suited to their 
songs of love and life. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

HANDICAP PORNO, "We're Not Birds, We're a Jugband" (Larry Harmon, 
1650 SMoketree Dr., El Centro, CA 92243): Tongue-in-cheek punk music that's 
a bit softer than most hardcore but definitely harder than most rock. They 
get into some current events with "Big Hair", a song about the stupidest 
fashion of recent times, and get serious with "Hypocrisy". Some of their 
songwriting reminds me of the Dead Milkmen, but the music has much less 
polish. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

HANDS TO, "Vinhiliation" (Complacency Productions, PO Box 1452, 
Palatine, IL 60078): The liner notes indicate that "this material is meant to 
affect the human central nervoice system"—and it certainly does its best to 
live up to its intent. Pulsing, whooshing and rumbling, it gives the effect of 
being one with a storm-ravaged midwestem plain (in a manner similar to the 
opening of Koyaanisquatsi where the clouds rumble by and the music sweeps 
the listener into the effect of nature, only this is darker and more ominous 
in style). (EP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

HOLEIST / ILLUSION OF SAFETY, self-titled ($7 from Complacency, PO 
Box 1452, Palatine, IL 60078): A split LP from a couple of experimental bands. 
Illusion of Safety provides slow, languid electronics and altered sounds, 
vaguely reminiscent of the music I hear in my head when I read 1984. 
Holeist are harsher, into sampling and noisemaking, closer to the industrial 
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end of the spectrum, and not as much up my alley. Frontiers in music. 
(LP/MC) 

★★★★★ 

HOLLOW HEYDAY, "Abandoned"(Tantrum Records, PO Box 657, 
Cambridge, MA 02238): High guitar content sloppy rock, fast and furious and 
more than a bit annoying. The worst feature is the placement of three-second 
snippets of guitar thrash between real tracks, in a move designed to annoy 
DJs. But every once in a while things come together and they pound out 
something that might last; "Got No Birthday" and "Big" fall into this category. 
They sure don't make it easy to learn to like their stuff, though. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

HUGH, "Plasma Bat" ($7 from Plasma Bat Music, PO Box 340, Metamora, 
MI 48455): Arty perky rock that's synthesized but not plastic. Hugh has a 
strange sense of humor that comes out delightfully on "Flap (Your Membrane 
Wings)", a sort of ode to bat hood. THere's also a number of bouncy 
instrumentals here, fast-moving stuff that doesn't stand still long enough to 
get boring. Pretty professional sounding. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

ICEPICK MAGACHINE #2 ($1 from Clawhammer Labels do Krouse, RD 
2 Box 166, New Castle, PA 16101): This is something new, a horror story 
("A Dark Night") with accompanying soundtrack. The story is pretty basic, 
with the narrator being tracked down by an unnamed Thing. Every once in 
a while you get to a big black dot, and then play the tape to hear the sound 
effects for that part. At the end of the tape there's some eerie music without 
SFX, in case you'd rather read it that way. Not too slick, but not expensive 
either. (T & M-8/MG) 

★★★★★ 

I#C*U*TV, "Get Up & Go" b/w "Temperamental Lies" ($2.50 from Tough 
Suspect Records, 419 Boylston Ave. E #2, Seattle, WA 98102): This band is 
mostly Wendi Dunlap, publisher of WOW! fanzine. Backed up with drum 
machine and her own rhythm guitar, she lays down a couple of steady and 
fun pop songs, with an appealing roughness to their simplicity. "Get Up & 
Go" is the one I like better, with its easy message of having fun and its 
danceable music. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 
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ICEHOUSE, "Great Southern Land" (Chrysalis, 645 Madison Ave., New 
York, NY 10022): Particularly strong and emphatic new wave pop/rock with 
danceable rhythms and an urgency that comes through throughout. THe 
music is very likeable, accessible and has "hit" written all over it; it stands 
shoulder to shoulder with bands such as INXS, The Fixx and even (a little 
bit) Simple Minds. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

"Idiots On The Phone" ($3 from Zadfruc Tapes, PO Box 3592, Oak Park, 
IL 60302): For a while their catalog listed this as unavailable, but they seem 
to have decided to take their chances with the law again. This is about an 
hour of recordings of prank phone calls, some to 800 numbers, some apparently 
to random folks from the phone book. There are some new ideas for harassing 
people and plenty of old ones. A choice selection of ways to pervert Al Bell's 
invention. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

INFECT, self-titled ($4 from Provocative Punk Productions, Mark Murray, 
419 Dawnridge Rd., Roseville, NJ 95678): Raucous punk rock that doesn't 
care who it pisses off. They move from the anticapitalist "Not So Mighty 
Buck: to a cover of the classic GG Allin song "Expose Yourself to Kids". 
Production value is surprisingly high for a demo tape, and the lyrics are 
pretty cool too—though some will find songs like "That's Not Funny" a bit 
extreme. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

INTENSIVE CARE, "Assault Down Memory Lane" (Fresh SOunds, PO 
Box 36, Lawrence, KS 66044): Pop with a garage-rock overlay and songwriting 
of the type more usually found in hardcore: the rage of "Song to the FBI" 
and the bullheaded determination of "True Seeker" ("Fascism's at my door 
dressed up respectably/I see through the disguise, but few will listen to me") 
don't usually go with pop riffs and syncopated guitar cuts. But it works, and 
it sounds great, with enough studio production to dress the songs up without 
losing their heart. Social responsibility for those who detest loud noises. 
(LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

MICHAEL JACKSON, "Live At Home" (PO Box 95. Sparks, NV 
89432-0095): A "concept tape", the concept being to approach live performance. 
So each one is recorded individually, and there's a bit of magnetic tape inside 
that erases the music after one playing. THe one I got was mostly guitar 
noodlings, with a bit of Christian lyricism in one spot. An interesting idea, 
but it didn't go anywhere. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

JAYWALKER, "Free Energy THrough Unconnected Coils Like Tesla & 
Reich Generators" ($5 from Tumult, PO Box 3092, Orange, CA 92665): Metallic 
punk from Switzerland, played with lots of emotion—and the main emotion 
here is anger. Lyrics are in several languages including English and Italian, 
but in general they seem to be grinding songs of opposition. The recording 
quality fluctuates a bit, but the band itself is very consistent. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE JAZZMEN, "The Real Sessions" (Death Jazz Records, PO Box 110155, 
Campbell, CA 95011-0155): Some of the best high-power guitar rock I've heard 
in a long time. With riffs and style that recall everyone from various dinosaurs 
right up to Sonic Youth, this trio plays with an energy that threatens to 
strike sparks from my headphones. Enjoyable noise. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

JONES VERY, "Words And Days" (Hawker Records, 225 Lafayette St. 
#709, New York, Ny 10012): The press release calls this melodic rock, and 
that's true, but it's not the simple gentle stuff that may make you think of. 
These melodies are cranked out on high-power guitars, while Vic Bondi's 
dense, shouted vocals blast over them. The result is sonic intricacy that 
demands to be played loud, with lots of energy. The lyrics are printed on 
the album cover, and many of them speak of the taut edge of desperation 
in modem life. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

JUNIOR LEAGUE OF AMERICA, "Easy Dinner Rolls" (PO Box 29156, 
Philadelphia, PA 19127): This group has been together less than a year but 
they're already out with a polished and good-sounding guitar rock demo. 
Fronted by Catherine Faulkner, they play classic rock, towards the pop end 
of the spectrum, with impressive vocal artistry. I really liked "Two is Two", 
a song for those not quite into not quite out of love. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

KASSAV', "Majestik Zouk" (Columbia Records, 51 W. 52nd St., New 
York, NY 10019): Zouk is a music out of Africa and the Caribbean by way 
of the French ANtilles—full of world beat rhythms but with high-tech 
dance-pop mixed in as well. The result is an exuberant blend that moves 
quickly enough to be energetic even if you can't understand any of the lyrics. 
Not as plasticized as many world beat releases, this one really seems to 
reflect a commitment to doing something different and international on the 
part of the group. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

CHARLES RICK KELLY, "Set" (PO box 11304, Dallas, TX 75223): Funky 
fuzzy smoking rock songs by this one-an show. Kelly's stuff moves quickly 
along, and the songs have a point to them, though often not much more 
than that—this is for people who grove on the instruments, not the lyrics. 
That's fine, the music works, edging smoothly from one track into the next.

(from "What I want") and the overall message that comes through is one of 
almost nihilistic cynicism. But there's enough guitar blast here that most of 
their fans probably won't even notice the words. (CD/MG)

KATHY KING, "Rubber Chicken Rides Again!" ($4.85 from 636 Louise 
Dr., Ann Arbor, MI 48103): Bouncy, poppy rock and roll that's distinguished 
by Kathy's determination to employ "the lowest of the lowest in technology 
and semi-minimal playing abilities". With equipment from flea markets and 
Toys R Us, she manages to turn out some interesting tunes—the strongest 
limits are in the low-budget recording technology. AH instrumental, most 
catchy and hummable. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

KINGS OF WYOMING, self-titled (Community 2, 438 Bedford Ave., 
Brooklyn, NY 11211): Electrified country-rock from producer Albert Garzon, 
whose dispute with now-big-name 10,000 Maniacs over some early recordings 
still makes headlines in local fanzines. Cathy Crane, ex-Clambake member, 
provices some vocals. Well-done in the Silos tradition of eloquent minimalism. 
(EP/DW) 

★★★★★ 

MARK KISSINGER, "Narcotica" ($5 from Something in the Water, PO 
Box 485, Sharon, PA 16146): Fast-paced jazz/pop fusion, with Mark providing 
all the instrumentation. Though parts sound synthetic, the label only lists 
guitar, bass and drums. Whatever the method, Mark comes up with tunes 
that draw the listener in, moving back and forth about the musical territory 
in an exploratory mode. Just as important, he knows when to stop, and so 
this release doesn't drag either. (T/MG) 


★★★★★ 

KONSTRUKTTVISTS, "The Last Moments of 1923" (Harsh Reality, PO 
Box 241661, Memphis, TN 38124-1661): Carefully constructed, slowly unfolding, 
electronic/experimental rock from England. It has substance rather than flash, 
moving from tune to tune with ease and vigor. After a while it becomes a 
sort of total sound environment, seizing control of thoughts and emotions 
for the duration of the tape. Great with headphones. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

ALGY KREBS QUARTET, "Parrots on Fire (and Other Signs of Hope)" 
($8 from Smiley Turtle Records, PO Box 840, Champaign, IL 61824-0840): 
Proof of Utah fans will love this. Touted as "avant folk", it reminds me more 
of a dark, smokey New York cafe with a headline band consisting of Tom 
Waits, Bob E>ylan and a few very drunk Lounge Lizards. Somehow, you can 
actually forgive the atrocious horn bleating and missed notes that crop up 
here and there because it makes it that much more fun to listen to. 
Recommended. (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

KUSTOM KAR KOMMANDOS, "Rollin' Up Yer Colon" (Ecto Tapes, 
5912 NW 62nd Terr, Oklahoma City, OK 73122): Fast and nasty white-boy 
rap/hiphop/rock you-name-it concoctions. They rage on just about everything, 
from "Geraldo Must Die!" to "Grainhead" (which has cruel things to say 
about their audiences' capabilities for understanding lyrics). They rip off 
everything from riffs to whole tunes on the way, having a good time while 
destroying any serious tone to music. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

LATE 4 BREAKFAST, "You Are Here" (T.O.C. Recordings, PO Box 4542, 
Arlington, VA 22204): Late 4 Breakfast's second album is full of well-executed 
and complex but standard fusion, it's easy to swallow, though, and rapper 
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Isalah Jefferson Jr. provides a necessary and innovative variation on the 
overworked jazz fusion theme. (T/DW) 

★★★★★ 

LEFT BRAIN, "Water" ($10 from Breakfast Communications Corp., PO 
Box 176, Paoli, PA 19301): Left Brain is Paul Nordquist and Amy Guskin, 
and what they produce is arrestingly beautiful pop music. From the social 
consciousness of "Greenhouse" (about the effect, not the glass building) to 
the sheer silliness of "Swamp in the Center of Town", they take a wild and 
watery look at the world in the midst of bouncing keyboards, sax, trumpet, 
and interwoven vocals. Intensely hummable music. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

LIKE RAIN, "Razorblade Shoes" (600 Queen Anne Ave. N #121, Seattle, 
WA 98109): Mark Adler and Michael Chang turn out solid rock in a 
haiminica-laden tradition that stretches from Bob Dylan to Danny and Dusty 
and beyone. Their cool playing, expressive lyrics, and generous touch of 
cynicism fit right into this universe. "Before the Turning" has great lyrics, 
though I'm damed if I know what they mean; a song for the apocalyptic 
90's. (T/MG)

LONELY TRAILER, "I know what I'm doing, but you don't think so" 
($8 from Smiley Turtle Records, PO Box 840, Champaign, IL 61824-0840): 
THree guys (Steve Burton, Brian Reedy and Tim Stephens) put together this 
unassuming and delightful pop record that belongs on your turntable if you're 
a fan of harmonies at alk Though there are instruments here, the core of 
their music is the interweaving of three voices, with somewhat silly and 
obscure lyrics. I like 'em. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

LORD UTTER, "Space Age" (Carl Howard, aT, 209-25 18 Ave., Bayside, 
NY 11360): High-tension hypersonic mostly instrumental rock. There's a sense 
of crackling energy here, of instruments about to overload and release a 
barrage of noise in one crashing, ecstatic instant. Bouncy, edgy stuff. There's 
a space theme to most of the titles, and you could think of these as songs 
to achieve escape velocity. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

LYDIA LUNCH, "Oral Fixation" (Widowspeak Productions, PO Box 1085, 
Canal St. Stn., New York, NY 10013-1085): A spoken word performance from 
Lydia, recorded live in Detroit. It's an intense rant, delving into sexual 
frustration and assault, the inequities of society, and the depths of self-loathing: 
"I hate myself and I hate eveiything else too!" she screams towards the end. 
Not for the easily shocked or those who wish to remain complacent about 
the world. Turning over the rocks of the mind to see what wriggles underneath. 
(LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

LUSH, "Scar" (4AD, 611 Broadway #311, New York, NY 10012): The 
British music press insists on comparing this four-piece to THrowing Muses, 
which does nothing to increase my opinion of the British music press. THe 
only point of similarity is their youth and originality. These tunes are swirling, 
with interwoven vocals but without the Muses' manic edge of hysteria energy. 
Instead, Lush draw you in with cautious intent, building up the song around 
you until it swells and fills the room. Post-rock with a substantial feeling. 
(EP/MC) 

★★★★★ 

MACHINE GUN, self-titled (Mu New York Records, 111 4th Ave. #5A, 
New York, NY 10003): Improvisational material that's closest to jazz in feel 
but also has some elements of punk as well as more bizarre things: John 
Richey gets credit for vocal cut-ups, apparently generated from random text 
during the recording process. Sax, drums, synths, and guitars bounce off one 
another in a constant sequence of reaction, triggered by other musicians or 
by found sounds and ambient tapes. Occasionally bombastic, often eerie, and 
a challenging but worthwhile listen. (CD/MG) 

★★★★★ 

MAP OF THE WORLD, "An Inch Equals a THousand Miles" (Atlantic 
Records, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New York, NY 10019): I guess I wasn't the 
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only one to enjoy their self-produced records, since Map Of The World are 
now signed to Atlantic. They're still producing an intelligent and well-textured 
rock, less rough-edged with the addition of some new musicians to the core 
team of Khalid and Sophia Hanafi. Should crack the college radio market 
with no trouble at all. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

MARCEL MONROE, "Love Is Not" (Certain Records, 234 5th Ave. #301, 
New York, NY 10001): Melodic rock with a sharp polish to it and lovely 
lyrics. Bob Windbiel's voice on the title track reminds me a bit of Jim Carroll 
without the drugs and the cynicism; "Love is Not" is catchy and upbeat, a 
fine song and a worthy debut. A three-piece, they have a simple but rich 
sound, filling in with solid playing rather than flash. I could play this one 
over and over again; my main regret is that there are only half a dozen 
songs here. (LP/MG)

MAX Q, self-titled (Atlantic Records, 9229 Sunset Blvd., Los Angeles, CA 
90069): This side project for INXS vocalist Michael Hutchence and Ollie Olsen 
of No proves that art can flourish in the vacuum of Top 40 radio. Max Q 
is an amazingly adept fusions of funk, dance, and Kraftwerk-inspired 
electronics. As with so many major-label releases. Max Q smacks of slick 
production, but in this case high tech benefits the sound. (T/DW) 

★★★★★ 

JAMES McMURTY, "Too Long in the Wasteland" (Columbia Records, 51 
W. 52nd St., New York, NY 10019): Roots/folk rock that sounds very much 
like a few big names—none too suiprising as John Mellencamp produced it. 
But McMurty does have a style of his own, sticking close to the small towns 
and telling relatively simple stories of men and women trying to cope with 
life, sometimes unsuccessfully. I don't think anything here is going to storm 
the world, but "Talkin' at the Texaco" and "Terry" might hang on to become 
treasured oldies some day. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE MEKONS, "The Mekons Rock'n'Roll" (A&M Records, 595 Madison 
Ave., New York, NY 10022): A breathtaking album that left me hungry for 
more—maybe this one will give this long-lasting (though mutably membered) 
group some of the recognition they deserve. Classic rock, world beat, fiddle 
music and exuberant energy combine with wild songwriting and lyrics to 
produce one damned good time. Hot tracks include "Club Mekon", "Cocaine 
Lil , and "Echo". (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

MERCENARY, "Plagues of Death" (Angel Fuentes, 650 Kendalia, San 
Antonio, TX 78221): Heavy metal from a Texas quintet, with crunchy guitars, 
standard wailing heavy metal vocals, crashing drums and pounding bass. 
Most of the songs are fast-moving and there are lots of nice arpeggio lead 
solos scattered throughout. (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

MESSANO, self-titled (Strategic do Relativity, 187-07 Henderson Ave., 
Hollis, NY 11423): Big rock that wanders the territory between Bon Jovi and 
Foghat, with metal influences, pop polish, anthemie songs, and an overall 
slightly vapid feeling. There are a few hot tracks here, but they're hot because 
they pound a refrain and a riff into your head, not because they have a 
whole lot to say. Poised for airplay. (CD/MG)

“PP 1 ® MICHAELS, demo tape ($3 from Stephen Popkin Productions, 231 
E. 29th #113, New York, NY 10016): A pair of dance-oriented pop songs

M'LUMBO, "Relaxin' With M'Lumbo" (Maitre'D Records, 70 E. 10th St. 
New York, NY 10003): Hiding behind a veil of pseudonymity, this seven-piece

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percussion—based on modem music. It's not highbrow stuff, either: the theme 
from Magnificent Seven, "The Flintstones", and "Norwegian Wood" form the 
basis of three tracks here. It all comes together much better than you could 
imagine, being both familiar and alien at once, and leading to wild musical 
dreams. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

M'LUMBO, "Plays for Young Lovers" (Maitre'D Records, 70 E. 10th St., 
New York, NY 10003): More wild tribal blues music from the mysterious 
M'Lumbo. AMong the tracks selected for reconstruction here are the Mickey 
Mouse theme, "In-a-Cadda-Da-Vita", and my favorite, the Alfred Hitchcock 
theme. This is infectious stuff, designed to draw you in, bounce you around, 
and leave you hoping for more in the future. Who are these guys? (T/MG)'

LARRY MONDELLO BAND, "Cassingle" ($3 from PO Box 451, 
Collinsville, CT 06022): Gritty & refreshing, "Slut", with its incessant drumbeat 
and detuned bass, brought to mind an Annette Funicello/Frankie Avalon 
movie gone terribly wrong. WHen Larry sings in "Bug Up My Ass", you can 
almost feel his discomfort. Sort of reminds me of a classic Rifle Sport EP 
from a few years back. (T/KG) 

★ ★★★★ 

CHRISTY MOORE, "Voyage" (Atlantic Records, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, NY 10019): Contemporary Irish folk/rock music with traditional roots, 
by one of its leading practitioners. Moore puts out darned good stuff, from 
spirited love songs (the title cut) to laments for the culture ("Missing You" 
to allusions to current events. Strong music, strong voice; a winning 
combination. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

OSKAR MORAWETZ, "Vocal WOrks" ($23.98 from Canadian Music 
Centre, 20 St. Joseph St., TOronto, ONT, M4Y 1J9, CANADA): As the title 
says, these are vocal works, in a classical mode, accompanied by piano and 
(on one track) clarinet. Each showcases a single vocalist and a single 
work from Elizabeth Barrett Browning's "Sonnets from the Portuguese" to a 
slightly altered version of Psalm 22. Morawetz makes excellent use of the 
interaction between vocalist and piano, and the texts all work well in this 
dramatic setting. The recording quality, of course, is up to the CMC's usual 
standard. (CD/MG) 

★★★★★ 

JEFFREY MORGAN, "Big Turtle" ($5 from Murray Reams, do Sound & 
Fury, PO Box 10331, Greensboro, NC 27404): Fredi ALberti (cello) and Jeffrey 
Morgan (Alto sax) seem somewhat like a lesser known version of Tom Cora 
and John Zorn. Indeed, an album by that duo might sound similar to this. 
Both have a good command of their instruments and generate good interplay 
on side one. Daniel Marque on trumpet on side two adds an interesting 
dimension to Morgan's sax. It might not be what you'd expect to hear on 
prom night, but for fans of this genre it is an entertainign listen. (T/KJ)

THE MUMBLES, "Conversation" (PO Box 8312, Wichita, KS 67208): 
Straightforward rock that's somewhere between the garage and the bar band 
level. THe A side opens up with some George Thorogood-like energy on cuts 
like "Like The SUn" and "Talk To Me". Later, with "All About Myself" and 
"Enslaved" they seem to draw back a bit, playing music better for late nights 
when you're ready to just nod off with something mildly crunchy in the 
background. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

THE MUSIC SOCIETY, "Probabilities" ($9.95 from 15 Goldberry Sq. 
Scarborough, ONT, MIC 3H6, CANADA): Ambient electronic musical 
compositions...only "compositions" is too strong a word. These songs were 
created by a computer given parameters to work within but allowed some 
randomness as well. The pieces change subtly as they proceed, each with a 
recognizable texture that's the creation of the programmer, but unfolding 
within that constraint to display new ideas and sounds. Definitely listenable 
(T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

MYSTERY HEARSAY, "Ear Gear" (Harsh Reality, PO Box 241661, 
Memphis, TN 38124-1661): Synthesized dark music that moves slowly from 
point to point, stopping only to engage in some harsh electronic processing 
from time to time. It's a nightmare soundscape, one which can be navigated 
only with fortitude and difficulty. Doesn't rise to any great heights of violence, 
but it doesn't sink into boredom either. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

STEVE AND KRISTI NEBEL, "Caught in the Balance" ($8 from Penguin 
Records, 5109 Pt. Fosdick Dr. NW #E155, Gig Harbor, WA 98335): Perhaps 
I'm jaded from too many flashy bands, but this gentle Northwest folk was 
just a bit too gentle for me. Too many of the tracks feature slow vocal 
inteiplay and understated instrumentation. A high point was "Fat Cat", a 
more jumpy political song. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

NICE STRONG ARM, "Cloud Machine E.P." (Homestead Records, PO 
Box 800, Rockville Centre, NY 11571-0800: A limited-edition blue vinyl 
numbered slab (unless you're one of us parasites, in which case you get 
boring black—does that make the black vinyl the rare edition?) of feedback, 
oildrum percussion, and the other assaultive noises that are Nice Strong Arm! 
From Austin and now NYC, they continue to crank out intense slices of 
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sound, granitic in their solidity and fury. A welcome preview of where the 
band is now, as they record their next album. (EP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

NO EMPATHY, "Freedom of Flash" ($6 from Roadkill Records, PO Box 
37, Prospect Heights, IL 60070): For a little bit these guys sound like just 
another competent hardcore band, but then they break loose and show their 
wide-ranging talents, from the country-punk title cut to the warped Ziggy 
Stardust cover to the extended arty romp through "Slaughter in the Monkey's 
Eyebrow—Cornin' Down the Night Train". Very intense music that doesn't 
let the listener get complacent for a moment, paired with intelligent lyrics 
with a positive but not sickly sweet message. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

NOISE PROMOTION COMPANY, "Catalog" (Ano Kato Records/Bebop 
Music. P.P. Germanou 19, 54622 Salonika, GREECE): Cool swirling rock music 
from a three-piece. They're doing something like evolved garage music, with 
the sensibilities of the sixties updated for the eighties. A thread of nihilism 
runs through their lyrics, with songs like "We Wanna Be Nothing" and 
"Walking Bomb"; their message is not exactly one of hearts and flowers. But 
their music packs a strong enough emotional punch to be enjoyable 
nonehteless. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

NOISE PROMOTION COMPANY, "Silence" (Ano Kato, Bebop Music, PP 
Germanou 19, 546 22 Thessaloniki, GREECE): The melodies are rousing; they 
create an impression of movement and awareness. I call it "jumpy pop rock". 
The vocals come forth in rough hewn bursts that counter the melody, while 
the lyrics are gritty, and not at all what the music would seem to indicate 
they should be. The whole effect is an interesting and listenable one. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

THE NORM, self-titled (C$8 from Dave McIntyre, 1439 Ru St. Marc #9, 
Montreal, Que., H3H 2G4, CANADA): THe Norm is Dave's solo project, and 
this tape is a 3-year old collection of his works. The songwriting is fairly 
strong, with some nasty things to say about modem civilization. THe music 
is straightforward rock, handicapped a bit by the flat production necessitated 
by home recording. Of interest as a preview of the new stuff he intends to 
release soon. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

NEIL NORMAN & BOBBY SEXTON, "Facing Destiny" (GNP Crescendo 
Records, 8400 Sunset Blvd., Hollywood, CA 90069): Highly digital rock (the 
lead guitar is the only non-keyboard instrument here) that's been processed 
and osterized down to a sort of polished slickness that, while not precisely 
unattractive, isn't very palatable either. The songwriting seems to be directed 
at producing hits rather than communicating. All in all, a pretentious release. 
(T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

NUDE SWIRL, self-titled (Maggot Productions, 358 Bordentown Ave., 
South Amby, NJ 08879): Garageadelia in the vein of the mid-eighties fflood 
of such bands that through college radio paved the way for folks like REM 
to break into pop music. Great production, catchy melodies and smooth 
playing keep things swirling throughout. (T/CER) 

★ ★★★★ 

OBLIVION GRIN, "The Prisoner" (Lyle Lyons, 36 South Rd., Mt. Marion, 
NY 12456): Gothic rock with some quick changes lurking in it, so that it 
doesn't fall into a groove and stay there. Their lyrics are indirect but definitely 
eerie, and their music a murk of guitar lines and bumed-out vocals. THe 
band also sent me their latest demo tape, including "The New Age", a look 
at the times to come that's very different from the usual sweetness and light 
muck. Idiosyncratic and habit-forming stuff. (T/MG)

THE OCEAN BLUE, self-titled (Sire Records, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, NY 10019): Gentle four-piece mellow pop stuff. Occasionally they get 
in a nice set of lyrics, as on "Vanity Fair", but most of their work fades 
away into a wash of guitars and sincere vocals. It's not bad, just not gripping. 
(LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

ONCE UPON A TIME, "I'll Take My Time" b/w "The Fall of Englantine" 
($2 from Hit City Records, PO Box 64985, Baton ROuge, LA 70896): Motor 
City flavored rock that does a pretty good job of pumping out some power 
despite a certain lack of sophistication. There are no hits here, but as a 
showcase for Tym Grabus and his guitar playing this is OK. (45/MG)

ONE TRACK MIND, "Ill Eagle Music" (D.V. Kidd, 309 Villa Terr. #A, 
San Mateo, CA 94401): An offbeat very nifty release that bears exploring. 
SOngs that seem to consist of wry observations on life and social consciousness 
are delivered in a low-brow C&W manner that's part laid-back, part detached, 
part bemused. It's all backed up by electronic music and the whole thing 
has been lightly brushed with a patina of Pink Floyd (circa "The Wall"), 
(T/CS)

THE ONLY ONES, "Live In London" (Skyclad Records, 6 Valley Brook 
Dr., Middlesex, NJ 08846): The Only Ones are a pretty standard guitar-rock 
four-piece, with rough edges from the rockabilly swamp. But there's no real 
punch here, no spark; they never take the music and push it. The result is 


a rather lackluster album, where the downbeat lyrics ("Why Don't You Kill 
Yourself" is one song here) don't really seem to mean anything. (LP/MG)

OWT, "Good as Gold" (Homestead Records, PO Box 800, Rockville Centre, 
NY 11571-0800): At first listen, this record is a horrible clashing dissonance. 
Repeated listens confirm that it's clashing dissonance, but after a while, it's 
not so bad. With Zeena Parkins on electric harp and David Linton on drums, 
and both on electronics, Owt comes up with a sort of rock jaz that is anything 
but easy-listening fusion. CHallenging, creative, chaotic and ultimately 
enjoyable. (LP/MG)

OYSTER BAND, "Ride" (Polydor, 825 Eighth Ave., New York, NY 10019): 
THis is cool. English folk-dance music that wallows through a range of styles 
from polka to disco, treating each with respect rather than the bemusement 
of punks who do the same, and creating a bunch of very listenable tunes 
in the process. Anchored by melodeon, fiddle and guitars, they go from the 
driving "New York Girls" to the mellow "This Year, Next Year" in the space 
of the album, cheerfully scattering musical conventions on the way. A fine 
example of folk-rock that isn't formulaic at all. (LP/MG)

PAJAMA SLAVE DANCERS, "Heavy Pettin' Zoo" (Restless Records, 11264 
Playa Ct., Culver City, CA 90231-3628): A very uneven album that shows 
promise. THese boys are into fast and silly music that borrows bits from 
hardcore, skate, thrash and who knows where else. On the best tracks, like 
"Dinosaur Historian Love Chant" or their cover of the Brady Bunch theme, 
it works well. But there are some clunkers, where Dave Montovani's buzzsaw 
vocals combine with sloppy playing to produce a few minutes of audio torture. 
Get it and tape the best tracks so you can skip the rest. (LP/MG)

PALE SAINTS, "Barging into The Presence of God" (4AD, 611 Broadway 
#311, New York, NY 10012): No big surprises here—the 4AD label continues 
to sign high-class bands with a sound that fits their image of English New 
Wave polish. Pale Saints go for the evocative melodies and the extended 
jams (especially on "Sight of You", a minor song perhaps puffed up perhaps 
its potential but fun nonetheless) and craft a good introduction for Anglophiles 
everywhere. (EP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

PAVEMENT SAW, "Feed/Symphony" (PO Box 4585, Santa Clara, CA 
95054-4585): "Feed" is a random collection of industrial sounds with no 
apparent rhyme or reason. "Symphony" generates some interesting textures. 
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but they are taken nowhere. Has industrial gone the way of punk? Access 
to technology/instruments is no creation of art in itself. (T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

PAVEMENT SAW, "Pleasure Machine" (PO Box 4585, Santa Clara, CA 
95054-4585): The j-card in this tape notes that the music was "generated" in 
April 1989; that seems the right verb indeed. THis is basically noise, on one 
track very basic, to the point of being mostly rhythmic static, music abstracted 
down to one of its essential features. Later on bits of synthetic sound appear, 
but the structures are kept simple and no attempt it made to relate them to 
popular music. A challenge and an experiment. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

MICHAEL PENN, "March" (RCA, 1133 Avenue of the Americas, New 
York, NY 10036-6758): Penn's music is sort of modem pop, quick-changing 
stuff (with the occasional nod back to a classic 50's sound as on "Evenfall"). 
His lyrics are the best part here; modem love and confusion, with "Brave 
New World" a definite winner: "This may not be my best day/but this ain't 
no golden age..." runs the refrain of this lament. (CD/MG) 

★★★★★ 

PGR/THESSALONIANS, "The Black Field" (Silent Records, 540 Alabama 
#315, San Francisco, CA 94110): Sounds to me like a group of artists, musicians 
and poets wandered into a construction site and have somehow managed to 
create "art" out of the various odds and ends they've found there. Spare, 
almost minimal in much of its sound, with a "late night experimental radio" 
appeal. (EP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

THE PINK FAIRIES, "Kill 'Em and Eat 'Em" (Skyclad Records, 6 Valley 
Brook Dr., Middlesex, NJ 08846): What a great release! They remind me of 
a flower power Motorhead. Combining the hip, acid-groove of the early 60's 
with the raw unadulterated power of the mid-70's and early 80's metal bands. 
And it's all done with such apparent good humor that you can't help but 
want to join in the fun. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

PLAID RETINA, "Pink Eye" ($6 from Lookout! Records, PO Box 1000, 
Laytonville, CA 95454): Much more full-bodied than the EP the same guys 
put out a while back, this one features heavy-hitting punk songs with drums, 
vocals and guitars all carrying the percussive beat into the listener's body. 
The songs here are expressions of rage, but with some hope left; they condemn 
bitterness about the system as well as the system. A real tight sound. (LP/MG)

PLATELET HEAVEN, self-titled (Buxinrut, RD1 Box 49, Frederica, DE 
19946): A mostly-solo project from Ken GLanden, who runs this tape label. 
It's sort of childishly innocent rock, very simple, without too many vocals, 
but not as insipid as much pop. It frisks around from phrase to phrase, not 
getting too hung up on song structure or making a deep point, just having 
fun in its own melodic way. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

PLECID, "Industrial Gems" ($7 from 774 Myra Way, Sa;n Francisco, CA 
94127): This one is actually somewhere on the boundary between industrial 
and experimental; while it does have its dose of static and crashing noise, 
there are also more moody, introspective tracks. Plecid plays with sounds 
from many sources, found, generated and vocal, and combines them to form 
the skeleton for new musics. Most of these cuts sound unfinished, as if they 
were too anxious to move on to the next bit of terrain, leaving shells for 
someone else to fill. Comes in a handmade cover with enigmatic photocopy 
art inside. (T/MG)

P.M. HEAT, self-titled (Englander & Keese, 912 W. MLK Blvd., Austin, 
TX 78701): A debut four-song album that sotlights a fair amount of talent 
and a lot of polish. This is dancefloor Texan rock and roll, with a few 
deliberately hard bits but plenty of attention paid to melody as well. There's 
enough folks in the^and to give it a full sound, and lyrics along the lines 
of "I Wanna Rock" to make sure it doesn't strain the dancers. (EP/MG)

POI DOG PONDERING, self-titled (Columbia Records, 51 W. 52nd St., 
New York, NY 10019): A combined re-issue of their two indie EPs, which 
should give this wild band some much deserved airplay. THeir history is as 
checkered as their music, with the band having picked up members everywhere 
between Hawaii and New York in putting together their folky, quirky, 
up-tempo rock. Accordion, violin, trumpet, whistles, marimba, guitars, 
mandolin...you name it, it's in here. The result is a stew of styles and 
influences that bubbles with tasty number like "Fact of Life", a homage to 
the great chain of being. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

POOPSHOVEL, "Opus Lengthemus" (Community 3, 438 Bedford Ave., 
Brooklyn, NY 11211): SOrta sloppy rock with occasional hints of punk and 
metal. They seem to be having a good time, putting together a gut-level 
blowout sound that richochets nicely around the room. On top of that they're 
darned funny, with tracks like "Moshra" and "Young People in Love are 
Hardly Ever Hungry". Tongue-in-cheek hardcore. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

POWER ASSAULT, "Thrash or Be THrashed" ($2.50 from Jess Larkin, 
34599 Calle Naranja, Capo, beach, CA 92624): A thrash punk demo. The 
sound is a bit muddy, but then, thrash is often a bit muddy so that's hardly 
a drawback. The lyrics are appropriately morbid ("EYes of Blood" and 
"Hijacked to Hell" are tow of the tracks here) and the guitar licks furious 
enough. But when all's said, it's hard to distinguish this from a lot of other 
bands. (T/MG)

PRODUCT NINETEEN, demo tape (Zack Judson, 1907 Ditmas Ave., 
Brooklyn, NY 11226): Hardcore with a real New York sound, echoing back 
through the ages to be reminiscent of such greats as the Dictators. These 
guys have the energy, the demeanor, and the utter disregard for such trivial 
musical conventions as melody and harmony to warm any punk's heart. The 
art of feedback is not lost. (T/MG)

PROOF OF UTAH, "Out of Order" ($8 from Smiley Turtle Records, PO 
Box 840, Champaign, IL 61824-0840): Reviewers use words like "quirky" and 
"idiosyncratic" to describe the bastardized pop of Proof of Utah—what they 
really mean is that they don't understand it, because the band refuses to 
play the usual gentle melodies. The sax and harmonica parts in particular 
seem designed to drive listeners away. On most songs, their eclectic approach 
doesn't work for me, but on a few—"I'll Make You Feel Good", "Telephone 
Blues"—they sound spectacular. (LP/MG)

PUBLIC HUMILIATION, self-titled ($3 from Goon Records &. Tapes, PO 
Box 5892, Orange, CA 92613-5892): Noisy garage rock from folks who don't 
seem to care a whole lot what their instruments sound like. This is sloppy, 
grungy stuff that gets to be quite a torment after only a few tracks. In 
addition, they swipe at least one song ("Nina Blackwood Hookup") without 
crediting it, which makes me unsure how many of these other punk gems 
they actually wrote themselves. (T/MG)

PURDINS, self-titled ($2.50 from Tumult, PO Box 3092, Orange, CA 
92665): Psychedelic electric fuzzy rock that would have benefited from better 
production but is enjoyable even in the low-budget production. I especially 
like their songwriting: "What happened to the good ole days/when I didn't 
have to think?" they ask in the lead song, "Dazzling Bag of Paint Chips". 
Good things are still coming from Seattle, where this band makes its home. 
(T/MG)

THE PSYCHEDELIC FURS, "Book of Days" (Columbia Records, 51 W. 
52nd St., New York, NY 10019): The Furs' sound is not so much psychedelic 
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as it is hard pop; droning vocals and a constantly hopping guitar line that 
doesn't seem to worry too much about what the rest of the band are up to 
are the trademarks here. They balance somewhere between annoying and 
pretty, slipping close to formula, passionless playing but still rising above on 
some cuts (like "Should God FOrget"). (LP/MG)

QUANTUM FOAM, "The Big O" (Sasquatch, PO Box 126, Milford, ME 
04461): Somewhat SubGenoid synthesizer patterns that range from dentist-drill 
annoyance repetition to decent pop, with the tedious portions kept to a 
minimum. Bits of questionable humor are interspersed in a high-school hall 
announcement style: "The AIDS patient dating service, for those with nothing 
to lose" is one of them. Not exceptionally thrilling but competent and catchy. 
(T/MG)

DAVID R., "Two Over" (1021 Duncan St., San Francisco, CA 94131): A 
two-song promo tape for a forthcoming full-length cassette. David is a 
one-man-show pop band with some range, though he stays around the mellow 
end of the spectrum. "Jack is Off" is a strange song about a denizen at the 
Bates Hotel, while "Big Wind" is more wistful, easy, and nicely mixed. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

RADIO VOID #9 ($6 from PO Box 5983, Providence, RI 02903): Few zines 
can successfully make the transition to tape, but this litmag has done it. In 
a mix of poetry, prose, playlets and music, they display the same wide-ranging 
creativity that makes their print issues fun. Check out the song "Womens' 
Prison Movies Obligatory Shower Scenes" and its compliments to late night 
TV, or the strangely looping drama piece "Degraded, Like Me—an excerpt 
from a play which does not exist". There's lots more here too, 90 minutes 
in all. (T/MG)

MURRRAY REAMS, "Soap Opera" ($5 from SOund and Fury c/o M. 
Reams, PO Box 10331, Greensboro, NC 27404): Proof positive that music truly 
is in the ear of the beholder. Noise, noise, noise, electronic sounds, sounds 
of nature, drips of this and drabbles of that. It didn't appeal to me, but one 
man's symphony is another man's cacophony. Comes with its own bar of 
soap. (T/CS)

by the lyrics on "Blow One Up For Me Baby" (a sort of anarchist love song), 
but I enjoyed the bouncy instrumentals and other cuts here as well. Comes 
with a hand-colored label and j-card. (T/MG)

JOE SATRIANI, "Big Bad Moon" and "Flying in a Blue Dream" (Relativity, 
187-07 Henderson Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): "Big Bad Moon" is a promo CD 
single from the album, and a nice introduction to the whole thing. Joe, who 
has hands that make a guitar a deadly but pleasurable weapon, produces a 
full-bodied rock, a bit reminiscent of The Band but harder and crisper around 
the edges. Amazingly enough, he does all the guitars, bass, harmonica, 
keyboard and vocal tracks himself, leaving only the percussion to Jeff Campitelli 
and the sitar to John Cuniberti. Pretty impressive way to spend an hour. 
(CDS A LP/MG)

ANDREW SAVAGE, "The Lamb" (81 Castlerigg Dr., Burnley, Lancs., 
UK): A new cassette single from the smoldering remains of the Cucumber 
Sandwiches. "The Lamb" is his deranged attempt at a Christmas song; the 
reverse has two tracks including "Why I Like Sheep". THe music is insipid 
pop of the type produced by those wonderful Casio keyboards and the 
delivery tends towards the wooden. It's a wonder what some people put 
out. (T/MG)

SAVAGE REPUBLIC, "I Married THurston" (Screaming Intelligentsia 
Records, 3025 Plaza Blvd., National City, CA 92050): Hot live pounding, well, 
savage rock from Bruce Licher and company. THe A side came from the final 
Gilman Street show, the B from Pyramid Club in NYC and a few other 
places. Heavy rolling thunderous tracks ricochet off the walls and lodge in 
your brain. "Jamahiriya", "So It Is Written" and "Tabula Rasa" seem to 
resonate to some sort of modem steel and glory mythos. (T/MG)

REBEL POETS, "Worlds Made Flesh" (Revolutionary Records, PO Box 
1821, San Francisco, CA 94101): 75 minutes of socially-conscious poetry (plus 
occasional smile breaks, like "Pastaman") with wild tribal jamming behind it. 
Topics range from homelessness to South Africa to the need for revolution 
to the lousy conditions for minorities in this country. Inspiring and uplifting 
as well as a call for action. (T/MG)

SCARLET DROPS, "Poor FLowers" b/w "You Know My Name" & "Let 
Me Feel" (PO Box 15983, Merivale Depot, Nepean, ONT, K2C 3S8, CANADA): 
A three-piece (plus a guest guitarist) psychedelic-sounding garage band without 
too much punch. THe difficulty may be in the mix; I suspect some of the 
fuzziness that I heard was not intentional (if it was all intentional, then it 
was Too Much). Sounds sincere, but that's not good enough. (45/MG)

THE RECKONING, "Immoral Majority" (208 Elm St., Elmira, NY 14901): 
A three-piece group that leans towards power metal, although some of their 
songs have a more contemplative rock-epic sort of lead in. There's a lot of 
religion-related music on this tape, including the title cut and "Original Sin". 
Not bad for a self-produced demo. (T/MG)

REYNOLD, "Apple Pie" ($6 from Reynold/Rephi, 8605 Windward Cir., 
Eden Prairie, MN 55344): Light pop with some tracks tending towards a sort 
of jazzy fusion. Reynold's got a sardonic take on things, best seen in his 
"Christmas Letter" track, a nice parody of the end of the year ritual of 
keeping in touch. Catchy narratives and clever tunes combine to make this 
an enjoyable 4-song release. (T/MG)

PAWNEE RIBBER, "Cacaphony" (PO Box 255, Monticello, NY 12701):

RIbber takes material from 
talk shows, old movies, outdated songs (including some really amazing 
rightwing folk music), advertisements and who knows what else and puts it 
together into a sort of media stew.

KEN RUBENSTEIN, "The CHoreographed Stability of American Hardware"

soundtrack as the sometimes disjointed music suits the title just fine. 
Rubenstein's music flows rather well at times as his keyboards ebb with a 
pulsating beat. Must have made for an interesting night out. (T/KJ)

THE RUDY SCHWARTZ PROJECT, "Bowling For Appliances" (Joe 
Newman, 5404 Ave. F, Austin, TX 78751): Joe (who jis pretty much a one-man 
band, with a few friends adding guitar and vocals on selected tracks) is a 
musical chameleon. He moves easily from crooning to punk, and along the 
way he makes fun of all sorts of things. "Lynyrd Skynyrd Memorial Tractor 
Pull", for example, punctures the bubble of bloated rock; "Ben" is an ode to 
a rat; while "Protect And Serve" goes after the cops. Not for the easily 
offended or highly religious, but full of laughs for most others. (T/MG)

SACRIFICE CHOIR (S.M.T. Productions, 3447 18th St. No.3, San Francisco, 
CA 94110): Well-produced music, great, expressive female vocals about fairly

SECOND CHANCE, "First" ($3 from Pig-Dog Records, PO Box 3603, 
Lawrence, KS 66046): Pretty straightforward punk, a bit heavy on the guitars 
and with tighter playing than is often displayed by new bands. It's nice to 
see them doing a disarmament song, as well as one plugging freedom in 
general ("Puppet"). I doubt this will get played at antiwar rallies but perhaps 
it can help form some common ground between parts of the progressive 
community. (EP/MG)

SEX CLARK FIVE, "Battle Of" (Blood Money, PO Box 30084, Philadelphia, 
PA 19103): These guys are still playing their quick-change "strum & drum" 
bizarre brand of pop. The problem with a SC5 song is not so much carrying 
the tune as catching it: by the time you figure out what groove the band's 
in, they've moved on to something else. Some of this has a big ballady 
sound, otht: parts are jittery and fragmented. Never boring, though sometimes 
rather jagged to enjoy. Their taste is pretty strange, too, as in "The 
Wehrmacht's Lament": "We Could have won/But it was cold". Guess it comes 
of living near all those rocket scientists in Huntsville. (LP/MG)

PAUL SHAFFER, "Gold COast" (Capitol, 1750 N. Vine St., Hollywood, 
CA 90028-5274): Despite a high veneer of show-biz gloss, "Coast to Coast" 
grooves with a wicked sense of fun and a baaad rhythmic vibe. It's a concept 
album of sorts, with Shaffer and numerous musical personalities trekking 
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across the country and back to puck up the musical influences (read: different 
kinds of funk) in different cities. He's joined by such luminaries as George 
Clinton, Valerie Simpson, Koko Taylor, K.C., Allen Toussaint, and the Fresh 
Prince. THink of this as one big musical party in which you've managed to 
slide in through the back door. (LP/CS)

SHELLEYAN ORPHAN, "Century Flower" (Columbia Records, 51 W. 52nd 
St., New York, NY 10019): THis is real mellow rock, or at least it's got sort 
of rock rhythms and lyrics, but the most obvious part of the music is the 
classical string instruments. These are combined with electric guitar and vocal 
harmonies to make a very sincere sound, an exploration of what can be done 
with a little care and love. THe lyrics tend to be wistful, simple, almost 
nonessential to the sea of music thus created. Relaxing. (LP/MG)

SHOOTING STAR, "Touch Me Tonight: The Best of Shooting Star" 
(Enigma, PO Box 3628, CUlver City, CA 90231-3628): This sounds like early-80's 
arena rock—because that's precisely what it is. Shooting Star enjoyed some 
success before they broke up in 1985, and now they're back together again. 
THis tape includes a lot of classics, plus the title track, which is new, with 
a big and slick sound reminiscent of Kansas or Boston. Sure to get airplay.

THE SICILIAN VESPERS, "Hee Haw" (Profile Records, 740 Broadway, 
New York, NY 10003): A twelve-inch single with two mixes of the title song 
plus a second cut, "I Need A Clone". THe music is boisterous, but after a 
while having the same lyrics repeated over and over in a high-pitched cartoon 
character sampled voice while a machine-perfect dance beat is shoved down 
your throat gets a little old. (EP/MC)

KEN SIEGERT, demo tape (PO Box 578, Cambridge, MA 02140): Bouncy 
pop music, heavy on the keyboards, with an intricate structure which seems 
the antithesis of a lot of modem radio garbage. I'm reminded instead of 
dance hall music, or some of the Beatles' lighter numbers, or other pop which 
maintains a brightness and verve without sounding stupid. I'd like to hear 
more from Ken. (T/MC)

SILKWORM, "Girl Harbrr" (412 E. Spruce #2, Missoula, MT 59802): Dark 
and moody three-piece rock from Montana, a land without many FF 


subscribers. Other critics have been quick to find influences here, and indeed 
they do have the sound of some of the big names in indie music. But they 
add their own brand of mania to the slow-paced music and tortured vocals, 
and it's obvious they're not just Mission of Burma or Nice Strong Arm 
copycats. An eerie experience. (T/MG)

SINISTER REACTION, "Private Wars" ($6 from Mr. Sandy Kane, PO Box 
85, Landenberg, PA 19350): Gloomy technomusic with an assaultive ambience 
about it. The music here relies on slow-paced rhythms, growly vocals, and 
various synthetic noises mixed with everyday samples to achieve an effect of 
profound unease. Not so much songs as performances, the five pieces here 
are enough to turn the brightest day black and scary. (EP/MG)

SIX FEET UNDER, "Spaghetti Face" (Anthrax Records, 25 Perry Ave., 
Norwalk, CT 06850): Ska-based pop reminiscent of classic Madness. They do 
have some range, though, getting off into dirges or rock from time to time. 
Still, it does center around nutty songs ("Zarkon: King of the Mutant Fly 
People" is my favorite) and mellow horn-playing, so the comparison is 
inescapable.

SMOKIN' DAVE AND THE PREMO DOPES, "Too Many Years in the 
Circus..."(Stegosaurus Records, PO Box 8190, Knoxville, TN 37996-4800): Rock 
music flavored with a small dose of Southern influence and a large chunk 
of wild humor. "John Cougar Visits the Real World" and "The Last Elvis 
Song" (in which the King begs us to finally let him alone) set the tone for 
this record, a 13-song romp over the heads of musical icons. THere's some 
political satire as well, and a manic intensity to their playing. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

SMOLDERING REMAINS, "I Stepped Off the Curb and Got Hit By A 
Bus" (2923 N. Sheridan Rd., Peoria, IL 61604): I like to call this sort of stuff 
"funcore", this band , has some things to say, and are confident enough to 
use humor and fun instrumentation to do it. "Fat Albert" is funny even if 
you haven't read the lyric sheet (included) yet, with a bouncy bass line "hey 
hey hey" here and there. The music is a great core sound—definitely a tape 
to make sure you've got a copy of, and the liner notes say they're cheap, 
so I hope I might get to see them live some time. (T/CER) 

★ ★★★★ 
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SNAKE NATION, self-titled (Caroline Records, 114 W. 26th St., New 
York, NY 10001): Well, this group consists of two folks from Corrosion of 
COnformity plus punk rock comics artist Brian Walsby. But that all-star lineage 
doesn't change the fact that it's basically bloated guitar rock, with a few 
hardcore riffs but mostly a lot of aimless wandering about. It pretty much 
sounds like the band knows it's not going to tour and so doesn't really care 
what ends up on vinyl; there's no sense of energy here. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

SOCKEYE, "Your Mother Downey, Jr." ($2 from Dave, PO Box 2413, 
Stow, OH 44224): Grungy, horrid, but mind you, humorous, noise from this 
heartlands trio. Fun lyrics about people we all have to deal with, as in "Don't 
Fuck With Foghat" and "Slam Dunk Your Ass". Sockeye wax philosophical 
on "These Are The THings I Am", and do some no-nonsense aggressive 
self-promotion on "Sockeye Your Tune". (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

SOFA HEAD, "1127 Walnut Ave." ($8 from Profane Existence Records, 
PO Box 8722, Minneapolis, MN 55408): This debut LP apparently had a 
previous release in England but this is the first time it's been available over 
here. Sofa Head are a terribly sincere four-piece that play a sort of loud, 
fast, sloppy, treble-rich punk music, with Claire and Wal trading off vocals 
in a way that's sometime reminiscent of rap. They're almost painfully worried 
about the world, with lyrics that address everything from roughness in the 
pit to acid rain. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

SONIC DISRUPTION, "Full Metal Basket" (South East Records, PO Box 
3031, Iowa City, IA 52274): THis is the kind of band I usually expect to find 
on SST. Very creative use of heavy punky rock music with a grunge and a 
groove. I just wish there were more than just this little release. (EP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

SOUL BROTHERS, "Three Hour Tour" (Scheming Intelligentsia Records, 
3025 Plaza Blvd., National City, CA 92050): Like a sponge. Soul Brothers 
have absorbed all there is to be had in electronic music and hip pop culture. 
Once it's all assimilated they squeeze out a consistent stream of quirky rhythm 
music much like a cross between Pop Will Eat Itself and Wire. There's 
something happening around every comer, which keeps the listener on his/her 
toes. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

SOUNDGARDEN, "Louder Than Love" (A&M Records, 595 Madison 
Ave., New York, NY 10022): After five years with Sub Pop and SST, 
Soundgarden have their first major label album out (which has been promptly 
slapped with an "Explicit Lyrics Parental Advisory" sticker). I don't know 
why they bothered to warn parents; you can't hear 80% of the lyrics over 
the blasting guitars—not that it matters. This is music to crank up loud and 
groove on, head between the speakers, while your neighbors call the cops 
and your dogs howl. An energizing experience of psychedelic power rock. 
(LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

SOUND OF MY OWN VOICE, self-titled (500 Greenwood PI., Syracuse, 
NY 13210): I guess you might call this pop grunge. They're not an especially 
tight band, but they seem to be having a heck of a good time, moving from 
dark sonic noise numbers to lighter, guitar-bashing rockers. Overall more 
energy than musicianship here, but that never stopped a lot of other successful 
bands. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

SPECIAL ED, "When it Rains it Foams" (Cubist Productions, 3408 Juliet 
St., Pittsburgh, PA 15213): Perhaps the best word for this band is 
"inconsistent". They play everything from thrash punk to bitched-up seventies 
covers ("Stayin' Alive") to death-rocker dirges. Lots of silly humor runs through 
here—songs like "Mr. Snail" and "Eatin Moldy Vitamin" are rampant. But 
it's hard to get too focused on the record when it keeps skidding across the 
musical map. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

"Spiritual Classics Audio Cassette Sampler" ($1.50 from Audio Literature, 
325 Corey Way #112, South San Fancisco, CA 94080-6706): Tantalizing snippets 
of great philosophical and spiritual works, read by folks like Peter Coyote, 
Ellen Burstyn, and even John Cleese, They range from Rumi to Buddha to 
CS Lewis, and make for excellent driving companions; who can stay mad at 
other drivers with this on? And it even turned me on to a neat work I didn't 
know about before (Arkin's "The Lemming Condition"). A good sampler of 
their wares, which comes with a catalog so you can order the full tapes. 
(T/MG) SPIT, "You Would if You Loved Me" ($8 from NTS, 742 Paper Mill 
Rd., Newark, DE 19711): Raucous guitar-based rock that deserves its "X-rated 
lyrics" warning sticker. This guy SPit seems to fancy himself a sort of white 
rapper, and he turns out some pretty hilarious stuff. I was especially impressed 
by "Boss", a portrayal of the rotten side of work, though "Road Pizza" is 
right up (or down) there too. Not for your little brother, but you might like 
it yourself. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

SQUIDBELLY PHLEGHMFOOT AND THE PLUG UGLIES, "Mass Murder 
101" (Private Studios, PO Box 531, Wyandotte, MI 48192): A batch of music 
about various unsavory people, plus a bonus track ("Big Iron Door") written 
by CHarles Manson. The strongest cut here is "Albert Fish", the tale of the 
famous cannibal set to a bizarrely altered calliope beat, that hangs almost 


palpably in the air to haunt you for hours after a few plays. Compelling 
sickness, with a few satirical l%A's thrown in for good measure. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

STAR STAR, "Go Go Girls In Love" (Dragster Records, 163 Amsterdam 
Ave. #214, New York, NY 10023): Is there such a thing as bubblegum punk? 
If so, this is it. These guys seem to be aiming their music at the stage, in 
fact a stage surrounded by young girls (not women—the sexism level here 
is pretty high). Flashy and metallic in some spots, undeniably energetic in 
others, but an empty experience when it comes time to add it all up. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

RUSS STEDMAN, "Translation Snakes" ($3 from 311 1/2 N. Main #301, 
Mitchell, SD 57301): This one-man band seems to have a split personality. 
Russ starts out with some gentle, mellow, slow-moving sonic explorations. 
But by the end of the second side he's producing rock blowouts (with a 
detour by way of a swamp full of ten thousand frogs) that take your breath 
away. Living in South Dakota must give him plenty of time to think of new 
things to record. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

STRAFE FUR REBELLION, "Vogel" ($20 CASH from Touch, 13 Osward 
Road, London SW17 7SS, UK; 2 IRCs for catalog): 15 tracks of audio collage 
from this German group. They use all manner of things in creating their 
compositions: geese, people's voices, wind chimes, Stuka dive-bombers (I 
presume recorded, though they don't say), fighting cats, water, choirs, pianos 
dragged across the floor...and that's just a few of the dozens of sound sources 
listed here. The result is eerie, disturbing, brutal in spots and beautiful in 
others. A sincere attempt to extend the boundaries of music to encompass 
the whole audio world. (CD/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

STRAW DOGS, "Man In The High Tower" b/w "Do or Die" (Gawdawful 
Records, PO Box 1331, Cambridge, MA 02238): There are still some bands 
putting out good old-fashioned hard-edged rock and roll, not this modem 
punk and metal and hardcore stuff. Straw Dogs is one of them. The two 
cuts here do a lot to display the guitar -skills of this five piece, as well as 
Steve Grimes "We may be screwed but you're gonna get screwed to" defiant 
songwriting. (45/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

STRIPMINERS, "Divorce Yourself" (Community 3, 438 Bedford Aye., 
Brooklyn, NY 11211): Psyche-abrading music, dark and sloppy, depending 
heavily on minor key guitar interlacings and growl/shouted vocals. Some of 
the same dark and gloomy feeling as the Honeymoon Killers, but with an 
even rawer edge.(LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

THE SUB DUDES, self-titled (Atlantic Records, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, NY 10019): Generally amiable rhythmic pop that sounds like the Hooters 
crossed with Stevie Wynwood by way of New Orleans. Though they need 
to develop a stronger sense of their sound and a more deft use of the 
down-home southern rock blues rhythms (everything is a little too pat, a 
little too slick), there is something there that makes you wish they'd really 
let down their hair and swing like you sense they can. (LP/CS) 

★★★★★ 

SYNESTHESIA, self-titled (175 Margaret Rd., Amherst, NY 14226): Mellow 
folky rock sort of reminiscent of the Grateful Dead in their less manic moods. 
While there are a few low points (is the title "Cocaine Hookers" completely 
gratuitous?), there are plenty of high ones, from fusion-soaked instrumentals 
to "Cardboard City", an eerie and touching song about homelessness. THe 
20-minute "Finalize the Call" gets a bit tedious in its wandering, but with a 
bit of discipline, these guys could go far. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

TEENAGE DEPRESSION, "Skank or Die" ($3 from David Ross, 350A 
Lafayette Rd. #3C, Metuchen, NJ 08840): Made about five years ago, this is 
hardcore sound and pace (9 songs on one 7") with some rather silly lyrics—see, 
for example, the SubGenoid "False Jesii, Part 1". Other hits include "Anarchy 
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is for Assholes" and "Reagan's Gestapo". Pretty much a parody of the punk 
stereotype. (EP/MC) 

★★★★★ 

tentatively, a convenience, "November 21 '87EV to April 16 '89EV" 
(Widemouth Tapes, PO Box 382 CR, Baltimore, MD 21203; catalog for SASE): 
This will be more accessible than most of tent's stuff to many of you, consisting 
mainly of noise/jazz/industrial/whatever improvisational musk. Recorded in a 
wide variety of settings and with a galaxy of participants, nevertheless the 
sheer primal chaotk energy that characterizes many of tent's works comes 
through quite clearly. At times almost soothing in its mank approach to 
killing musk. (T/MC) 

★★★★★ 

THE TINKLERS, "Casserole" (Shimmy-Disc, JAF Box 1187, New York, 
NY 10116): This musk is almost a joke, played on homemade percussion and 
rubber band instrumentation, with most of the tune carried by the voices of 
Charles Brohawn and CHris Mason. But the songs...well, they do neat things 
about life and the world and what's wrong with it, mostly short and to the 
point, with a few hopeful bits (like '"Simple Song of Simple Faith") thrown 
in to keep it from getting too depressing. Their ode "Noiman Meyer" is a 
fitting remembrance for a somewhat unique anti-nuke activist. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

TOAD THE WET SPROCKET, "Bread and Circus" (Columbia Records, 
51 W. 52nd St., New York, NY 10019): Rkh and mellow pop/rock from the 
central coast of California. This is a band into substance rather than flash, 
although they are certainly capable of weaving gripping melodies. THe 
songwriting is sort of misty, looking at some of the lousy parts of the world 
but still coming up with a shred or two of hope. Relaxing and pleasant. 


TORN MEMORY, "The Immigration in Time" ($ITORN MEMORY(Cari 
Howard, aT, 209-25 18 Ave., Bayside, NY 11360): This one is more mainstream 
than many of the aT releases, being mostly gothic rock with a heavy keyboard 
component, lots of slow fades and eerie sounds. The lead track of the B 
side, "A windows view", is something like GOthic/New Age fusion, a 
combination sure to confuse many listeners, but I thought it was a nke effect. 
It's nke to have this available. (T/MG)

TOXIC PASTA, "Just Like Mama Used To Make"($4 from Duncan 
Dunscombe, Bennington College, Bennington, VT 05201): A collection of 
mostly-original pop with some charm to it, though a bit rough around the 
edges. Some of the tracks here remind me a bit of the Monkees and even

TRIPTIC OF A PASTEL FERN, "Despite Transcience" (2400 Common¬ 
wealth, Alexandria, VA 22301): Side one had a misty, melancholy ambience 
to it that disguised much of the repetitiveness. But by side two I had had 
enough. The rhythmk beat was merciless and became almost tortuous as the 
tape wound to an end. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

THE TROUBLE WITH LARRY "No Man's Land" ($3.50 from Good Kitty 
Records and Tapes, 201-A N. Davis Ave., Rkhmond, VA 23220): Fun, fuzzy 
punk musk with thoughtful, funny lyrics and and exellent vocals. Well played 
garage-sound with an upbeat, jumpy feel. (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

TRUE RUMOR, "Knee Deep in Circumstance" (PO Box 2783, Church St. 
Stn., New York, NY 10008-2783): A CD-only release that showcases this 
band's mix of rootsish rock and social conscience. They can rock out, but 
they can also get serious, as on "Open Your Eyes", an indictment of the 
whole silly-assed system. These guys have been doing well on the NY/NJ 
club scene and it's pretty obvious why; their musk makes you want to get 
up and dance. (CD/MG)

TWO GUYS (WITH BIG DICKS), "Two Guys (With Big Dkks) And a 
Baby" ($3 from Johnson, PO Box 811, Tawas City, MI 48764): Painfully ugly 
garage rock from a couple of guys who find singing about genitals to be the 
height of art. Actually, "singing" is far too strong a word; even "screaming" 
is charitable. Unique, and will probably remain so. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Beyond the Valley of the Granola Fields" (Small Tools 
Tradition, PO Box 8005, Suite 239, Boulder, CO 80306-8005): This one bills 
itself as "The Musk of Boulder Colorado"—which makes me wonder just 
what's in the water there. Crazy electronk rock, screaming fits, obscure 
experimentalism and a sort of creeping industrial sound characterize much of 
the work on this tape. Jim Barfart's "Blessed Granola" is a groupthink rant; 
Little Fyodor contributes some cracked poetry; the Iceplants do whatever it 
is that they normally do. Also tracks by Naram Sin, Miracle, Black Cabbage 
and others. (T/MG)

Various Artists, "Charlie Manson Street" (M.D. Records, 737 33rd Ave., 
Seattle, WA 98122): A collection of four nasty bands from Texas. There are 
similarities here to the NY scum rock scene—lack of concern for musk, shock 
lyrics—but there's even less of a traditional hardcore sound. The most 
aggressive group here is Queen Penis, whose cut "Degenerate" is liable to 
offend many politically correct folks. Ed Hall also turns in a credible amount 
of noise, and The IV League and Squat THrust mix in a bit of performance 
art. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Creme de la Scheme" (Scheming Intelligentsia Records, 
3025 Plaza Blvd., National City, CA 92050): This is the first, but hopefully 
not the sole, compilation from Scheming Intelligentsia. Miniature's post-punk 
mingles with Thyroid Mom's industrial beatings. Outstanding cuts include 
Irene Liberatore's spoken version of "We can Work it Out/Gomorrah", whkh 
has a lovely near-hysteria quality to it. A stellar guide to the San Diego/Los 
Angeles underground scene. (T/DW) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Dog Plasma" (Bonehead Records, 630 Stoddard, East 
Lansing, MI 48823): A 7" compilation of some current faces around the 
Lansing scene—although if this is really what you're likely to hear at a party 
there. I'll take Detroit. Not that the music is bad, but it's mostly aggressive, 
loud, and played by people who seem to think their instruments are designed 
to kill small animals. Contributors include Just Say No, SNake River, and 
Gone Dog. (EP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Don't Give to Beggars" ($4 from Mosh Frog Productions, 
P.O. Box 461, Bellflower, CA 90706): This is a compilation tape of mostly 
hardcore bands of varius talents and recording quality. The tape is long and 
the selection quite diverse, with all manner of attitudes ranging from angry 
to political to funny The tape comes with a booklet with some graphics and 
the song lyrics. (T/CER) 

★ ★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Everybody's Famous Series Sampler #1" (Baby Faze 
Records 6c Tapes, PO Box 4264, San Francisco, CA 94101): A compilation 
with no promo material and no thematic unity, but a few good cuts. These 
include a decent though overlong track from Youth in Asia, an edited Big 
City Orchestra tune, and World Entertainment War's techno-pop "Television- 
ary". Mostly unknowns, and mostly destined to stay that way. (T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Footprints of God Part II" ($3 from Tulpa, PO Box 860, 
Wlllimantic, CT 06226): A four band compilation release. Sone one is hollow, 
fuzzy, grungy hardcore, brief and to the point. Song two is like a marching 
band parade of the damned. Song three is a jangly pop rock song with hazy 
nasal vocals that's part 60's part 80's. And song four is an offbeat, plaintive 
sort of enjoyable pop ditty. (EP/CS)

THe opening cut by Suckdog displays some glimmer of interest, but it gets 
lost in their usual slapdash playing, while Peach of Immortality's contribution 
is completely unmemorable. Monster Magnet's "Tab", though, makes up for 
this with an epic-length jam, guitars that grind your mind to dust, and a 
refusal to stop short of total meltdown. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Live at the Knitting Factory, Volume 2" (A&M, 595 
Madison Ave., New York, NY 10022): A set of performances captured at the 
Knitting Factory, a sort of avant-garde New York City club. They tend to be 
largely improvisational musings, with few if any vocals. It's interesting in 
spots, though largely pretty tame, and it seems somewhat self-conscious as 
well—as if these artists knew they were supposed to be breaking new ground, 
and do so, whether they have any spirit for it or not. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Meridians 2" ($10 CASH from Touch, 13 Osward Road, 
London, SW17 7SS, UK): A collection of mostly-instrumental pieces with a 
truly worldwide sound. They range from chants to a version of the Star 
Spangled Banner on automobile horns, from jazzy to ambient, peaceful to 
perky. As with all the Touch products, the quality is excellent and the 
packaging fascinating. This one comes in a transparent envelope with a 
number of colorful cards, with news stories, photographs, drawings, short 
stories and more on them—almost a Tarot for the modem musician. About 
the only thing I can compare it (for looks) with domestically are some of the 
Savage Republic works. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Moods for Misty Evenings" (Fourfivefivetenthst, 455 10th 
St., San Francisco, CA 94103): A collection of experimental music with mostly 
gentle, new age ambiences to them, though there are some harder chunks. 
I enjoyed Michael Richard's somewhat tentative piano pieces and Steve 
Goodfriend's cyclical "Agents of Persuasion". Pretty well off in its own musical 
territory, with few links to the mainstream. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "The Netherlands" (Harsh Reality Music, PO Box 241661, 
Memphis, TN 38124-1661): A collection of fairly interesting songs, most of 
them very experimental, a good many leaning towards the realm of background 
noise. I liked Y Create's "Life In A Day" and Gorgonzola Legs' "The 
Performance", a drifty piece about existential angst—a man can't get to the 
balcony in time to see a girl he's wanted to meet all his life because the 
performance is about to begin. (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "NY Scum Rock—Live at CBGB!" (ROIR, 611 Broadway 
#411, New york, NY 10012): A great collection of bands mostly from the 
lower east side that has always been the heart of CBGB. Mykel Board has 
produced a good collection of bands that play fast, loud, and fun. Don't look 
for politics in the music of "Fastlant and More McNuggets" or "Traci Lords' 
Ex-Lovers", just somewhat unpolished arrangements and lots of enthusiasm. 
(T/KJ) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Optical Musics, Vol. 1" (Optical Musics, Agiou Nikolaou 
51, Volos 38221, GREECE): A collection of music and stranger things from a 
variety of shifting arrangements of people. These include a few tracks of sort 
of traditional ballad/guitar music and quite a bit of more experimental stuff. 
THe overall tone is quite light, with strange rhythms and curious vocals but 
no attempt to drown the listener in sound. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Perimeter Records Christmas '89 Compilation" (Perimeter 
Records, PO Box 28882, Atlanta, GA 30358-0882): Well, this year we manage 
to get this reviewed in the right issue, and the annual Xmas mayhem from 
Perimeter is stranger than ever. From electronic manipulations to SOnic 
Youthish guitar mayhem, these folks manage to destroy the holiday spirit. 
Tracks include "Is Santa Satan?" and the ethereal eerie electronic "4AM 
Christmas Morning". (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Pop Collection 1" ($5.50 from Jan Bruun, Hypertonia 
World Enterprises, PO Box 4307, N-5008 Bergen, NORWAY): A delightful 
collection of international pop. Denmark's Bravo Dalton lead off with some 
very polished numbers. James Hill comes in later with some raunch pop from 
the states and the Flatmates do some good live music. 30 cuts in all, including 
material from lord Litter and Hermanos Guzanos. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Weed Sampler 3" (Winfred Pickart,. Breitenbend 34, 516 
DOren, WEST GERMANY): Most compilation tapes have an overall theme; 
this is one of the exceptions. With tracks from 23 bands from at least half 
a dozen countries, it runs from pure rock to experimental assaults to jazz to 
mellow bar music to poppy dancefloor stuff. Contact addresses are provided 
for each band, in case you do hear something you like. (T/MG)

Various Artists, "Who's Laughing Now?" ($5.50 from J.R. Bruun, 
Hypertonia World Enterprises, Heiryggen 2, N-8614, Ytteren, Norway): A truly 
creepy compilation chock full of wierd bands doing all sorts of scary (and 


sometimes kinda gross) things, like a dirgey Norwegian tune called "Chtulhu". 
The selections alternate between spine-tinglingly wierd sounds and utterances 
to haunting and pretty keyboard pieces. I've been playing this over and over 
and it's definately a must-have if you like thought-provoking work. (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Xmas Tunes" ($5.50 from Jan Bruun, Hypertonia World 
Enterprises, PO Box 4307, N-5008 Bergen, NORWAY): An international comp 
tape of mostly pop, though it runs from the traditional choral arrangements 
of Leisure Sisters to the usual abrasive garbage from Costes. There's the 
expected number of silly and offensive songs ("Cook Your Cat for Christmas", 
"Christmas Means Wanking") but there are also a few things on here that 
your mother might appreciate. Traditional and new tunes are all featured. 
(T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Your Silence Will Not Protect You" (Maya Music Group, 
341 Military Trail, #43, West Hill, Ontario Canada M1E 4E4): The poetry and 
music on this cassette interplay the cultural history and political oppression 
of Black and Native American peoples. Although the tape is informative, it 
is really the artful presentation that'll grab you. Traditional percussion rhythms 
back-up the challenging oral work.—"Christopher Columbus" by Afua Cooper 
should be played in school 'round the nation. (90 min)(pj) 

★★★★★ 

Various Artists, "Zombie Stomp" (Cellar Productions, 11 Wemer Rd., 
Greenville, PA 16125): Though the production was often tinny and uneven, 
the intent never wavered. Rough and Tumble, grungy hardcore rock music 
that come through in short bursts of aggressive energy: nine bands' material 
crammed into one side of a cassette tape. They were all very similar, though 
some presented the style with humor, while others opted for a very serious 
attitude. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

THE VELVET SWINES, "Secret Swines" (PO Box L-804, Langhome, PA 
19047): Experimental Industrial Noise. Lots of swirly, spacy noise that seems 
to change in complexity each time you start getting used to it. A few long 
and repetitive patches here and there, but generally interesting listening. 
(T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

VIDNA OBMANA & PBK, "Compositions" (PBK Recordings, 115 W. 33rd, 
San Bernardino, CA 92405): Much of this electronic tape struck me as prologue: 
waves of majestic sound which seemed poised to break into faster themes 
but instead led into other waves of majestic sound. After a while I found 
this made me very edgy. In tone, the music reminds me a bit of the acid-trip 
sequence in 2001, though there are no vocals here. Ponderous and intense. 
(T/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

VOCIFEROUS MUTES/CHAMELEON C3RCUS/QUAYLE self-titled (Esync 
Ocular Interchange, PO Box 380621, Miami Beach, FL 33238): Substantial 
music from three different art/electronic bands, with 16 tracks in all thanks 
to the magic of digital music. VM play off of religious rants to fuel their 
own jittery and industrial-flavored music. Quayle puts together extended- 
seeming jams, dark with synthesized progressions and ominous vocals. CC 
seem the closest to the mainstream, but even here, as with the tune "Sharon 
is Dead", things are twisted. Overall, a dark but fascinating disc. (CD/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

VOODOO GEARSHIFT, self-titled (Link Records, 277 Church St., 3rd FI., 
New York, NY 10013): This one comes out of the Midwest and the past in 
about equal proportions. They play a crunchy stew of powerful rock riffs, 
borrowing heavily from the sounds of Aerosmith, Zeppelin, and other killer 
bands. As the record progresses, things gradually devolve from a restrained 
use of wa-wa to an all-out overamped fuzz guitar assault on the closing 
"Flashfire". Play it loud and enjoy. (LP/MG) 

★ ★★★★ 

THE WALKING RUINS, "Going Down the Tubes" (PO Box 1785, 
Bloomington, IN 47401): Highly politicized highly powered guitar rock and 
roll. There's a brute strength here that can take a few minutes to get used 
to, but it pretty quickly coerces the listener into its own groove and keeps 
them there. Lots of silliness here, including the anti-anthem "Rock For No 
Reason", the insane "Freudian Slip", and the love (?) song "Little Miss 
Dynamite". (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

WENDY WALL, self-titled (SBK Records, 1290 Avenue of the AMericas, 
New York, NY 10104): This is sort of folky, concentrating on Wendy's voice 
and lyrics and simple guitar lines, but it's a very lush sort of folk, with 
plenty of other mellow instrumentation. The lyrics are mostly pretty direct, 
and Wall's voice is forceful but pleasant, making for good gentle background 
listening. "Postcard to the Stars" takes an understated approach to the problem 
of planetary destruction, and ends up being quite moving. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

WAYNE'S MOONWAX, self-titled ($3 from Stan Smith, Bug Scratch Tapes, 
49 Muirfield, Abilene, TX 79606): Live Texas pop/rock stuff with a change of 
pace attitude. The sound quality isn't the best, and some of the tracks (like 
the Beatles cover) are pretty disposable. But they pour out the energy on 
their own stuff, creating a dancing good time spirit, and occasionally have a 
bit of fun, as on the reggae Pink Floyd they do. (T/MG) 
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★★★★★ 

WHEN PEOPLE WERE SHORTER AND LIVED NEAR THE WATER, 
'Bobby" (Shimmy-Disc, JAF Box 1187, New York, NY 10016): Slop rock 
featuring plenty of guitars plus guest appearances from folks like RObert 
Poss, Kramer and Nicholas Collins. I guess you could call this a concept 
album, the concept being the demolition of lots of sappy pop songs written 
by Bobby Goldsboro (and one by Burt Bacharach for good measure). Raw, 
primitive, and an appropriate end for these schmaltzy little gems. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

LUCINDA WILLIAMS, "Passionate Kisses" (Rough Trade, 611 Broadway 
#311, New York, NY 10012): Williams' voice is a full, rich one that slides 
lazily up and down the scale like a fine instrument. Her style is gutsy, 
earnest, and full of conviction, and it serves her well, helping to distinguish 
her particular brand of country, folksy music with its strength and mellow 
timbre. (T/CS) 

★★★★★ 

RICHARD WINTERGARTEN, "I Remember Christmas" (Pulstrak Records, 
PO Box 1520, Ansonia Stn., New York, NY 10023-9998): This is rather different 
from the usual run of things we review here: Christmas songs in the Bing 
Crosby traditional vein (though all are original compositions), scored with lots 
of piano, synths, and flute as well as guitars and of course vocals. Some 
tracks tend towards the schmaltzy or insipid, but Richard has a few gentle 
songs here suitable for cider by the fire on a snowy morning. (CD/MG) 

★★★★★ 

WRECKAGE, "Subway's ENd" b/w "Body COunt" (Noise Pollution 
Records, 4525 Hazeltine #6, Sherman Oaks, CA 91423): It's sort of astounding 
that a record which folks say captures the '77 punk spirit can sound nostalgic, 
but that's the case here. It's not bad, but it's sure not up to date. THis red 
vinyl single has a good deal of spirit and should be a winner, whatever its 
musical referent. (45/MG) 

★★★★★ 

JACK WRIGHT, "Ssaxophones" (audiofile Tapes, Carl Howard, 209-25 18 
Ave., Bayside, NY 113660): Two live performances featuring almost exclusively 
Jack's raw sax playing, together with some background noise and occasional 
vocal bleats. This is challenging music, solo attempts to raise the roof and 
blow your eardrums to the moon, and some of it grates across the nerves. 
But much is intriguing, interesting, even—strangely—beautiful. A highlight of 
the aT line. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

X-RAY POP, "Zazzy Music" ($6 from G. Gasiorowski, Violet Glass Oracle, 
6230 Lewis Ave. #105, Temperance, MI 48182): This is a 3-piece French 
experimental pop group. Naturally all the vocals are in French, but the bouncy 
music is pretty well international. It ranges from almost pure bubble-gum to 
stuff hardened by an infusion of rock energy, and generally plays with a 
musical phrase for quite a while before dropping it an moving on to something 
new. Quite effervescent. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

YANCY "Change" & 2 CAR FAMILY "Live at WFMU" (Yancy, 327 N. 
Vermont, Iola, KS 66749 & 2 Car Family, P.O.Box 3603, Lawrence, KS 66046): 
Yancy plays a sort of early-'80's style neopsychedelia with sorrowful-sounding 
lyrics lamenting various things. On the other side of the cassette, 2 Car 
Family plays fairly interesting garagey punk, but the gruff, barky vocals make 
for tough listening. (T/CER) 

★★★★★ 

YOUNG FRESH FELLOWS, "This One's For the Ladies" (Frontier Records, 
PO Box 22, Sun Valley, CA 91353): Delightful pop rock with a great sense 
of humor, right down to identifying all the band members as playing lead 
guitar and photographing them at the drum kit. "Taco Wagon" could be the 
"Surfin' Bird" of the nineties; "One Day You Die" is the cheeriest morbid 
song I've ever heard. By turns contemplative, bouncy and just plain rockin', 
YFF turn out a great batch of tunes without clunkers. (LP/MG) 

★★★★★ 

BOB Z. "Barbed-Wire Slurp" (Bob Z/Stop-Gro, c/o Sarris Bookmarketing, 
125 E. 23rd St. #300, New York, NY 10010): Folksey melodies and lyrics (a 
surprise since the cover's covered in all sorts of funky collaged bits of 
wierdness). Bob plays guitar fairly well, and has a nice singing voice, too. 
(T/CER) 

★ ★★★★ 

BOB Z., "Dim Bulb Days" (c/o Sarris Bookmarketing, 125 E. 23rd St. #300, 
New York, NY 10010): Ten folky-sounding protest tunes, featuring Z on guitar 
and vocals. THese include the indictment of developers "Shopping Mall 
Fiends", a yell at Mayor Koch in "Tompkins Square" and current problems 
like "Medical Waste". He also gets into some confrontational verse like "I 
Gotta Masturbate". Bob is improving, and this recording is better than some 
of the previous ones. (T/MG) 

★★★★★ 

ZEN PARADE, self-titled (2339 N. Oak St., Falls Church, VA 22046): A 
relatively new guitar rock band in the DC area that's come up with a 
reasonably distinctive sound, all dreamy vocals and jangly interspersed musical 
parts. In fact they stick to this style so well that the tape lacks a bit of range; 
it's too homogeneous. But they do what they do well, and it's relaxing to 
listen to, and I like their flowing lyrics. (T/MG)

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THE 1990 SAFER SEX MANIACS DIARY ($10 from Tuppy 
Owens, Box 4ZB, London, W1A, 4ZB, UK): Back again, this hardcover 
datebook starts off with erotic blue marbling on the cover. Inside, 
the first 70 pages are a directory to sex round the world: swinger's 
clubs, games to play, best and worst (best oral sex in the world is 
at a particular establishment in Taipei, or so they say), fantasy clubs, 
bulletin boards, etiquette for whores and johns, and much more. 
And of course, the safer sex guidelines come before anything else. 

The rest of the book is the datebook section, with each day 
flanked by a miniature drawing of a position to try it in. The pages 
also have sexual quotations, quiz questions, and condom reviews. 
Along the edge runs a sexual flipbook movie. All in all, a hot 
package, sized perfectly for purse or pocket. (196 pp. he)

Bruce Ballenger & Barry Lane, DISCOVERING THE WRITER 
WITHIN ($16.95 plus $3 p&h from Writer's Digest Books. 1507 Dana 
Ave., Cincinnati, OH 45207): The subtitle here is "40 Days to More 
Imaginative Writing", and this is basically a skills-building course 
for writers who want to stretch themselves. Through a series of 
half-hour (sometimes more, sometimes less), the authors teach 
brainstorming, freewriting, clustering and a few other techniques. I 
decided the best way to review this was to work through it, and 
the program does work to inspire writing, especially if you're the 
sort who feels guilty about not finishing a project once started. I 
also note that in the early days, with exercises that concentrate on 
identifying early memories and charged topics, the whole process 
can become quite psychologically charged; some of these essays I 
won't be sharing with others. But this is part of learning to turn 
off the internal critic and just write, leaving revising to later. The 
program is fun as well, with fractured fairy tales and short science 
fiction being a few of the things you'll be asked to come up with. 
Of use to the beginner and the more experienced writer alike. (176 
pp. he)

John Bell, CANUCK COMICS ($12.95 from University of Toronto 
Press, 33 E. Tupper St., Buffalo, NY 14203): "A Guide to Comic 
Books Published in Canada", this one is split between English 
speaking and Quebecois sections. Each starts with a longish history 
(the English by John Bell, the French by Luc Pomerleau) and then 
proceeds into listings, where they attempt to cover everything 
published from 1941 through 1985. These include minis as well as 
"real" comics, and give dates, formats, and a guess at value—al¬ 
though, since this is the first market guide in the area, these guesses 
may sometimes be off. There are a reasonable number of cover 
reproductions, and an introduction by Harlan Ellison. (154 pp. tpb)

D.S. Black & G. Sutton Breiding (eds.), MEMORY LEAVES ($10 
from D.S. Black, 537 Jones St. #9156, San Francisco, CA 94102): A 
genre-crossing anthology of prose, poetry, and photographs, neither 
fish nor fowl, and so demanding to be treated on its own terms. 
If there's a common thread here it is that of nature versus the city, 
with man taking one side or the other depending on individual 
circumstances. Within these parameters, Thomas Burchfield provides 
a story of madness, Breiding sketches the urban ambience of San 
Francisco, and Dennis Brutus writes of Africa and African activists. 
Gassy-looking. (S-lOOt)

Canadian Music Centre, DIRECTORY OF ASSOCIATE COM¬ 
POSERS ($8.95 from CMC, 20 St. Joseph St., Toronto, ONT, M4Y 
1J9, CANADA): This is a guide to just about 200 Canadian composers 
who are associates of the CMC. Take, for example, Victor Davies. 
We learn from the capsule biography that he was bom in Winnipeg 
in 1939, studied piano, and so On, through a listing of commissions 
and a quote about what he feels about his work. Then there's a 
list of affiliations, and finally a selected works list, broken down 
into "Music Theatre and Multi-Media", "Orchestra", "Chamber" and 
so on. All of this fits attractively on one sheet (the CMC is to be 
commended for the nice look of the book) which is then three-hole 
punched for a standard binder (not included) for ease of insertion. 
If you have an interest in Canadian classical music, this one is 
definitely for you, or at least for your local library. (S-400t)

Ravan Christchild, THE AGONIES OF TIME ($7.50 from 
Dunscaith Publishing Ltd., 28 West Lodge Ave., London W3 9SF, 
ENGLAND): Readers of Moorcock's Jerry Cornelius books will be 
struck by the familiarity of the themes here: eccentric characters 
pursuing their %wn inscrutable social and sexual needs, against a 
background of civilization crumbling and ominous wars and rumors 
of wars. I hesitate to say that the work is derivative, as I don't 
know Christchild's literary background (his social background, as 
given on the book jacket, is curious enough: run out of the USA 
on a rail for encouraging his Berkeley students to take LSD and 
doing 6 months in the slammer after the riots at the '68 Democratic 
convention), but it has precisely the same flavor as Moorcock's, right 
down to a plot which must be deduced by the reader on the basis 
of incomplete information. Since I happen to like this style and the 
mental exercise it provides the reader, I like the book, and Christchild 
has come up with some novel and striking nightmare images to go 
along with it. And if society really does crumble, we'll probably 
know no more than this about what is going on. But if you want 
a relaxing evening with all the loose ends tied, look elsewhere. (110 
pp. P b)

Geoff Crowther, AFRICA ON A SHOESTRING ($24.95 from 
Lonely Planet, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, CA 
94607): Guidebooks to Africa are of two types. There are those who 
tell you how you can live like a tourist, staying in Hiltons or 
Sheratons, eating Western-style food, meeting fellow tourists, and 
getting a very distorted version of Africa. Then there are the Lonely 
Planet guidebooks, designed for the traveler with little cash who 
wants a romantic, but not terribly expensive, journey. 

AFRICA ON A SHOESTRING is the oldest and largest of the 
Lonely Planet guides, expanded by about 20 percent from the 1986 
edition. Crowther attempts to provide information about all 55 
countries in Africa. Given the anarchy of that continent, this is a 
heroic task, which Crowther manages credibly, combining extensive 
personal travel with nearly 1,000 letters from other travelers. If you 
ever wanted to find out about the difficulties of getting a Gabonese 
visa, how to catch a dhow to Zanzibar, or whether the couchettes to 
Ouagadougou are comfortable, this is the one book you need. 

The major fault of the book is, like most Lonely Planet guides, 
a bias towards cheapness. This is a book where you can learn 
everything about the two-dollar a night hotels in Aswan but nothing 
about the Old Cataract Hotel, Aswan's oldest and most eccentric 
accomodations. Granted that the Lonely Planet audience prefers 
travel off the beaten path, but occasionally the traditional tourist 
road is worth a mention. 

Despite these minor faults, AFRICA ON A SHOESTRING is the 
best and most comprehensive guide to Africa currently being 
published, it is the one book that should be in every traveler's 
backpack when they travel to that continent. (Just don't take it to 
Malawi. Customs officers pay the supreme compliment of confiscating 
it, due to the uncomplimentary things it says about Malawian Leader 
for Life Hastings Banda.) (1164 pp. tpb) (Guest review by Martin 
Morse Wooster).

DEER MAN HAS THE ANTLERS TO YOUR HORNY QUES¬ 
TIONS ($11.95 from TS Press, 1226 Vine Ave., Martinez, CA 94553): 
The collected wisdom of Deer Man Antlers, an advice columnist for 
the sexually confused, who refers to his work as "outlanderish". 
He's a horny guy, always offering to get in touch with wives or 
girlfriends to check things out. In addition to tongue-in-cheek advice 
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of the Hefner school, he offers lots of bad puns ("Once more into 
the breeches" is but a small example) and a few limericks and other 
verse forms. 

Some of this is funny, but there's also something here to offend 
everyone. In particular, the constant putting down of homosexuals 
(in one case as "terrifyingly disgusting") gets burdensome after a 
while, no matter how much the author tries to brush this off as 
merely a matter of taste. Fat people and feminists won't find a 
whole lot to enjoy here either. But lots of guys will get at least 
some chuckles from these ridiculous questions and answers. (221 
pp. tpb) 

★★★★★ 

John D.H. Downing (ed.), FILM & POLITICS IN THE THIRD 
WORLD ($11.25 from Libertarian Book Club, 339 Lafayette St. #202, 
New York, NY 10012): This is a collection of essays which have 
appeared in film periodicals around the world on the relationship 
between various film industries and the governments under which 
they work. Algeria, India, Iran, Brazil, China and many more are 
represented, either through interviews with particular directors or 
through surveys of the national industry. A number of problems 
echo throughout the book; chief among these are censorship and 
relations with first world filmmaking. I know little about the film 
industry and less about the film industry in the third world, but I 
still found this interesting reading. (317 pp. tpb) 

★★★★★ 

John Wayne Gacy, THEY CALL HIM MR. GACY ($14.95 plus 
$2.25 s&h from McClelland Associates, Inc., PO Box 563, Brighton, 
CO 80601): This is a collection of correspondence to and from 
convicted mass murderer John Wayne Gacy, photocopied from his 
originals. People have all manner of reasons fot writing to him. 
Interviewers and violence junkies he generally brushes off, but 
sincere and friendly pen pals are often answered at length. Gacy 
maintains his innocence and says 80% of what's written about him 
is nonsense. While there are bits of philosophy hjere, much is just 
chit-chat or business (many letters relate to the salje of his paintings 
of clowns, two of which decorate the color covers of this book). 

The letters come from all ages and walks of life, ten to eighty 
years old. I suspect a few of them are hoaxes, but Gacy respects 
them all in his answers. Oprah Winfrey and Lux Interior are the 
most famous names here; most private persons have their names 
and addresses blacked out to preserve their privacy. 

There's only a few faults here, the major one being the haphazard 
arrangement of letters; they're neither chronological nor by cor¬ 
respondent, which makes matching answer with letter difficult. And 
in some cases the answers are not included. But then, this isn't 
really to be read as a novel, but more a slice of a notorious life, 
and on that level it certainly succeeds. And if it comforts you, no 
money from the book is going to the author. (200 pp. tpb) 

★★★★★ 

Rev. Antonio Gallonio, TORTURES & TORMENTS OF THE 
CHRISTIAN MARTYRS ($$12.95 from Feral Housej PO Box 861893, 
Los Angeles, CA 90086-1893): A translation of a book originally 
published in the 16th century as a catalog for the faithful, to edify 
them about what punishments their ancestors had; taken. Gallonio 
is a very precise sort of guy, classifying the tortures into chapters 
and then distinguishing between them, right down to the distinctions 
between "blows", "buffets" and "slaps". He also writes in the sort 
of self-righteous tone still common in academe, sayihg of those who 
disagree with him on the interpretation of sources j'such folk seem 
to us to be as far from the truth as the East is from the West". 

It's a gory book, aided by gory illustrations—both the original 
engravings, and new ones from such luminaries as Joe Coleman, 
Charles Manson, and S. Clay Wilson. Along the \j/ay you'll meet 
up with some stories that seem to be pretty exaggerated, similar to 
modern wartime atrocity tales—for example, of Christians having 
their liveij cut out and eaten by the barbarians while they're still 
alive. You'll also develop a rather hopeless feeling j for the depths 
of man's inhumanity to man—which isn't relieved any by the 
knowledge that this edition is being put out unapologetically as 
titillation. 

As an added bonus, the tail end of the volume contains parts 
of a report written by some Mayo Clinic doctors "On the Physical 
Death of Jesus Christ". But by the time I got there, I was so numb 
from the pages of burnings, beatings, crucifixions, impalings, and 
so on that I was already pretty zoned out. (275 pp. tpb)

Freddie Greenfield, WERE YOU ALWAYS A CRIMINAL? ($9 
from FR Publications, PO Box 331, Boston, MA 02215): Published 
by the good folks at FAG RAG, this is Freddie's story, starting with 
being a young (12 years old) Jewish junkie faggot—and proud of 
it. Later on, he talks of life as a hustler (on the carnival midway, 
with dice, cards, forgery and con games of all sorts) and finally 
poet (with a style reminiscent of Tommy Trantino and Henry Miller). 
Freddie writes in a sort of breathless style, repeating things until 
the details sink in: 

"Hush when's the last time you seen Hush Freda when's the 
last time you seen her? Did you know that did you know Miss A\ 
went with Hush before you went with her with Hush yes. So we 
went and I got a room at the Y it was a big Y with plenty of 
available rooms on weekends on weekends that's when the place 
could be counted on for activity sexual activity action. After that 
same night when the last mark straggled off the midway come on 
let's go to the bar the gay bar downtown so with A1 and this other 
quean who thought she was my sponsor because she once got me 
her lawyer friend to defend me her lawyer friend who helped me 
get three years six months and nine days." 

The story is interesting in itself (at least once you get past learning 
how to read Freddie's style) but it may have a deeper point: 
acceptance, perhaps. Or just the enjoyment of a new and (to most 
of us) different view of the world. (88 pp tpb) 

★★★★★ 

HANUMAN BOOKS 

These delightful little shirt-pocket sized books are put out by 
Raymond Foye Editions. Printed in India, they feature sewn bindings 
and even colorful dust jackets. They're only available in series of 
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six books, so if any of these titles interest you, your best bet is to 
get their catalog ($1 should cover it, from PO Box 1070, Old Chelsea 
Stn., New York, NY 10113-0905). If you're really gung-ho you can 
just go ahead and send $25 for the set and take your chances as 
to which books you get. 

Herbert Huncke, GUILTY OF EVERYTHING: Huncke apparently 
did the drug and fringe scene even before Kerouac and Burroughs. 
Here he reminisces a bit about the early days: a hermaphrodite 
show, heroin and other drugs at incredibly cheap prices (85* for 25 
amphetamine tablets), cheap hotels and his own naivete figure 
prominently. Imagine Hunter Thompson mutated into someone with 
more aplomb and a deadpan literary style. (76pp) 

Cookie Mueller, FAN MAIL, FRANK LETTERS, AND CRANK 
CALLS: Yes, that's the Cookie Mueller, from Pink Flamingos and 
other John Waters movies. This is a cute little novelette, told in the 
form of letters and transcribed phone calls, and tracing the relations 
of an extended and somewhat crazy family. Obsession, new 
professions, support groups, drugs and love are the themes here, 
skillfully interwoven into a fun story. Includes color plates. (80pp) 

John Wieners, CONJUGAL CONTRARIES & QUART: Weiners 
is a very strange, edgy writer. His stuff trots along at a good pace, 
not pausing for niceties of punctuation and sentence structure. 
Encompassed in this kaleidoscope view are the Kennedys, some 
Massachusetts state history, and a life of poverty and addiction. 
(64pp) 

★ ★★★★ 

HAVE WE GOT A WRITER FOR YOU! ($7.95 from The 
Federation of British Columbia Writers, PO box 2206, Main PO, 
Vancouver, BC, V6B 3W2, CANADA): This is basically a directory 
of members of the Federation, listing 250 writers in Britich Columbia 
together with their specialties. The listings are organized geographi¬ 
cally and each gives a contact address, genres and preferred subjects, 
print and other media credits, awards and prizes, teaching and 
related experience, services offered and comments. Directed towards 
those in the area who might need to hire a writer, this is a service 
that could be emulated by other local or regional writing societies. 
(132 pp. tpb) 

★ ★★★★ 

Michael A. Hoffman II, A CANDIDATE FOR THE ORDER ($5 
from Wiswell Ruffin House, PO Box 1449, Temecula, CA 92390): 
This is the story of John Schmidt, a simple man of Aryan stock 
living in a poor neighborhood of Rochester, New York. Through no 
fault of his own, he runs afoul of the American justice system, and 
is soon thrown into a nightmare world where black is white, poverty 
is strength, and everyone belives six million Jews died in the 
Holocaust. Fortunately, The Order is out there to lend a hand. 
Though Schmidt at first refuses their help, secure in his conviction 
that the American system of justice workd, he eventually sees the 
error of his ways. 

That's the bare-bones plot here. Just in case you can't tell, this 
is mostly propaganda rather than a novel, written from a 
white-separatist point of view. That is, the author doesn't want to 
see other races subjugated, he merely wants to see his own left to 
develop in peace, apart from them, to fulfill its own destiny. Hoffman 
is quite aware that most people will find this an intolerable book, 
and I suspect that there are many FF readers who will agree. If 
you can stand to read it, though, it will lay out the basic points of 
white separatism and some thoughts on historical Revisionism in a 
reasonably well-written novel. I don't buy into everything that the 

author says via John 
Schmidt, and I deplore the 
ugly stereotyping of blacks 
and Jews in this book. But 
he's certainly got a right to 
try to be heard, and 
debated on the merits of his 
ideas, rather than to be 
dismissed as just another 
racist. Whatever else this 
point of view may be, it is 
not unsophisticated 

hatemongering. (140 pp. 
pb) 


Frank Key, TWITCHING AND SHATTERED (£5.50 from Malice 
Aforethought Press, 328 Brettenham Road, London E17 5AU, UK): 
This is a collection of many of Frank's shorter works, including the 
infamous "Tales of Hoon" and his series of dust jackets for 
forthcoming books. It also contains the wildly funny "Some Lesser 
Known Editions of the Bible", an exercise in parodied scholarship 
that had me rolling on the floor. I like Frank's writing quite a bit. 
He has a perfectly deadpan style that can string together the most 
utter nonsense and make it fascinating. Here's a sample of his style, 
from "Man of Bandages": 

"Encased from head to foot in skindiving equipment, the Man 
of Bandages spoke freely and at length—but unintelligibly. A number 
of witnesses believed he was speaking Hungarian; others an obscure 
Lowland argot; yet others thought he was spontaneously inventing 
his own language. Whichever, his tirade, muffled by the skindiving 
helmet and punctuated with hoots, was incomprehensible. The 
magistrate later expressed regret that he had allowed the Man of 
Bandages to conduct his own defence. The trial, which should have 
lasted for two days, ran on for seven years. The jury gradually fell 
victim to stupor and ennui; one juror hanged herself shortly before 
the end of the trial." 

Personally, I find this style delicious, whether Frank is writing 
of mysterious foreign agents, trips to Iceland, or bicycles and earwigs. 
If you're fond of relatively sophisticated and curious humor, you 
too should own a copy. (136 pp. tpb)

Dr. Jeffrey Lant, DEVELOPMENT TODAY: A FUND RAISING 
GUIDE FOR NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS ($28.95 from Jeffrey 
Lant Associates, 50 Follen St. #507, Cambridge, MA 02138): In this 
book, Jeffrey Lant turns his advice on how to succeed from the 
individual to the organization—specifically, the nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion. If you're like me you get dozens of solicitations from "good 
causes" every month, and toss a fair proportion of them in the 
trash. But as Lant shows, direct mail fundraising is only a small 
part of the picture. Most of this book is about ways to raise 
substantial sums of money, through identifying and then properly 
pursuing links from your Board of Directors to possible funding 
sources. Everything is laid out in detail, from sample letters right 
down to a timetable for running a major campaign. There's even 
advice onhow to recover from turned-down proposals—and when 
not to fund raise in the first place. Gear and concise, as with the 
rest of his stuff. I suspect I'll be drawing on it for some of my 
work with our local food co-op, even though we are not-for-profit 
rather than nonprofit (a different animal under New York state law). 
(280 pp. tpb)

Evelyn Lau, RUNAWAY: DIARY OF A STREET KID (Available 
in Canada from Harper & Collins, $5.95 in major stores. In the 
states, try ordering by phone from the Longhouse Bookshop in 
Toronto, at (416)-921-9995, or ask your book store to special order 
it: the ISBN is 0-00-215984-8): Evelyn is a remarkable young lady: a 
runaway at fourteen, a hooker heavily into drugs at sixteen, and 
now a published author at eighteen. This book is the story of her 
first couple of years away from home, of sinking into life on the 
streets and struggling to rise above it again. Ultimately, after several 
suicide attempts, it's her writing that helps her pull out of the 
morass. She decided to be a writer at the age of six, and no matter 
how bad things got, she always had the anchor of her journal, the 
one constant factor in a life otherwise battered about, from Vancouver 
(where she still lives) to Boston and back, through LSD and 
methadone and valium and blow jobs and rape and a load of other 
nasty experiences. 

This is a remarkable book. It pulls no punches in describing the 
loss of self-respect and the things that a person will do to survive 
on the street. But it's not full of heavy-handed moralizing either. 
Evelyn doesn't dwell on whether what she did was right or wrong. 
Instead, she lays it all out for the reader to decide. This might make 
a few kids think twice about life on the streets. It would probably 
be better if it made a few parents think twice about the way they're 
treating their kids. 

It's very difficult to review this book without trivializing its impact. 
I was scared and horrified while reading it, and sad that I hadn't 
been able to help out while it was happening. You see, I knew 
Evelyn years ago, when she was putting out her own zine, PIGEON 
DROPPINGS—there are even reviews of a few issues of that buried 
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in back issues of FF someplace. What happened to the young author 
of that hopeful poetry should not have happened to anyone. Oh, 
sure, now it's the story of a small presser made good, of hope 
surmounting over huge obstacles. But it sure can't have been fun 
to live through. 

I think this is an extraordinary book, so extraordinary that I urge 
you to get it now, even though there is as yet no American edition. 
And you Canadians should help put it on the bestseller list, so there 
will be an American edition. (341 pp. pb) 

★★★★★ 

Robert Martin, BRAIN DAMAGE ($25 from Broslin Press, PO 
Box 1711, Hoboken, NJ 07030): A limited edition of the novelization 
of Frank Henenlotter's screenplay of the same name, together with 
a few pages of stills from the movie. This is the story of the Aylmer, 
a sort of psychic parasite which lives on brain tissue and secretes 
hallucinogens in return, and Brian, the young man who becomes 
its host and victim. As befits a film adaptation, this is told in 
cinematic style, jumping from scene t6 r scene as fast as a camera 
cut. It's gory and fast-moving, and if Martin gets perhaps a bit too 
arty in spots, that's to be expected in trying to bring special effects 
down to the page. Should be a fast and furious reading addition 
to the library of any gore movie junkie. (104 pp. he) 

★★★★★ 

Lana Miller, CALL OF THE DOLPHINS ($12.95 plus $2 s&h 
from Rainbow Bridge Publications, PC^pox 19730-616, Portland, OR 
97219): This is a very difficult book for me to review. It was right 
up front, about page three, that I realized it simply wasn't going 
to fit in with my normal rational scientific worldview: "A few days 
later. Merlin the Magician made his presence known to me as a 
Master Teacher from the Pleiades." If you're of the hardheaded 
skeptic persuasion, you may skip to the next review; you'll find this 
book to be an amazing melange of New Age, pseudoscience, and 
gullible acceptance. 

On the other hand, those of you still with us may find this an 
interesting experiment in gestalt or hologrammatic writing. It's the 
tale of Lana's journey through the New Age, trying to figure out 
why she feels such a strong psychic link with sea mammals. 
Everything comes together here, from citizen diplomats to the fight 
to save old growth forests, from the crystal skull to John Lilly's 
experiments with busting open belief systems and communicating 
with dolphins. Along the way Lana has done it all, from firewalking 
to pulling up stakes and moving suddenly to skydiving blindfolded 
to swimming with dolphins. Finally, it becomes the story of a 
network of people, a "vast international family linked together by 
dolphin/whale consciousness" and determined to do good things in 
the world. 

Overall, this is an intense and very personal, though mostly 
nonfalsifiable, book. Lana writes with an openness and ring of 
sincerity which is very appealing, and occasionally I found myself 
able to make the leap past skepticism to belief, or at least suspension 
of disbelief. If you want to keep touch with these ideas, there's 
going to be a newsletter growing from this book, with profits used 
to release captives back into the wild. (226 pp. tpb)

Jerry Mintz (ed.), 1989-1990 NATIONAL DIRECTORY OF 
ALTERNATIVE SCHOOLS ($12.50 from NCACS, 58 Schoolhouse 
Rd., Summertown, TN 38483): This is the latest edition of the 
National Coalition of Alternative Community Schools' extensive 
directory. They list about 600 alternative schools across the country 
(and in 20 foreign countries, for that matter) and present detailed 
profiles of about half of them. Contact information is included so 
that you can call those close to you and get your kids involved if 
you wish. They also note which schools have some boarding facilities, 
list college programs of interest to alternative schoolers, and give 
notes on resources for homeschoolers. A variety of support groups 
fill up a final section before an extensivelbibliography. Recommended 
for any parent fed up with the education bureaucracy. (156 pp. tpb) 

★ ★★★★ 

Ted Nace with Daniel Will-Hams, VENTURA TIPS & TRICKS, 
2nd Edition ($24.95 & $3 s&h from Peachpit Press, 1085 Keith Ave., 
Berkeley, CA 94708): Ventura Publisher is a vastly useful and 
widespread program for desktop pubMiing. (Among other things, 
it's the program which takes FACTSHSkT FIVE from the computer 
to the printed page). It's also a tough program to learn, and one 
which is difficult to use fully, thanks to its complexity. Well, this 


book is made to change all that. It covers the basics of the program, 
the hardware needed to run it, graphics, fonts, label printing, 
envelopes.. .just about anything you can do with a computer and a 
laser printer—and Ventura. And it does it well. 

In fact, it's tough to critique this book, simply because there is 
so much downright useful information in it. I learned a hell of a 
lot from the first reading, and expect to learn more in repeated 
readings—and I thought I already knew the program pretty well. A 
few of the nice things here: listings of special characters and keyboard 
shortcuts on the inside front covers; simple instructions for printing 
style sheets, an explanation of "box text" which finally made sense 
to me, and notes on software which works well with the system. 
There's a tip on recovering after your large screen fonts have 
mysteriously vanished that would have saved me six hours of work 
had I known it. More useful tips appear in the "voodoo tricks" 
chapter, since the authors know things go wrong despite hopeful 
PR. The guide to resources in Appendix B is likewise very useful. 

A few warts, just to balance the picture: the discussion of the 
LC2 print controller comes very close to being an advertisement; 
they're not perfect for low-dollar users (missing both Digi-Fonts and 
Sprint entirely), and they're low on pictures (which would have 
helped, for example, in the discussion on dithering). But overall, 
these are very, very minor complaints. Let me put it simply: if you 
use Ventura Publisher, and you don't buy this book, then you've 
either spent hundreds of hours learning everything you need to 
know or you're an idiot. (760 pp. tpb) 

★ ★★★★ 

Kay Nelson, WRITING YOUR LIFE STORY: A LEGACY TO 
YOUR FAMILY ($8.95 plus $2 s&h from Westwinds Publications, 
PO Box 71105, Seattle, WA 98107): This is a very basic support book 
for those thinking of penning their memoirs. It alternates advice—on 
what to write, how to write it, what format to publish it in—with 
"Memory Sparkers", designed to remind people what they saw when 
they were younger. These range from figures on the national debt 
to extensive lists of what songs and movies debuted in which year. 

The key word here is "basic". There are a lot of writing manuals 
longer and more comprehensive than this one, but this one is aimed 
at non-writers, or at least at people who don't intend to write for 
a living. So it doesn't try to be comprehensive, and in fact is quite 
a slim book. It looks to me like the memory sparkers are the most 
useful thing here—but then I like to think I already know the basics 
of writing. (79pp. tpb) 

★ ★★★★ 

Alex Newton, CENTRAL AFRICA: A TRAVEL SURVJVAL KIT 
($10.95 from Lonely Planet, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., 
Oakland, CA 94607): This is a welcome addition to the Lonely Planet 
series of guidebooks which now cover nearly all of the Third World 
and parts of the First World. The book covers eight countries: 
Cameroun, Central African republic, Chad, The Congo, Equatorial 
Guinea, Gabon, Sao Tome & Principe, and Zaire; together with LPs 
five other African books (AFRICA; WEST AFRICA0; EAST AFRICA; 
EGYPT AND THE SUDAN; and MOROCCO, ALGERIA AND 
TUNISIA) nearly the entire continent is covered in both breadth 
and depth. CENTRAL AFRICA is written in the usual LP style, and 
as such it both benefits from the usual strengths and suffers from 
the usual weaknesses. 

I highly recommend LP books, particularly for those travelers 
who believe that staying at the Intercontinental Hotel is just like 
not leaving home at all. LP books are not encyclopedic in the sense 
of Bill Dalton's INDONESIA HANDBOOK ($17.95 from Moon 
Publications, 722 Wall St., Chico, CA 95928) and as such there is 
always room for improvement. On the other hand, there is often 
no better coverage for an area than LP. The standard guidebooks 
(e.g., Fodor) usually only cover large cities, expensive hotels, and 
major and easily accessible tourist attractions. This is the case for 
CENTRAL AFRICA—there is no better guide book for the area. 

The biggest weaknesses of LP books are an index that lists only 
cities, towns and national parks, and brief entries for towns that 
sometimes leave you wondering whether there is really nothing to 
do there or whether the author had not thoroughly researched that 
particular area. It is of course impossible to be everywhere all the 
time, even more so in a region such as Central Africa, and so LP 
always says in their books, "Things change—prices go up, schedules 
change, good places go bad and bad places go bankrupt—nothing 
stays the same. So if you find things better or worse, recently 
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opened or long since closed, please write and tell us and help make 
the next edition better!" The prices they list for visiting mountain 
gorillas in Zaire are much too low, for instance, because of the rise 
in tourism created by the movie Gorillas in the Mist. LP offers a free 
copy of the next edition to the best letter writers. 

Another weakness of LP books is the lack of a bibliography, 
however in compensation CENTRAL AFRICA has frequent references 
to other books about Africa. It does however omit Helen Wintemitz's 
EAST ALONG THE EQUATOR (The Atlantic Press, 1987) and Alex 
Shoumatoffs IN SOUTHERN LIGHT (Simon and Schuster, 1986), 
two excellent travelogues about crossing the great expanse of Zaire 
by boat and truck. 

Central Africa receives little tourism for a number of reasons. 
Generally the regional transportation infrastructure is poor or 
nonexistent (John Kelly states in this book. "[The road from Kisangani 
to Buakavu] is the most desperate piece of road I've ever 
encountered. It should not be attempted by people not willing or 
equipped to dig themselves out of bogs above their wheel-arches 
up to five or six times a day. There are log bridges that will need 
rebuilding and a well directed prayer before you can cross."). Some 
countries have had a history of brutal dictatorship and chronic 
corruption. And, outside of the capital cities, there is often a lack 
of "tourist class" hotels. What Central Africa does have however 
are some excellent wildlife preserves, a great diversity of cultures 
and languages, dense rainforests, glacier-capped mountains (the 
Ruwenzoris, also known as the Mountains of the Moon by Ptolemy), 
and friendly people largely uncorrupted by tourism. This is a poor 
area of the world, even by Third World standards, but this is not 
uniformly true throughout the region. Cameroun, for instance, has 
a good infrastructure and the southern part of the country is relatively 
well-off. Zaire has a tremendous natural wealth, but has been long 
suffering from the greed of its dictator Mobutu and from 
multi-national interests. 

LP books are socially conscious, and CENTRAL AFRICA is no 
exception. By their very nature, LP books are socially conscious 
because of their focus on budget traveling and hence their listings 
of cheap accommodations and out-of-the-way locales which are less 
likely to directly benefit multi-nationals or corrupt dictators. LP also 
donates a percentage of its profits to social and environmental causes 
in some of the areas that its books cover. CENTRAL AFRICA lists 
the World Wildlife Federation as a beneficiary. It also has political 
analyses and historical summaries that spare no one, neither the 
brutal colonialists not the often equally brutal dictators. 

CENTRAL AFRICA has a good summary of the music (traditional, 
Congo, Makossa, Afro-beat, Juju, and Sahelian), arts, and culture 
(including a description of the major ethnic groups, and a description 
of common social customs) that are some of the main attractions of 
Central Africa. 

Coverage of language and ecology is weaker by necessity because 
of the great diversity. The range of languages in Central Africa is 
so great that all countries in the region have a European language 
as the official language, and all educated people speak a European 
language (French is the official language in 6 of the 8 countries 
covered). Central African ecology ranges from rainforest to desert 
to frigid mountains to dry savannas. 

CENTRAL AFRICA is the book to take if you are going there. 

It provides sufficient information for getting there, around and back 
as safely as possible. It gives good background information, maps 
of major cities, and references to further information. (263 pp. tpb)

THE PC-SIG ENCYCLOPEDIA OF SHAREWARE ($17.95 from 
PC-SIG, 1030D E. Duane Ave., Sunnywale, CA 94086): If you have 
an IBM-compatible computer, and you don't have unlimited money 
to spend on software, then you need this book. It gives the lowdown 
on the first 1500 disks of shareware in the PC-SIG library, disks 
which are available to you for only $6 each. Now, since this is 
shareware, that's not the whole cost; most of the program authors 
ask for a registration fee (generally in the $20 to $100 range) if you 
like and continue using the program. But it is a way to try before 
you buy. J 

For each program, the encyclopedia gives the title, a brief 
description, a list of special requirements (other software or hardware 
needed to make the program work) and the author's registration 
fee. The PC-SIG disk number is also provided so you can order. 
Programs are arranged by major groups (i.e., "Communication 


Programs") but there is extensive cross-referencing and indexing to 
make it easy to find what you're looking for. 

I'm a firm supporter of the shareware concept. Most of the 
software I use is shareware, and I'm very satisfied with it. I encourage 
other users to consider this route, and to consider this book as an 
aid to taking it. (417 pp. tpb)

Tim Powers, THE ANUBIS GATES ($25 [or $65 for the limited 
edition, with autographs] from Mark V. Ziesing, PO Box 76, 
Shingletown, CA 96088): This is the first hardcover edition of a book 
already proven to be a classic in paperback. Ziesing has done Powers 
proud: the book has a sturdy feel to it, and the introduction by 
Ramsey Campbell and illustrations by Mark Bilokur (whose work 
has appeared in FF) add to the appeal. But this is not all packaging 
by any means. THE ANUBIS GATES is a delightful time-travel 
novel, wandering the badlands between science fiction, fantasy and 
historical romance, and turning out a wonderfully complex story 
along the way. I can think of other works that so skillfully tie loose 
ends together into a beautiful gestalt, but they're all multi-volume 
sets (Moorcock's Eternal Champion series and Zelazny's Amber 
novels, for example). Powers continually whipsaws the readers 
between bafflement and enlightenment, while simultaneously teach¬ 
ing an Egyptian-based theory of magic, showing an unexpected love 
story developing, and building up a wild fantasy world in the 
beggar-ridden sewers of London. If you haven't read this book, you 
ought to; if you have, this durable edition would be a nice addition 
to your collection. (361 pp. he)

RE/SEARCH #12: MODERN PRIMITIVES ($18 from 20 Romolo 
#B, San Francisco, CA 94133): The latest in the RE/SEARCH series 
of what might be called alternative coffee table books—full page 
size with lots of photos and attention to graphic design. This one 
is about permanent changes to the body, via tattooing, scarification, 
or piercing, with some notes on why people do this as well as 
precisely what they have done. All told, there are about 25 interviews 
and a couple of essays here, as well as a section of quotations and 
a well-done bibliography. 

It's an ambitious project, and not all the pieces in the book work 
out. Some of the tattoo artists are frankly sort of dull, and their 
theorizing on what they do doesn't strike too deep. However, at 
the front and the back are a pair of extensive interviews which do 
explore what's going on in depth. The first is with Fakir Musafar, 
who seems to be unique in the level to which he has taken body 
adornment. He's not excessively tattooed (though what he does have 
is striking) but he has practiced all manner of body modification, 
from sticking various daggers through himself to being suspended 
by hooks through his flesh to tight corsets to penile elongation. 
Fakir has also delved into the history of this subject and has a lot 
to report on what's gone on in other lands and other places. Plus 
he's articulate, which always helps. 

At the other end of the book are Genesis and Paula P-Orridge, 
the main movers of the Temple ov Psychick Youth. They're both 
tattooed and pierced, and Genesis has some ritual scars as well. 
They discuss how it all fits in with ritual, another area of modem 
primitivism, and do it in their usual outrageous manner. Their use 
of their own bodies as a mnemonic device for personal history is 
sort of a diary by other means. 

This is not a book for the weak of heart or stomach. "Piercing" 
means sticking things through the body, often the sexual organs, 
and there are graphic descriptions and pictures which leave nothing 
to the imagination here. But it you're fascinated by the idea of 
people using themselves as canvas, it's a great collection of work. 
(212 pp. tpb)

C.E. Roberts, BURN DROP COP OUT (A$15 [checks/MOs must 
be in Australian currency] from C.E. Roberts, 5/143 Glenhuntly Road, 
Elwood 3184, AUSTRALIA): A rather confusing book that has 
emanated from the mail art community. Roberts is telling at least 
four stories at once here; one runs horizontally across the bottoms 
of the pages, the other three vertical. Of the vertical stories, one is 
entirely graphics, one is stream-of-consciousness journal notes, and 
the third consists of short and apparently sensible sentences. Then 
there's the letters in the corners of the pages which bring their own 
sentence into the works. The whole rearranges itself in many ways 
depending on how it is read, and linearity vanishes from the work 
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entirely. Themes include the relation between art and language and 
possibly that between man and nature. (A4-100t)

RYDER PUBLISHING 

Ryder is a private book club in England, where there is somewhat 
more latitude for materials circulated to club members than there 
would be for openly sold books. Gub members sign an agreement 
that they will keep the materials to themselves and that they're over 
18 years of age. To join the club costs £5; the books—actually more 
like booklets—are £7 overseas by air mail, from BCM Box 3406, 
London, WC1N 3XX, ENGLAND. 

They sent me three to sample, all with the theme of female 
slavery. PLANET OF SLAVES chronicles the visit of a starship to 
Sirius Eight, to welcome the population to United Planets. 
Unfortunately, the Sirians have other ideas, and they manage to 
induct the crew members to their system of society instead, where 
the women are the willing slaves of the men. THE CAPTAIN'S 
SLAVES has a more usual setting but an even more fantastic slant. 
Young women are disappearing from a women's peace camp, and 
it proves that they're ending up in slavery on the Navy base next 
door. The book follows Celia, one of the camp's leaders, as she 
realizes the error of her ways and the joys of being enslaved and 
beaten. QUEEN OF A CONQUERED COUNTRY features a number 
of classic themes, all revolving around the idea of a lost war and 
the consequences thereof. The Queen of the losing country is defiled 
by the President of the winner; the prettiest young women are 
rounded up and sent to whorehouses for the soldiers, supervised 
by sadistic guards. For the black leather jackboot crowd, this is 
probably the best of the bunch. 

Obviously there's a long tradition behind this particular vein of 
literature, and the Gub offers many more works in a similar vein. 
I gather they were written on request to satisfy particular fantasies, 
but they do inject some plot along with the sexual and sadistic 
acrobatics. (A5-49) 


★★★★★ 

Alan Samagalski, ARGENTINA: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL KIT 
($10.95 from Lonely Planet, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., 
Oakland, CA 94607): A refreshing change for a travel book. Though 
the author doesn't merely attack the country, he clearly points out 
its deficiencies: the moribund Buenos Aires, decades past its prime; 
how crammed with restaurants and shops is the spectacular Iguagu 
Falls; and the dustiness of small villages. There's even a photograph 
of a plaza covered with ugly political graffiti. It's good to know 
where you're going, and this book tells you. In one of the few 
countries I ever felt afraid of, it's good to know something about 
the desaparecidos. (219 pp. tpb) (Guest review by Geof Huth) 


★★★★★ 

Mitchell Schoen and William Herzberg, BRAZIL: A TRAVEL 
SURVIVAL KIT ($10.95 from Lonely Planet, Embarcadero West, 112 
Linden St., Oakland, CA 94607): Another of Lonely Planet's travel 
guides, and it exhibits all the usual qualities and demerits of the 
series. The vocabulary guide is worthless since no American without 
an elementary knowledge of Portuguese would be able to pronounce 
the words correctly, but the authors note other options (language 
tapes, language classes in Brazil, trying vainly to get by with English). 
Down to earth, the Lonely Planet guides are always careful to tell 
you what to watch out for and what to see. And Brazil, one of the 
largest countries in the world, isn't treated as an undifferentiated 
whole: the different characters of Rio de Janeiro and S&o Paulo are 
clearly delineated, as are those of the different geographic regions 
of the country. The authors recommend Omar and Jose if you need 
a haircut in Rio. (459 pp. tpb) (Guest review by Geof Huth)

Keith Seddon &. Jocelyn Almond, THE FACELESS TAROT (£9.90 
from Dunscaith Publishing Ltd., 28 West Lodge Ave., London W3 
9SF, UK): This one is rather strange. It's a mystical novel set in the 
far future, in a pastoral age after the demise of machine-industrial 
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civilization. The protagonist is the young magician Eliseus Sebedeus, 
who gets enlisted by the Grim Reaper in an attempt to find the 
person who is screwing up the balance between life and death (death 
proves to be the good guys this time around). They do a Tarot 
reading to determine the path to the lawbreaker, and the cards seem 
to do most of the plotting for this book. There are scenes of magic 
and mysticism, love and battle, and an anti-industrial anti-work 
moral to cap it all off. (148pp. he) 

★★★★★ 

Richard Truhlar, FIGURES IN PAPER TIME ($9.95 from Mercury 
Press, PO Box 446, Stratford, ONT, N5A 6T3, CANADA): A dense 
and chewy book of experimental writing from Truhlar, who has 
done some good sound poetry as well as more usual music. "Dump" 
and "Tattoo" utilize a method of slightly-changing repetition, prose 
that seems not to get anywhere, but ends up telling a story—or 
trying to—nonetheless, like a series of movie frames projected as 
slides. Motion is not apparent from paragraph to paragraph, but it 
happens. The title story I do not know what to make of. It's thick 
with imagery, mainly of the body acting, but it doesn't gel for me. 
"Accretions" starts out as a post-nuclear survival story but gradually 
mutates, showing rather than telling us of the narrator cracking 
under the strain of trying to stay alive with all the rules changed. 
Challenging stuff. (80 pp. pb)

THE VIDEO-SIG LIBRARY ($4.95 from Video-SIG, 1030C E. 
Duane Ave., Sunnyvale, CA 94086): A large-format paperback catalog 
of some of the more interesting tapes available from Video-SIG for 
$15 each. These include classic films (right back to Birth of a Nation), 
self-help, home improvement, new age, television series, and more. 
Canning tomatoes and Alyce Wittenstein's Betaville rub sprockets 
on the same page. Each film is rated, described and timed; a number 
also have comments from past customers, good and bad. A nice 
way to browse for inexpensive videotape entertainment. Indexed.

Dale Andrew White, ENCOUNTERS WITH AUTHORS ($8.95 
from Twin Rivers Press, PO Box 119, Ellenton, FL 34222): A collection 
of twenty interviews with authors (or sometimes those associated 
with authors, as with the theatrical producer of Agatha Christie's 
"The Mousetrap"), spanning the past decade of White's newspaper 
work. He ranges quite widely, from Anre Norton to Chaim Potok, 
Richard Adams to B.F. Skinner, Frank Slaughter to Larry McMurty. 
'Hie chats are generally relaxed and pleasant, exploring the writers' 
lives as well as their work, and White remains unobtrusively in the 
background. You won't learn a whole lot about how to write here, 
not in so many words, but you will read a good deal about what 
current writers think they're up to. (S-128t)

Welcome to the Fishing Hole, a new column devoted to discussing 
zines and alternative press today as well as the history of the 
Underground Press of the past. In upcoming issues I hope to write 
on the subjects you, the zine editors and writers are most interested 
in: yourselves and the history of those who preceded you. TO start 
with, I am the former editor (or as my friend Ian Blackburn from 
the Lame Monkey Manifesto says "an edituh") of the Tunnel 
Times/Window and therefore can be considered more than a casual 
observer. Now with all that out of the way, on to this issue's 
column. 

THE UNDERGROUND AND THE 
FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

Freedom of the press is one of our rights according to the 1st 
Amendment of the Constitution and possibly the most important 
power citizens have in protecting them from those who are elected 
to serve them, the politicians. 

"Congress shall make no law...abridging the freedom...of the 
press." the 1st Amendment said. But is this an absolute right? No. 
Certain subjects such as libelous statements and pornography are 
not guaranteed freedom by the 1st Amendment. The printing of 
juvenile's names or the names of children involved in child abuse 
cases are also off limits (it's not so much that they're illegal for the 
press to report as it is for the police to release the names). 

While on the subject of freedom of the press, it would be wise 
to take a look at a certain type of journalism that has not always 
been afforded the equal protection and treatment of many of our 
daily newspapers: the underground (or as it is called today, the 
alternative) press. 

The Underground Press dates back to the first American paper, 
Publick Occurances, Both Foreign and Domestick, published by 
Benjamin Harris. The reason for including Harris' paper is that it 
was critical of the government (British, that is) and printed the truth 
as the editor saw fit. It was repressed for those two reasons. The 
same thing would happen to other papers in the 1960s and thereafter. 

While most mainstream papers have managed to keep clear of 
objectionable material such as that described above, the underground 
press in the 1960s and later tended to use whatever things it deemed 
necessary to get the message across. 

The underground press ran stories dealing with demonstrations 
against the war in Vietnam, drugs and their uses, and sexual 
liberation, among other things. It also used the same language as 
its audience (usually considered obscenities by the authorities, cops 
and—supposedly—"anyone over thirty", as the saying went) and 
was usually denied much press freedom. 


The modem underground press history starts with the founding 
of the Los Angeles Free Press, or Freep as it became known, in 
1964. Arthur Kunkin, the founder, started the paper with $15 and 
by 1969 the Freep had a circulation of 95,000. The next year, the 
Underground Press Directory listed 671 underground newspapers 
and magazines across the country and abroad as members in the 
Underground Press Syndicate. 

In 1969 Kunkin and the Freep became defendants in a lawsuit 
over an expose of sorts. The Freep had published a Christmas list 
of names, addresses and phone numbers of eighty undercover 
narcotics agents in California. 

The list containing the information about the narcotics agents 
was a photocopy of an office memo from the California State Attorney 
General's office given to the Freep by a mail clerk from that office. 
The state filed a $10 million obstruction of justice suit against the 
paper while the agents filed a $15 million lawsuit for invasion of 
privacy. 

At the trial. Deputy Attorney General Ronald George, one of the 
prosecuting attorneys, claimed that the photocopied list was the 
property of the state and since it was removed from the offices of 
the state it should be considered stolen. And since the Freep had 
entitled the story with the list "Secret Report", the prosecutor argued, 
it proved the author knew he was receiving stolen property, which 
is a felony. 

The defense countered, by testimony of the clerk who supplied 
the list, Jerry Resnick, that Kunkin did not know the material was 
stolen. It was also argued that the list indicated in no way that it 
was secret or classified information. Also the defense argued that 
newspapers have the right to dig out information that the government 
arbitrarily withholds. 

The jury sided with the prosecution but the judge awarded fines 
of only $1,000 to Kunkin, $5,000 to the reporter, Jerry Appelbaum, 
who received the list, and a suspended $500 fine to the Freep. 
Kunkin settled out of court the obstruction of justice suit for $10,000 
and the criminal verdicts were later overturned on appeal. It could 
not be proved that Kunkin knew the material was stolen when he 
accepted it for publication. 

This was a major step in press freedom in that, though considered 
radical ~nd not an issue in the trials, it took full advantage of the 
New York Times vs. Sullivan decision in 1962. In this decision, the 
Supreme Court said a public official or figure had to prove libel by 
showing that the publisher must know falsity and have malice in 
printing a false account of a public figure. This decision has led to 
the right of news gatherers to cover private areas of officials' lives 
without having to worry about invasion of privacy—only about truth. 

Invasion of privacy is considered to be the intrusion on someone's 
personal solitude. If the press could not cover a public figure's 
personal life, the Gary Hart/Monkey Business story would have 
never been released by the Miami newspaper (unless it had lots of 
libel insurance). 

Police and federal authorities, however, did not even need real 
laws to bust underground publishers and even violated quite a few 
in trying to ;hut down the papers. 

In October 1968, the underground newspaper Dallas Notes was 
raided by police who claimed they were searching for pornographic 
materials. They left the paper's office with back issues, four 
typewriters, credit cards, costume jewelry, and two cans of 
spice—and wrecked the office in the process.

In November the police raided the office again to search for 
drugs, and when they couldn't find any, arrested publisher Burt 
Steiner for obscenity. Needless to say the police denied they were 
repressing the paper. "Everything was in order. We aren't going to 
be guilty of tearing up anyone's property," Lt. Truman Snider, leader 
of the raid, said. 

Street vendors were often a main target of police who had no 
legal right to censor the papers, which is what they tried anyways. 
The police acted in such a way as to say "If we can't stop publication, 
we can stop people from being able to read the papers." 

Boston's Avatar experienced 58 arrests of its people who sold 
papers in such a manner as the street sellers or newsboys did in 
those old films about the 1930s. Police claimed the papers were 
obscene and they felt they had the right to arrest the vendors. 

Other vendors had been arrested for peddling without a license, 
littering (which the police used as an excuse to rough the vendor 
up while arresting him) and other minor infringements. 

Some form of repression of the underground press came from 
mainstream journalism's indifference to those whom the underground 
press served. In other words, the underground press served an 
audience that the mainstream ignored. 

Some printers began to refuse to print underground newspapers. 
One who didn't was Bill Schanen. In 1970 Schanen was publishing 
three mainstream papers and printing the Milwaukee-based under¬ 
ground Kaleidoscope. When it became widely known that Schanen 
was printing the underground paper, Schanen's own paper, the 
Ozaukee Press, became the subject of a boycott. He eventually lost 
two of his papers and $200,000 over the issue. In February 1971, 
Schanen died of a heart attack. Throughout his ordeal, he continued 
to print the Kaleidoscope, right up to his death. 

The Kaleidoscope became the subject of another threat to the 
underground, which colleges and the Post Office alike partook in. 
When one of the paper's photographers was arrested for possessing 
nude photographs, the paper printed similar photos to those 
possessed by the arrested staff member. In a later issue the paper 
ran a poem describing its author's feelings during sexual intercourse. 
The paper's publisher was sentenced to two years in prison for 
obscenity. Later the Supreme Court reversed the decision, stating 
that the photos were relevant to the story of the photographer and 
that the poem in question was an attempt at serious art and that 
both were protected by the 1st Amendment. 

The Post Office clamped down on the second class postage rate 
sought by many underground papers because of its rules on 
obscenity. Basically the papers had to pay the much higher rates of 
first class postage to bypass the obscenity rules, making it less 
profitable to distribute the papers by mail. In 1975, the Great Speckled 
Bird in Atlanta went to a free circulation format. It was then forced 
to mail copies at the special third class rate. This change caused the 
cost of the mailing from $16 a week to jump to $70, putting another 
rock around the neck of the then dying paper. 

These are just a few of the problems encountered by the 
alternative press in the past, trying to print with the ever present 
chance of censorship and censureship. 

I hope to write on the problems faced today in the zine field, 
as to publishing and censorship, getting kicked out of the printer's 
office, and the like. Those of you publishing can send me information 
about your "Worst Hassle Since Becoming a Publisher" for future 
columns. I can be contacted at Joe Lane, PO Box 4083, Terre Haute, 
IN 47804-4083. 
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Here's the deal...we're in the process of launching a 24 hour 
comedy network, affectionately known as The Comedy Channel. 
Out schedule is broken down into hosted blocks of time during 
which comedy clips are shown. These clips are culled from old 
sitcoms, old movies, new movies, old training films, cartoons, HBO's 
Original Programming Dept., etc. The clips are our "meat and 
potatoes." Above and beyond that anything goes, hosts can do 
basically anything they want. 

What I'm getting at is that there is a tremendous opportunity 
here to explore the 'fringe'. I think this can be done in a number 
of ways...remote shoots, book reviews, small press news features, 
music reviews, inviting guests into the studio, etc.... 

The point is that I'm open to anything and would be happy to 
review material by mail from any of those people/groups that you 
come in contact with. I realize that that is a very broad and diverse 
group, so be it.

I'm writing in regard to your response to a reader who was 
concerned about a possibly sexist cover you printed. I have to admit 
first off that I didn't even see the cover; I don't know that it would 
have even bothered me. What did bother me was your response. I'd 
really expected an analysis of more substance from you. Instead 
you did a "nude-body count", and then deduced that arithmetic 
balance was not skewed enough for you to call your cover sexist. 
C'mon, Mike! This is absurd. First of all, whether that particular 
cover was sexist has no relation to whether your other covers are, 
or are not. Images, as you know, contain messages of a sort—the 
question is what kind of message did your cover convey? Secondly, 
a nude woman is not necessarily a sexist picture of a woman. 
Depends on what it was—was it fetishistic? Did it show her in a 
(typically supine) passive, objectified light, or as a subject , acting on 
the world, rather than being acted on? Finally, your 2nd to last 
paragraph explaining that it just happens to be the cover art that 
is sent to you is a total cop-out. Are you really saving that if all 
you received in cover art was the most offensive, blatantly-bigoted 
art possible that you would have no "choice" but to print it? This 
"balance" idea has got to go—it's dangerously misleading. If you 
have sexist covers of women and empowering covers of men in an 
equal ratio, you'd still be sexist. Have you read Erving Goffman's 
GENDER ADVERTISEMENTS? As a disseminator of printed images, 
maybe you should try to be more informed about the images you 
are disseminating. 

By the way, speaking of sexism, was the advertisement fpr "The 
International Patriarchy" a joke? Would you have printed a / 2 page 
ad for "The International Brotherhood of Aryan Races" that advertised 
possibilities of obtaining (legal) black slaves (niggers)? I thought you 
had decided not to print hate literature—did that exclude women-hating 
literature? I know you have a problem with censorship, but I think 
feeling as though the answer is that you personally have to therefore 
print everything in your own magazine is taking things too far.

/* * * * ★★★★★ This is only one of the many letters I've gotten on the subject 
of "cover sexism"; I'm answering it because it brings up the most 
points and challenges me the most. I should note right off that the 
majority of those who wrote got upset at me because they felt that 
I should have simply defended that cover as non-sexist; most of 
these people were men. But as far as I'm concerned, that's not the 
point! One particular cover is only a live issue for two months. What 
concerns me is the pattern of covers, the impact of the whole series. 
That's what my body count was intended to get at, in admittedly 
rough terms. 

I must admit that as far as I can tell it is completely impossible 
to determine whether a cover is "sexist" or not. I know from 
experience that any cover with a woman on it, in whatever clothing 
or position, will be condemned by some as sexist. Conversely, I've 
never had such a complaint about any of the male figures on my 
cover (or other stereotypes, for that matter—what about the anarchist 
punk blowing up the buildings a couple of years ago? No problem.) 
We all seem to have been programmed to respond to images in 
various ways, and one way we respond (at least if we've been 
exposed to the right-thinking liberal point of view) is that pictures 
of women are sexist. Period. 

I happen to think that this is nonsense. But I do think that if 
an editor is using mostly or entirely pictures of women to sell a 
magazine, something is wrong. I don't think I do this. But being 
aware of what the ratio is between men and women (and aliens 
and funny animals) on my covers is is one way to keep an eye on 
the situation. The issue is not, as Marietta correctly notes, simply 
one of numerical balance; the way in which different people are 
portrayed on the cover also makes a difference. It does seem obvious 
that there are some pictures which the vast majority will perceive 
as sexist—the infamous bondage pictures from PENTHOUSE in 1986, 
for example. I trust that I have not put any such pictures on the 
cover of FACTSHEET FIVE. 

As to only using what my artists send me—no, there are things 
that I wouldn't put on the cover, even if they were only choice. I 
mention that to show that the imbalance, whether it exists or not, 
whether it's important or not, is not solely a matter of my own 
creation. For whatever reason, the great majority of artists use 
women as central figures on their cover art. Programming? Sexism? 

I don't know. 


★ ★★★★ 
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I haven't read Goffman's book. Looking at the mountain of small 
press items waiting for review, I doubt that I ever will. But I'll keep 
an eye out for a copy, just in case. 

Now, as for the International Patriarchy ad—as far as I can tell, 
they're serious. My major problem with them is not that they are 
sexist (which they are, by any reasonable definition), but that seem 
to be a scam, delivering very poor value for the money they demand. 
But I'd still take their ad again (perhaps with a consumer warning 
attached). [Further developments make it unlikely that I will have 
to worry about this—see the letter from Arne Saknussem below.] 
And I would probably take an ad from a white supremecist group, 
or from the Committee for Open Debate on the Holocaust, or from 
the band Psychodrama (perhaps more realistic examples). 
FACTSHEET FIVE exists to link readers up with things they are 
interested in reading. It doesn't matter whether you or I think these 
are things that they ought to be reading. I will not put myself in 
the position of telling my readers that there are things they are not 
allowed to know about (except in certain extremely rare cases where 
legal liability forces me to do so). While my own political views are 
radical to liberal, those of many of my readers are not. Some are 
conservative, some are far right (whatever that means). I want to 
be fair to their views, even when I think those views are 
wrong—because I'm never completely convinced that mine are right. 

And just to reiterate a policy change—I will review hate literature 
these days, clearly noting what it contains. It's out there. I won't 
ignore it. I won't deprive my readers of the chance to get their own 
copy and make up their own mind. This is another case where the 
pattern matters more than the individual case. There is a quite clear 
pattern in this society of certain views being repressed. I don't want 
to be a part of that dangerous precedent. So I'll even bend over 
backwards to be fair, making my advertising space available to 
odious groups like the International Patriarchy. I don't really expect 
that they'll convince many of my readers. In fact, I suspect they 
will crumble more quickly exposed to the light of public opinion 
and ridicule than they will if shoved into a back room and allowed 
to develop a martyr mentality. V

I get really weary of reading brainless comments like Ruth Ellis's 
in the letter section [of FF32]. Where did the feminists get this 
ridiculous idea that in order for the sexes to be equal they have to 
be treated exactly the same?
